ELECTED TO THE ACADEMY. 


Two Candidates Defeat M. Emile Zola 
for the Prize. 


PARIS, Dec. 10.—M. Andre Theuriet, the 
French littérateur, was to-day elected a 
member of the French Academy, receiving 
eighteen votes to four cast for M. Emile 
Zola. 

M. Vandal was also elected to member- 
ship, receiving twenty votes to M. Zola’s 
two. . 


M. Theuriet was born in Marly-le-Rol, 
(Seine-et-Oise,) Oct, 8, 1833. He came of a 
Lorraine family, and’ was educated at the 
College of Bar-le-Duc, and studied law in 
Paris. He was admitted to the bar in 1857, 
and soon after he entered the Ministry of 
Finance, but at the same time devoted him- 
self to literary work. He wrote gracefully 
both poetry and prose, and acquired the 
reputation of a writer of distinction and 
delicacy. He received the decoration of the 
Legion of Honor in 1879. 

M. Theuriet’s first literary production was 
gs poem in the Revue des Deux Mondes, en- 
titled ‘‘In Memoriam.” This was followed 
by “Le Chemin de Bois.” In 1873 he pro- 
duced “‘ Le Bleu et le Noir,” a poem of real 
life. In 1879 appeared “ Les Nids,” folio 
size, and illustrated by Giacomelli. In 1882 


he published ‘‘ Le Livre de la Payse,” and 
in 1886 appeared ‘* Nos Oiseaux,” illustrated. 
In 1891 he wrote “‘ La Ronde des Saisons et 
des Mois.”’ At the same time he produced 
a number of works of fiction. In 1870-he 
wrote ‘*‘ Nouvelles Intimes,”’ in 1874 “‘ Mlle. 
Guignon,” ‘‘Le Mariage de Gérard.”’ in 

75 appeared “‘ Une Ondine”; in 1876, ‘‘ La 
Fortune d’Angéle ’’; in 1877, ‘‘ Raymonde”’; 
be in 1878, “‘ Nos Enfants, le Filleul d’un Mar- 
i uis.” He also contributed to the Moniteur,

SENATOR QUAY ANSWERED 





BUSINESS MEN’S LEAGUE SCORES 
HIM FOR HIS RECENT LETTER.

President-Elect McKinley Quoted as” 


Supporting the League—Quay’s 
Use of Money in Cam- 
paigns Proved. 


PHILADELPHIA, Det. 10.—The Execu- 
tive Committee of the Philadelphia Branch 
of the National League of Business Men 
this evening made the following reply to 
Senator Quay’s criticisms of the organiza- 
tion: 

“Not only the members of the various 
branches of the National League of Busi- 
ness Men throughout Pennsylvania, but sthe 


great mass of business men generally, must 
have been startled at the remarkable lan- 
guage used by Senator Quay. Never in 
their wildest moments did Popocratic ora- 
tors in the late campaign use language more 
demagogic and communistic in their ap- 
peals to the so-called ‘masses’ against the 
socalled ‘classes. He out-Herods Herod 
and out-Bryans Bryan. 
Quay’s Opposition to McKinley. 


**One does not have to go very far back, 
however, to discern the reason for Mr. 
Quay’s dislike of the business men. Only 
those of short memory have forgotten his 
bitter hostility to the nomination of Gov. 
McKinley for the Presidency, and his own 
opera bouffe candidacy for that high office. 

‘“‘ Notwithstanding his spectacular flight 
to Canton last Spring, Mr. Quay continued 
his opposition to Major McKinley up to the 
last moment. But the foundations of Gov. 
McKinley’s campaign had been laid solidly 
among the’ business men of the land, and 
the schemes of the politicians came to 
naught. It is rather remarkable that Mr. 
Quay should have so suddenly awakened to 
the evils of ‘millionaire’ representatives 
in the United States Senate. Was not Mr. 
Quay alone responsible for the re-election 
of Mr. Cameron to the United States Senate 
in 1891? 

“And is not Mr. Cameron a millionaire 
many times over? And may not Mr. Quay 
be contemplating the election of Mr. Cam- 
eron to still another term? 

“Mr. Quay gives utterance to the start- 
ling intelligence that the United States Sen- 
ate contains ‘ business men enough to serve 
all legitimate purposes.’ There is a pop- 
ular impression abroad that this is not so, 
Mr. Quay certain!y is not a business man, 
as, since his election as prothenotary of 
Beaver County in 1864, he has held political 
office almost continuously. Mr. Quay’s lat- 
ter-day recognition of the evils of ‘ money 
in politics’ would be rather more edifying 
were it only a little less ludicrous, It is 
true that the business men have contrib- 
uted largely to campaign funds. But no 
one should be in a better position than 
Mr. Quay to know whether these contribu- 
tions were used in previous campaigns to 
make ‘politics sordid and corrupt.’ And, 
if he has such knowledge, it is his duty to 
give the matter to the public. 


How the Senator Used Money. 


“During the late campaign State Chair- 


man Elkins sent out the following letterto-}~ 


a number of candidates for the State Sen- 
ate and House, inclosing checks for $500 
and $250, respectively: 

“*By request of Senator Quay, I take 
pleasure in inclosing contributions to help 
defray your campaign expenses.’ How does 
Senator Quay’s conduct in this matter com- 
port with his vehement denunciation of the 
‘ growing use of money in politics’? 

“Mr. Quay has fooled some of the people 
at times, and all the people at other times, 
but he has reached a point where, with 
his mask trown off, he faces an intelligent 
public, with whom forebearance has ceased 
to be a virtue. Without declaring any war- 
fare agaisnt him, they propose that he shall 
not dictate the selection of his own col- 
league, and thus have two seats instead 
of ore, in the United States Senate. 

“Canute’s protest to the waves of the 
sea and the Pope’s bull against the com- 
et were not less futile in their purposes 
than is Mr. Quay’s attack upon the business 
men of Pennsylvania. 

McKinley versus Quay. 

“In striking contrast to Mr. Quay’s atti- 
tude toward the National League,of Busi- 
ness Men is that of National Chairman 
Hanna, and President-elect McKinley 
places himself on record in the following let- 
ter, which was received on the very morn- 
ing of Mir. Quay’s defamation of the busi- 
ness men of the country: 

*“* CANTON, Ohio, Dec. 7, 1896. 
“*Rudolph Blankenburg, Esg., Chairman 
Executive Committee National League 
of Business Men, Philadelphia: 

““* My Dear Sir: I have your favor of the 
24th ult., inclosing declarations of principles 
of the National League of Business Men. 
The announced purposes of the league are 
such as appeal to the patrotism and good 
sense of all citizens, and I am very glad 
to note that it is the intention of the league 
to continue its active work. Very truly 
yours, . 
“*WILLIAM McKINLEY.’ 

“With such support and conscious of the 
justness of their cause, the National League 
of Business Men intends to continue the 
battle, and is not fearful of the result.” 





Brutal Elephant to be Killed, 

CHICAGO, Dec. 10.—Gypsy, the man-kill- 
ing elephant of the Harris Nickle-plate Cir- 
cus will be killed byelectricity at Tattersalls 
in a short time. Last Winter Gypsy escaped 
and played havoc on the street, afterward 
killing Frank Scott, her keeper. For ten 
years it has been a dangerous brute, and 
great trouble has been experienced in get- 
ting a keeper to stay. A dozen have left 
since Scott’s death. Manager Wilson asked 
for a permit for a public execution of the 
animal. If it is allowed, the animal after 
death will be stuffed and taken around the 
country with the circus. 





Violated the Inter-State Law. 


CHICAGO, -Dec. 10.—General Manager 
O’Reilly of the Louisville, New Albany and 
Chicago Railroad was arrested here to- 
day on a charge of violating the Inter- 
State commerce law. The affidavit is that 
O'Reilly made a reduced rate on a carload 
of oil to Quincy, Ill., for the Brooks Oil 
Co. of this city. The oil went over the 
Wabash Road, and O'Reilly says he will 
show that it was properly billed, and that 
the proper rates were made when it left 
this city. 





State Vote to Be Canvassed Dec. 15. 


ALBANY, Dec, 10.—Secretary of State 
Palmer has called a meeting of the State 
Board of Canvassers for 8 o’clock next 
Tuesday afternoon. The returns of the last 
election in this State will be canvassed. 





TRAMPS ROBBED BY TRAMPS. 


A Fight in Which One Man Was 
Slightly Woanded, 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Dee. 10.— 
Eight tramps engaged in a desperate fight 
on the tracks of the New York Central and 
Hudson River Raiiroad half a mile south of 
this city to-night, and one.of them is now 
in Vassar. Hospital, with wounds from a 
bullet which passed through his hand and 
spent itself against his_ breast. 

The tramps met on the tracks, four going 
each way. A fierce fight was soon in prog- 
ress. The four aggressive tramps succeeded 
in taking money from the others, and then 
forced them into a freight car which. was 
attached to a train on the side track wait- 
ing for an express to pass. They drove the 
robbed tramps into the car at the point 
of a pistol, and followed it up by fir- 
ing the pistol at randem into the 
car, while the tramps inside screamed in 
terror. One of the bullets struck William 
Ross, one of the tramps, as it glanced from 
the side of the car. It lacerated one of his 
fingers, and passed through his overcoat, 
slightly wounding him in the breast. The 
tramps outside then fastened the door of 
the car, making prisoners of the terrified 
tramps inside. 

The robbers then made their escape by 
stealing a rowboat and crossing the river, 
The freight train pulled out in a few mo- 
ments, and the imprisoned tramps were not 
released until they reached Hyde Park, 
where the detectives of the New York Cen- 
tral opened the car, arrested them, and 
brought them to this city. Ross was bleed- 
ing from the wound in his finger, and was 
frightened almost to death. The others 
gave their names as John Rooney, Antonio 
Bogani, and George Lobdell of New York. 
At Vassar Hospital it was said that Ross 
was not dangerously hurt. 





FOR_PROTECTION IN ENGLAND 


A Sparsely Attended Conference Held 
in London Yesterday. 


LONDON, Dec. 10.—The Right Hon. 
James Lowther, M. P., presided over a 
sparsely attended conference of protection- 
ists in St. James’s Hall to-day. Among 
those present were Commoners Howarth, 
Disraeli, . Seton-Karr, and Sandys. Mr. 
Lowther addressed the conference,’ and in 
the course of his remarks laid great stress 
upon the statements that Mr. Wilfrid Lau- 
rier, Prime Minister of the Dominion of 
Canada, had promised not to interfere with 
the protective policy of Canada. The last 
general election there, he said, was a defi- 
nite settlement of the Canadian policy in 
the direction of protection, 

Mr. Lowther said he was as strongly op- 
posed to the ruin of England by Manitoba 
wheat as by Minnesota wheat, and declared 
that it was no longer true that the masses 
in England were opposed to any imposi- 
tion of duties.. Mr. Lowther explained that 
between 2,500,000 and 3,000,000 acres of land 
had been elbowed out of cereal production 
in England for £130,000,000 worth of im- 
ports, the most of which could be produced 
here. He was in favor of a duty of 5 per 
cent. on wheat, which, he said, would yield 
a revenue of £12,500,000, yet only raising the 
price of bread for a full-grown man 3s. 914d. 
@ year, ‘ 


TWO PLACES FOR REPUBLICANS. 





Mr. Cleveland to Appoint Members of 
Inter-State Commerce Commission. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The President 
will have two vacancies to fill in the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission between now 
and Jan. 1, 1897, one caused by resignation 
and the other by the expiration of the 
term for which the member was appointed. 

The members to retire are Wheelock G. 
Veazy of Vermont and M. A. Knapp of 
New York. The resignation of Mr. Veazy 
was placed in the hands of President Cleve- 
land a few days after he was reappointed, 
Jan. 1, 1896, fer a term of six years. Ill 
health is the cause of Mr. Veazy’s retire- 
ment, 

Both Messrs. Veazy and Knapp are Re- 
publicans, and under the law the President 
will have to appoint Republicans to their 
places, as the other three members of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission—W. R. 
Morrison of Illinois, James D, Yeoman of 


Iowa, and Judson C. Clements of Georgia, 
are Democrats, and the law restricts the 
dominant party to three members on the 
commission. 





HE IS PERSONA NON GRATA. 


Germany Objects to the New Minister 
from China, 


BERLIN, Dec. 10.~The Foreign Office has 
notified the Chinese Government that 
Hwang Tsun Hsien, who was recently ap- 
pointed Chinese Minister to Germany, is. 
not persona grata to the German Govern- 
ment. The grounds of Germany’s objec- 
tions are that Hwang Tsun Hsien is not of 
sufficiéntly high rank, and that China had 


-not consulted the Foreign Office regarding 


his appointment. 

It is said that in the note to the Chinese 
Government the Foreign Office cites as a 
precedent the action taken by China some 
time ago in making objection to the ap- 
pointmént of Mr. Blair as American Min- 


ister to China, the Chinese Government 
holding that he was persona non grata be- 
cause of his criticism. in the United States 
Senate on China and the Chinese.

THE ITALIAN CHAMBER AROUSED 





The Sitting Suspended om Account of 
the Uproar. 


ROMB, Dec. 10.—There was a violent 
scene in the Chamber of Deputies to-day, 
growing out of an attack made upon Gen. 
Mocenni, ex-Minister of War, in connection 
with the conferring of decorations upon of- 
ficers and others who took part in the re- 
cent disastrous Abyssinian campaign. Gen. 
Mocenni attempted to defend his action, 
but his voice was drowned in a flood of 
yells and hoots and opprobrious epithets, 


and he was finally compelled to abandon the 
trikgne and take his seat. 

Tiie uproar became so great that the 
President concluded that the only way to 
restore order was to suspend the sitting, 
which he accordingly did. 





Populists Registering Office Seekers, 


TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 10.—The Populist 
State Committee has opened a book, in 
which the names of candidates for appoint- 
ive offices under the incoming State ad- 
ministration are registered. A fee of $1 
is charged for entering the mame of an 
applicant. The Governor-elect is informed 
from time to time of the names on the list 
The money thus raised will it toward the 
payment of $500 campaign bills which the 
committee still owes.

LOST WITH ALL ON BOARD. 


The North German Lioyd Steamer 
Salier Has Foundered, 


CORUNNA, Dec. 10.—The North German 
Lloyd steamer Salier, from Bremen, for 
Buenos Ayres, foundered off Villagracia, 
twenty*miles north of Vigo. She carried a 
crew of between sixty and seventy men, 
all of whom went down with the steamer. 
She also carried a number of passengers, 
none of whom escaped the fate of the crew. 


LONDON, Deg. 10.—A dispatch received 
here from Bremen asserts that there were 
210 passengers on the steamer Salier, which 
has been lost on the Spanish coast, includ- 
ing one German, 113 Russians, 35 Galicians, 
and 61 Spaniards. The dispatch adds that 
it is feared all of them were lost. The 
agents of the North German Lloyd, owners ° 
of the steamer, do not credit the report. 
They say the steamer may have had some 
passengers, but not a large number. 

It is believed in London that the disaster 
occurred on Tuesday, when a terrible gale 
along the European Atlantic coasts did ex- 
tensive damage to shipping. 


Thé Salier was a bark-rigged iron screw 
Steamer of 3,214 gross, and 2,229 net ton- 
nage, 351 feet 2 inches long, 39 feet beam, 
and 32 feet deep. She was built in Hull in 
1875. 


TO SLEEP THE WINTER OUT. 





A Man, Probably Insane, Found Pre- 
pared for a Long Drowse. 


SOMERVILLE, N. J., Dec. 10.—While 
hunting in the woods near Libetty Corners 
a party of hunters found a man asleep un- 
der two umbrellas. His feet were bound 
with bags and cloths, and between the out- 
side wrappings and his feet were layers of 
leaves. Inside of his clothing -leaves and 
straw were stuffed. He had an almost 
complete armor of straw and leaves, and 
was attired much as gardeners preserve rose 
bushes from cold. 

He was awakened, and said he was going 
to sleep there until warm weather came. 
He is a German, about sixty years old. He 
refuses to give his name. He says he has 
not tasted food for a week. He was not 
frostbitten, although he said he had been 
out through all the recent cold weather. 
He claims that he went to sleep a year ago, 
and remained asleep until Spring, and then 
arose and went about his work. He says 
he is an umbrella mender. It is thought he 
is insane, 


A VASSAR PROFESSOR ROBBED. 





Miss Ely Attacked by a Thief on the 
College Grounds. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Dec. 10.—Miss 
A. M. Ely, A. B., professor of mathematics 
at Vassar College, was attacked by a man 
on the college grounds at 6:30 o’clock this 
evening, just as she was leaving the college 
to board an electric car at the gate, on 
her way to New York. The man is thought 
to have been concealed among the cedars 
beside the roadway leading to the building. 

He approached Miss Ely from behind, 
and when he seized her hand she thought 
it was one of the students who had ap- 
proached her in fun. The man was evi- 
dently bent on robbery, as he, looked her 
over quickly, as if looking for jewelry, and 
before the professor could scream, he 
snatched her satchel from: her hand and 
ran down the pathway to the main road 
and made his escape. Fortunately, Miss 
Ely’s pocketbook was not in the’ satchel. 
It contained her railroad ticket and some 
valuable papers and necessary apparel for 
traveling. 

Miss Ely was almost prostrated by the 
shock, and had to postpone her trip to 
New York. 





THEY WANT THE POOL BOX. 


A New Racing Law Demanded in the 
State of Tlinois. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 10.—The Northwestern 
Breeders’ Association, which has existed 
twelve years, and which in that time has 
paid out $650,000 in purses at Washington 
Park and other tracks, practically decided 
at a meeting to-day to dissolve. At least 
nothing will be done by it until the Legis- 
lature passes a pool-selling bill. 

The association does not favor a continu- 
ous-racing bill. It wants a measure legaliz- 
ing meetings of not more than twenty-five 
days, and would favor forfeiture of charter 
for violation of the law. The last two meet- 
ings have absorbed the association’s capital 
stock and several thousand dollars besides. 
Horsemen here believe that there will be no 
more racing unless the poolbox is allowed to 
stay. 





National Linseed Oil Company. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 10.—Unless there is a 
radical change for the better in the linseed 
oil business within the next few months, 
it is not at all likely that the National 
Linseed Oil Company will declare a dividend 
within the two next quarters. Though there 
is a handsome surplus in the treasury, 
more than sufficient to make a distribution, 
the officers of the organization will not 
sanction a distribution until the financial 
situation in general and the linseed oil busi- 
ness in particular, shall improve beyond 
the possibility of a set-back. 





A Peculiar Runaway. 

WHITE PLAINS, Dec. 10.—Mrs. John J. 
Haley had just taken her children to school 
and was about to step into her surrey when 
the horses ran away. Mrs. Haley clung to 
the dashboard and stood on the step until 
the horses were stopped, some distance 
away. Her back was hurt by the wheel. 
The horses knocked a showcase standing 
in front of a clothing store against a ladder 
on which Andrew Duncan was standing 
while he fixed a street lamp. Duncan was 
thrown and injured internally,

TARIFF BILL TO BE READY 


REPUBLICANS ANTICIPATE THE 
CALLING OF AN EXTRA SESSION. 





The Present Ways and Means Com- 
mittee Will Give Hearings and 
Have the New Measure Ready 
by the Date of Inauguration. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The Committee 
on Ways and Means will go to work at 
once to prepare a tariff bill. 

This was the conclusion reached by the 
Republican mentbers-of the committee at a 


conference held to-night. The conclusion 
reached was the unanimous expression of 
the members present. 

In the preparation of the bill the full com- 
mittee will give hearings to all persons who 
are interested. At a meeting of the com- 
mittee the details of the hearings will be 
agreed wpon. 

This determination of the Republican 
members, of course, presupposes the calling 
of an extra session of Congress shortly aft- 
er the inauguration of President McKinley, 
but after the adjournment of the conference 
they all disclaimed any direct knowledge 
upon the subject from the only source which 
could make the extra session a fact. Gen. 
Grosvenor of Ohio said that no member had 
any positive information on the subject, but 
that they all knew that the chances were 
10 to 1 an extra session would be called. In 
explanation of the action of the conference, 
Gen. Grosvenor said: 

“The committee will open its doors to all 
persons representing interests affected by 
the tariff, who can be heard while the prep- 
aration of the Dill is in progress.’ 

“Will the bill be divided among the sev- 
eral sub-committeés of the full commit- 
tee?” was asked. 

“TI do not think so,” he answered. “ Of 
course the individual members of the 
committee will direct their attention mofe 
particularly to the schedules about which 
they are better informed.” 

- “When will the hearings probably be- 
gin?” : . 

*“*I should say week after next. They can- 
not well be entered upon earlier, for want 
of time in which to prepare.” 

Other members of the committee expressed 
the opinion that the bill to be prepared 
would propose a system of rates moderate 
in amount, as compared with those of the 
McKinley bill of 1890. They did not care 
to go into any details in the matter, saying 
that the discussion at the conference did 
not proceed far enough upon this question 
to warrant them in making any more than 
the general statement. 

One of the members said a most impor- 
tant matter that the committee would have 
to consider would be that of reciprocity. 
It was the general opinion of those present 
at the conference, he said, that if a prac- 
tical method of reciprocity could be de- 
vised, it would be inserted in the bill, and 
it would be made a prominent feature of 
the measure. He said there were some 
of the minority of the Committee on Ways 
and Means who favored the principle of 
reciprocity. Two of them, Messrs. Cobb 
and McLaurin, ‘had put their names to a 
report in favor of restoring the reciprocity 
features of the tariff law. 





THE TREASURY FOR DINGLEY. 


A Report that the Portfolio Will Be 
Tendered to the Maine Man. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The Washing- 
ton Times says: 

“Hon. Nelson Dingley, Jr., of Maine is 
to be the next Secretary of the Treasury. 

“This statement is not official, but comes 
from such a source that there can be no 
doubting that the portfolio will be tendered 
to Mr. Dingley, and accepted. He will, of 
course, resign from the next House. 

“This fact will have great bearing in th 
consultation to be held to-night by the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House. 
The meeting is to be held at the rooms of 
Gen. Grosvenor. 

“-The general impression is that the com- 
mittee will decide to prepare a bill for pas- 
sage at an extra session of the Fifty-fifth 
Congress. There seems to be no doubt in 
the minds of the leaders that such an extra 
session is to be called. 

“The ébligation assumed to rest on Pres- 
ident-elect McKinley to tender a Cabinet 
office to his next competitor, Speaker Reed, 
will in a measure be complied with if Mr. 
Reed’s chief henchman from Maine is ap- 
pointed to the Treasuryship.” 


Judge McKenna Considered. 
CANTON, Ohio, Dec. 10.—The man of the 
hour with the unofficial makers of Cabinets 
is Judge Joseph McKenna of California, 
who was appointed to the United States 
Cireuit bench by President Harrison. Judge 
McKenna was a member of Congress, and- 
served during a portion of Major McKin- 
ley’s term in the National Legislature. He 
is well-known by the President-elect. 
rs. McKinley left to-night for Chicago 
for a few days’ visit. 





MR. HANNA IS BALKED. 


Cannot Get the Library Building for 
the Inaugural Ball. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 10.—‘‘ If it were not 
for the respect I have for old man Morrill 
I would ride roughshod over those fel- 
lows,” said Mark Hanna this morning, re- 
ferring to the men in and out of Congress 
who have balked him in his efforts to se- 
eure the use of the new Congressional 
Library Building for the inaugural ball. 

Chairman Hanna reluctantly admitted that 
he had been defeated in the principal mis- 
sion for which he came to Washington. A 
resolution may be introduced in Congress 
to permit the use of the Library Building, 
but it is a foregone conclusion that it can- 


not be put through.

LILIUOKALANI IN AMERICA. 


The ex-Queen of Hawaii Arrived Yes- 
terday in San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 10.—Ex-Queen Lil- 
iuokalani of Hawaii arrived from Honolulu 
this morning on the steamer China. 

The fact of the ex-Queen’s arrival did not 
leak out until early this afternoon. 

The object of her visit is at present un- 
known, but the impression which existed 
among the passengers on the China was 
that Liliuokalani was en route to Washing- 
ton to make a final appeal to President 
Cleveland for the restoration of her throne. 

The starting of Liliuokalani from Hawaii 
was enveloped in mystery. No announce- 
ment was made of her intention to leave 
during the time Which the China lay at the 
wharf between her arrival from Yokohama 
and departure. 

About ten minutes before sailing time 
Liliuokalani made her appearance on board, 
going at once to a stateroom which had 
been reserved for her, and in which she 
remained until the vessel was well out to 
sea. 

Col. McFarlane, who was chamberlain to 
Liliuokalani’s brother, the late King Kala- 
kaua, ‘met the ex-Queen at the steamer, 
having received a notification of her pres- 
ence on board, and escorted her to the Cali- 
fornia Hotel. He said this afte. noon that he 
had no knowledge as to the plans of Li- 
liuokalani, and that her coming was a com- 
plete surprise to him. 

““I was never moré astonished,” he said, 
“than when I reeeived the announcement 
of her presence here, and as yet she has 
not confided any information to me. From 
her conversation, I gdther that she will 
remain in San Francisco a week and then 
visit Washington, and possfbly London. 

“It is certain her trip is made in the in- 
terests of self and people, What that 
business may be I do not know positively. 
In a few days, tne queen tells me, she will 
make a statement of her plans to the pub- 
lic.”

Maceo was safe in Pinar del Ria 
Province, and his army was making suc- 
cessful operations against Capt. Gen. Wey< 
ler’s forces; that at the time of the turning 
of Weyler’s left. flank. on Dec. 1, Maceo 
had captured more tham 12,000 stands of 
arms and immense quantities of ammuni< 
tion, medicines, and commissary supplies. 

The dispatches also state that within the 
next three days the Cubans are likely to 
turn Weyler’s other flank and win a de- 
cisive victory. Francisco. Gomez has not 
been with Maceo in any of his recent move- 
ments, and is safe in Matanzas Province. 
The head of the local committee said: 

“We know positively that the most sene 
sational and glorious news for the patriots 
will come from Cuba on or about Dec. 15. 
Texas is doing more to help the patriots 
than any other State in the Union just now, 
and is favorably located for effective aid,

MACEO’S BODY NOT /FOUND. 
One of His Former Physicians Admits 
That He Was Killed. 
HAVANA, Dec. 10.--Up to the time of 
sending this dispatch this evening nothing 
has been learned of the whereabouts of 
Maceo’s body, and nothing further has 
transpired to confirm the reports of hig 

death. 

Maximo Zertucha, who was formerly Gen. 
Antonio Maceo’s physician, has surrendered 
to Col. Tort’at San Felipe, and eonfirms the 
reports of the rebel leader’s death, which, 
he says, occurred at 2 P. M. on Dec. 7 in 
the engagement between the rebels under 
Maceo and the Spanish troops under Ma-« 
jor Cirujedas. Maceo, tre doctor reports, 
received one bullet which penetrated his 
head, breaking his jaw,-and passed out at 
the union of the neck and the shoulder, 
and was’also wounded by another shot 
which struck him in the stomach, e 

Another attempt was made this: morning 
to discover what disposition has been made 
of the rebel leader’s body. . 

A delegation of correspondents of the for- 
eign press and reporters of the local news- 
papers have gone in the direction of Hoyo 
Colorado to make.an investigation in‘that 
vicinity, where it is believed the body is 
buried. It was rumored in Havana last 
night that if the body should be found it 
would be brought to this city. 





GREAT REJOICING IN SPAIN. 


The Death of Maceo Implicitly Be 
lieved All Over the Land, 
MADRID, Dec. 10.4Last night’s popular 
manifestation of joy over the reports of the 
death of the rebel leader Antonio Maceo 
was of the most enthusiastic character. An 
excited crow@ gathered in front of the Pre- 
fecture and the Town Hall, cheering and 
shouting, and the Mayor appeared upon the 
baleony of the hall and joined in the 
‘‘vivas’’ for Spain and the Spanish Army, 
The Governor of Madrid, who was watch- 
ing the demonstration, caused the United 
States Legation to be protected by gen- 

darmes. 

The crowd endeavored to march to the 
United States Legation, but they were pre- 
vented by the police from doing so. 

The news of the death of Maceo was ré= 
ceived in the provinces with every mani- 
festation of delight, each town demonstrat 
ing its joy to the fullest extent of its lung 
power. 

The Duke of Tetuan, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, to-day officially communicated to 
the diplomats here the news of the death 
of Antoni6 Maceo. 





THE MESSAGE ON CUBA, 


Comments of the Havana Press. of 
Mr. Cleveland’s Views. . 


HAVANA, Dec. 10.—La Lucha, the Govs 
ernment organ, is the first paper here: toe 
speak editorially of President Cleveland’s 
message. It publishes‘ a long leader, in 
which it examines all the points of the Cu- 
ban section of the message, and makes se 
vere criticism of the whole. The paper 
makes a vigorous protest against the ag- 
gressive parts of the message. It says, 
among other things: ‘‘The message is no 
more or no less than a series of hypoth- 
eses. It cannot please Spain, but it does 
not wrong her.” 

It adds that Spaniards cannot admit inter 
vention in their own affairs. They have 
spirit enough to repulse impositicns, and 
will accept nothing degrading or circums 
scribing their right to conduct their own 
affairs. When their honor is concerned they 
are of the same rank as the people of the 
most powerful and colossal nation. 

La Union Constitucional says the lecture 
is unpleasant to Spain, but admits that Mr. 
Cleveland’s language lacks haughtiness 
when compared with that which he has 
used toward other powers. It adds that it 
expects that the message will result favor 
ably to Spain. The tone of the article

‘ “"'The mere sale or shipment of arms and 
munitions of war by persons {n the United 
Btates to persons in Cuba is not a violation 
of international law, however strong @ sus- 
picion there may be that they are to be 


used in the insurrection against the Spanish 


Government. 

“Individuals in the United States have 
f right to sell such articles and ship them 
to whomsoever may choose. to buy them. 
The goods, and sometimes the ship carry- 
ing them, are subject to seizure hy the 
Government within whose jutiediction they 
may go, if its domestic laws and regulations 
are violated, but international law imposes 
no duty upon our Government with Tespect 
fto such transactions, 

“The shipment or carriage of such arti- 
cles to Cuba does not becomes a violation 
of international law merely because they 
are not destined to @ port there which is 
recognized by the Spanish Government as 
open to commerce, nor because they are to 
be or are landed*by stealth. 

“If, however, the persons supplying or 
carrying arms and ammunition from a place 
in the United States are in any wise parties 
to a design that force shall be employed 
ugainst the authoriti-s of Spain, and when 
mien with hostile purposes toward the Span- 
ish Government shall also be taken on 
board and transperted in furtherance of 
such purpose, the enterprise is not com- 
mercial, and is in violation of international 
law and the United States statutes. 

“The duty of the United States when a 
state of war is declared or recognized by 
another country is, of its own motion, to 
use diligence to discover and prevent within 
its borders the forthation or departure of 
any military expedition intended to carry 
on ‘or take part in such war. 

“ The executive has no right to interfere 
with the judiciary in proceefings against 

xersens charged with being concerned in 
hostile expeditions against friendly nations. 
The President may employ the military and 
naval force to disperse or prevent a depart- 
ure from our territory of expeditions, but 
it is plain that such means are practical 
only when there has been defiance of the 
authority: of the Government by an or- 
ganized hody of men. : 

“Qur Government possesses all the attri- 
butes of sovereignty with respect to the 
present subject, and has for their exercise 
the proper agencies which are recognized 
among nations, but our Constitution for- 
bids the arbitrary exercise of power when 
the liberty or peeperty of individual citi- 
gens is involved. 

“Tt cannot, therefore, resort to some 
measures which are still possible in some 
other countries. But I do not think that 
it ean be held chargeable with lack of diil- 
gence for not taking steps which would 
be inzonsistent with the principles on which 
all republics are founded.”’ 





THE BRUTAL WAR MUST STOP. 
Senator Cullom Says We Should In- 
terfere in Cuba. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—In the Senate 
»o-day, Mr. Cullom of Illinois, speaking in 
support of. a resolution declaring that 
Spain’s rule over Cuba should be brought to 
an end, said: 

“We are already placed in such a posi- 
tion that some certain course of action 
must be adopted. Whatever that course 
may be, it must be such as shall give prop- 
er recognition to the rights under existing 
conditions, belonging respectively to Spain 
and to Cuba. It must also recognize the 
rights and prerogatives of the world at 
large—of the nations.and the people who 
Stand aloof and watch with deepest inter- 
est this struggle for independence and for 
liberty against absolutism, and not the least 
ef the responsibilities imposed upon us as 
a Nation is the conservation of our rights 
and interests. In fact, this latter is the 
determining factor which must control our 
course. 

“While L am not disposed ‘to criticise 
President Cleveland, I may properly say 
that I had hoped he would find occasion to 
give more positive or emphatic expression 
ef the true American continental policy, 
which ought to be invoked in all cases 
where the liberty and independence of any 
of the peoples of the American Continent 
are involved. And, further, I think we 
ought never to hesitate or delay when the 
lines of this policy run parallel and coin- 
cident with those of common humanity.” 

Passing in rapid review the prominent 
facts in Spanish history for the last four 
or five centuries, Mr. Cullom.continued: 


“I trust that a people with such a his- } 


tory and such an education can have no just 
claim to a participation in the control of 
any territoriai possession on , this hemi- 
sphere. There may be no warrant in in- 
ternational law for any interference be- 
tween a Government and its subjects, pro- 
vided that Government belongs to the fam- 
ily of nations, or is recognized as one of the 
powers of the earth. Still, does not the 
great heart of humanity beat in sympathy 
with the poor souls apparently forgotten by 
the Master and left to bear the burden of 
cruel and relentless oppression? Is there 
mo way, no light, no hope? Must the brutal- 
ity of might define the offense and mete out 
the penalty, with no htiman power to whom 
intercession may be made? O Spain! O 
Spain! When shall thy day be fulfilled? 
as there no loyal Spaniard who whould 
and could, amid all these centuries, stay 
the hand of death or raise the sword of 
justice while there was time to save? 

“While all -the provinces which have 
rebelled and separated from Spain have be- 
come prosperous and fairly well conditioned, 
independent countries, the feeble old mother 
country has gradually fallen into lower and 
lower estate, depending and almost relying 
for existence upon the stolen gold levied 
upen Cuba, Puerto Rico, and the Philippine 
Islands. Spain continues to be what she 
always has been—a robber nation. I speak 
now of the nation, and not of her people. 
Some of the best and noblest names of the 
ages come to us from Spain, where, unhap- 
pily, too many of them met their sad and 
melancholy fates. 

“If we wait for precedent, we shall wait 
forever. If a precedent is needed, we shall 
make one. We violated every precedent by 
the declaration of our own independence 
on July 4, 1776. We had no prece ent, nor 
did we even ask for advice as to the change 
in 1789 from a confederation to a union of 
States. When we announced the Monroe 
doctrine in 1823, it was in defiance of prec- 
edent, and was the determination of a rule 
which has become a law and will never be 
gainsaid. When we announced not many 
months ago that we should intervene in the 
imatter of the Venezuela boundary and see 
for ourselves if*our rights were to be con- 
cluded by foreign dictation, we followed no 
precedent but that of good American com- 
mon sense. And common sense has won. 
These instances only show that up to this 
time no assumption of authority in regard 
to American affairs which this Government 
nae pooda has ever beer successfully con- 
ested. . 

“ We now have reached the time to take 
@nother step in advance. We have already 
proclaimed that the United States will have 
something to say regarding matters affect- 
ing the American Continent, and we should 
announce that the speedy termination of 
Spanish contro] of the islands at the gate- 
way of the Mexioan Gulf is necessary, alike, 
to the welfare of those islands and to the 
people of the United States. 

“This war .of extermination must stop. 
This Congress of the United States has al- 
ready recognized by solemn resolution the 
belligerent rights of Cuba, but so long as it 

not received the Executive approval, it 
has no force. And, if it had; it is conceded 
that some other course must be taken. The 
question to be determined is not fully clear 
exeept that the war must cease, :

Gen, Palma Has a Dispatch to This 


Effect from gin Agent, | 


In answer t6 a dispatch gent to Havana 
on Wednesday, Gen. Tomas Estrada Palma ; 
of the Cuban Junta yesterday received from 
his confidential agent at Key West the fol- 
lowing, which was brought by a Plant Line 
steamer, which left Havana at 1 P. M. 
Wednesday: 

“ Maceo passed the trocha Dec. 4. Report 
of his death absolutely false. Contradict it 
on my authority.” 

Gen. Palma sald that his agent was ab- 
solutely reliable. ; 

Another dispatch received at the Cuban 
Junta was from a rich Cuban in Paris, who 
has contributed $70,000 to the cause during 
a month past. It was as follows: 

“Telegraph us as to Maceo. I place 
$10,000 at your disposal. Let us not despair. 
Let us go ahead.” 

Another dispatch was from the Junta at 
Puerto Platte, San Domingo, and read: 

** Cubans and sympathizers request further 
information as to Maceo’s fate. They re- 
iterate devotion to the cause and place 100 
rifles at your disposal.”’ 

Fidel G. Pierra of the Junta said: “ The 
report of Maceo’s death is preparatory to 
some news favorable to Cuba that will 
startle the world. I believe the battle of 
Punta Brava was a great Cuban victory. 
Spain is holding back the news. I do not 
believe Maceo is dead. Nature and history 
never work harmoniously and systematic- 
ally. There are too many coincidences in 
this story to give it the appearance of 
truth. The report comes too opportunely 
for Spain. It was given out the same day 
as the President’s message. The son of Go- 
mez is said to have been killed at the same 
time. This is apparently to counteract the 
idea that the United States will take a 
hand. Where is Weyler? He is only a few 
hours’ march from Havana. He is just the 
man to go back and celebrate the victory. 
Why doesn’t he say something? Why is 
nothing heard from his secretaries? Why 
no news from the palace?” 

Mr. Pierra said that Dr. Zertucha, who 
pretended to confirm the report and to give 
a description of the wound, was a man of 
bad reputation among the patriots. Though 
a good surgeon and a man of wealth, as a 
sympathizer he had been mistrusted. A 
brother of the doctor, who was a genuine 
sympathizer, he said, was now in Morro 
Castle. The doctor had always been in fa- 
vor of the Spaniards. Maceo had been 
warned against him. 

“We have implicit confidence,’”’ Mr. Pier- 
ra said, in conclusion, “in our Havana 
agent. In case, however, Maceo is dead, 
while it would be a great loss, it would not 
mean defeat. It would make the fight more 
desperate.”’ 





An Indication of Activity. 


The United States and Haiti Telegraph 
and Cable Company, whose offices-are at 1 
Broad Street, was advised yestefday that 
its land line between Havana and Batabano 
had been cut during the preceding night. 
Batabano is on the south coast of Cuba, 
about thirty-five miles from Havana, and 
connected with it by railroad. The line 


which has been cut was formerly part of 
the line to Haiti, but the company now has 
a direct cable to the Island of Haiti. That 
the line should be cut where it was is con- 
sidered to indicate that the insurgents are 
active in the district immediately south of 
the capital.

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‘MAYOR TO HAVE SOMETHING 
TO SAY IN A FEW DAYS. 








President Jeroloman of the Aldermen 
Thinks the Company Should Pay the 
City $10,000,000—What Others 
Say Explaining Their Votes. 


Mayor Strong refused yesterday to say | 


what action he will take in regard to the 
franchise granted by the Board of Alder- 
men to the Consumers’ Fuel Gas Company. 
He intimated, however, that his action will 


take the form of an emphatic veto. ‘I will 
not say anything about it now,” he de- 
clared, ‘‘ because I intend to say something 
publicly in a few days.” ? 

The Mayor has ten days in which to sig- 
nify his approVal or disapproval of the ac- 
tion of the Aldermen. The majority which 
granted the franchise—26 to 4—is sufficient 
to override any veto, but even if the com- 
pany obtains ‘a franchise in that manner 
it cannot open any streets to lay pipes with- 
out a permit from the Department of Pub- 
lic Works, 

That permit, Deputy Commissioner Wilds, 
who is in charge during Ger. Collis’s ab- 
sence in Europe, says it cannot obtain un- 
less the Corporation Counsel changes his 
opinion that the Aldermen have no legal 
right to grant such a franchise or the Su- 
preme Court orders that it be issued. The 
insinuations about “ boodle”’ have aropsed 
the Aldermen who voted for the resolution 
to offer explanations. 

“I voted for this thing,” said Alderman 
Goodwin, ‘“‘ because the people want cheap 
gas. The Consumers’ Company offers fuel 
gas at 40 cents a thousand feet. To-day 
many people are using for fuel gas for 
which they pay $1.25 a thousand feet. Poor 
people could use cheap fuel gas for cooking 
and heating, and the Consumers’ Company 
is the only responsible company that offered 
cheap gas. I voted against the amendment 
to tax the company 5 per cent. of its re- 
ceipts because I thought they had agreed to 
pay enough. Besides the $15,000 bonus they 
offered 30 cents a lineal foot for openings. 
Measured on the basis of 1,500 miles of 
streets, that would amount to nearly 
$2,500,000. I consider that amount a fair 
price for the franchise. The people of my 
district want cheap gas, and I obeyed their 
wishes in voting for the resolution.” 


The People Want Cheap Gas. 


“I think the Consumers’ Company agreed 
to pay enough,’ declared Alderman Mar- 
shall. ‘‘I voted for the resolution in order 
to give the people cheap gas. hey want 
it, and they need it. The comparison with 
the sale of a fuel gas franchise in Philadel- 
phia for $20,000,000 does not fit. In Phila- 
delphia the gas works went with the fran- 
chise as well as the pipes already laid. The 
Consumers’ Company will have to pay near- 
ly $3,000,000 for laying its pipes, and will 
have to expend several millions more in 
erecting a plant. I believe my constituents 
are satisfied with the way I voted.” 

Half a dozen other Aldermen who voted 

for the resolution explained their action 
in almost similar words, Alderman Noonan, 
who was sponsor for the resolution, said 
that the only suggestion of boodle he had 
heard came from the newspapers. He be- 
lieved the Consumers’ Company was organ- 
ized in good faith, and would carry out the 
work proposed in its charter. 
» Section 4 of the franchise says: “ The 
Aldermen shall have the right to order the 
mains and pipes of the company to be ex- 
tended, &c., provided that the company be 
not compelled to expend yearly a sum ex- 
ceeding $50,000.” That sum will.not pay 
for the laying of a great deal of piping. 

Section 8 says: “ The company, &c., shall 
pay into the City Treasury the sum of 30 
cents for each, and every -lineal foot of 
trench opened for its mains.” 

Corporation Counsel Scott is in Albany. 
His assistant, W. L. Turner, referring to the 
two sections, said yesterday that he had not 
considered the language of the franchise 
very closely, because he stood on the ground 
that the Aluermen had no authority in the 
premises. As far as he could see, the fran- 
chise bound the company to nothing, and 
provided nothing for the city except a very 
trifling percentage of $50, a year. Sup- 
posing, for example, he argued, that the 
company obtained the plant of an illumi- 
nating gas company now existing and ar- 
ranged to deliver its fuel gas through the 
pipes now laid, there would be no occasion 
to open trenches, and consequently the city 
would not collect any great sum out of the 
80 cents a lineal foot provision. 


Why They Voted Against It. 


Aldermen Ware, Hall, Olcott, and Presi- 
dent Jeroloman, who voted against the 
franchise, differed materially with the Al- 
Gdermen who voted for it. 

“The compensation offered,’”’ said Presi- 


dent Jeroloman, “is inadequate, and the 
action of the board means the giving away 
of a valuable franchise. Experts tell me 
that fuel re can be produced for 10 cents 
a thousand feet, and that if the Consumers’ 
Company can retail it at 40 cents on a 
monopoly, it can afford to pay $10,000,000 
to the city and make large dividends as 


well. That is one of my reasons for oppos- 
ing the resolution. Another is that be- 
lieve with the Corporation Counsel that 


the board exceeded its pee in granting 
the franchise. Again, believe that the 
city should control the gas supply, as it does 
the water supply.” 

Alderman Olcott said that he was so firm- 
ly convinced that the city should control 
the gas supply that he had not wasted 
time looking for any other reasons for 
opposing the resolution, and Aldermen Ware 
and Hall agreed with him. Alderman 
Oleott, who is the Chairman of the special 
committee appointed to investigate the 
question of municipal control, said that the 
committee would meet in a few days and 
make a thorough examination of the ques- 
tion, and probably carry the result of their 
search to the Legislature. He concluded 
by saying that the vote of the Board of 
Aldermen proved that there was a deter- 
mination to obtain cheaper gas, and he be- 
lieved that the dispute would end by the 
city buying up the gas plants. 


Pians of the Company. 


According to the statements of its of- 
ficials the Consumers’ Company purposes 
the construction of a plant in the outlying 
wards, somewhere near. to tthe water’s 
edge, in the district beyond the Harlem 
River. The managers are certain that not 


only can they supply fuel gas to the near-by 
factories, but that they will attract to the 
neighborhood many concerns whose expens- 
es would be lessened by the use of gas fuel. 
They believe also that there is a great field 
for their product in the smaller industries, 
which are at present debarred from using 
gas as fuel by its cost. For domestic uses 
the new company expects to find a profita- 
ble market. 

The company, it is announced, will begin 
the work of construction at once, but no 
definite plans for work have been made 
public. eferring to the statement of Pres- 
ident Jeroloman that the franchise awarded 
to them is worth at least $10,000,000, the 
officers of the company declare that the 
existing franchises for the distribution of il- 
luminating gas must be of enormous value, 
and that a proposition for the city to ob- 
tain control of them will cost a fabulous 
amount to carry out. 

Mayor Strong yesterday sent to the Cor 
poration Counsel for information as to 
whether a taxpayer could enjoin any action 
on the Consumers’ Company’s franchise. 
It is understood that a taxpayer applied 
to the Mayor for information on this point.

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RAINES AT BUFFALO. 
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Police Officials 
Excise Law. 


BUFFALO, Dec. 10.—The Raines investi- 
gating committee heard a number of wit- 
nesses to-day. Several druggists urged the 
adoption of amendments to the Raines law 
to reduce the license fee of druggists. They 
presented resolutions to that effect adopted 
by the State Pharmaceutical Association 
at Albany last “week. 

William Mensch, a druggist of Syracuse, 
wanted a special license for druggists, allow- 
ing them to sell eight ounces of liquor at 
all times. He also complained bitterly of 
the spies who employed all sorts of methods, 
even to “ throwing fits” and working on the 
sympathy of druggists to procure a tech- 
nical violation of the law. : 

Superintendent of Police Bull said all 
licenses in Buffalo had decreased 800 under 
the Raines law. Arrests had increased, but 


those for drunkenr:ess had decreased. 
“Fake” hotels had increased 99 per cent. 
They caused an increase of drunkenness 
and immorality. 

Police Justice Rochfard favored local 
option. Police Commissioner Rupp spoke 
in advocacy of opening saloons on certain 
hours Sundays. 

District Attorney Kenefick said he thought 
penalties under the Raines law were too se- 
vere, and tended to influence Grand Juries 
to fail to find indictments.

SUBMARINE WRECKING BOAT. 





A Novel Craft to be Built by the 
Columbian Iron Works. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 10.—The Columbian 
Iron Works have contracted to build a sub- 
marine wrecking boat, the first ever built 
for practical submarine engineering work. 
Mr. Simon Lake of this city is the inventor 
of the novel craft, which, it is claimed, will 
always be under perfect control, rising to 
the surface and submerging at will, and ca- 
pable of-being propelled in any desired di- 
rection when on the bottom of the water- 
way. ‘ 

It will be used principally for searching 
the bed of the ocean adjacent to coast lines 
and in locating and recovering sunken ves- 
sels and their cargoes. The location of 
many of these vessels is approximately 
known, and they have on board cargoes of 
great value. According to the specifications 


the new boat will be about fifty-four tons 
displacement, and will have a crew of six 
men.

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UNPLEASANT DISCOVERY MADE 
BY REPUBLICAN SENATORS. 





It Is Doubtful if They Can Secure 
a Majority in the New Senate 
_ to Enact a New Mc- 
Kinley Law. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The Republic- 
ans are not sanguine now of their ability 
to put a tariff bill through the next Senate 
with strictly Republican votes. If all the 
‘places in the Senate are filled there will be 
ninety members, and to pass a bill forty-six 
votes will be required. With forty-five and 
the vote of the Vice President deciding the 
Republicans could win, but that accident 
is ong not expected to happen often. Dela- 
ware and Kentucky have not yet elected, 
but Delaware will scarcely send a Repub- 
lican to the Senate for the next session, and 
Kentucky probably will. At all events, the 
list of Republican Senators figured out by 
the members of the Senate who have been 
examining the question in the light of the 
attitude of the silver Senators of the party 
is about as follows:

There is a chance that the Republicans 
may get the Senator from North Carolina 
to be chosen in the place of Senator Pritch- 
ard, but as the Populists in that State have 
declared that they will not’ vote for a Re- 
publican who will not abide by the decisions 
of the silver men, who must be a silver 
man to be elected, to vote for the tariff or 
not, as the silver men may decide, there is 
sufficient reason for doubting whether it is 
to be possible to pass a bill in the next ses- 
sion. The overcoming of the present ad- 
verse vote to the number of three will ren- 
der the task easier of bringing in the three 
votes needed, but, as the tendency always 
is with the divided majority to combine to 
make effective opposition, and as the Popu- 
lists and Democrats are not here for the 
purpose of helping the Republicans or to 
lighten their responsibility for the perform- 
ance of the promises made during .the 
campaign, all the influence of the new Ad- 
ministration will be needed to obtain for a 


tariff bill the assent of a majority of the 
Senate. : 

It is the opinion of several Republicans 
with whom your correspondent has con- 
versed upon this situation that one effect of 
the discovery that the Republicans will not 
have a good working majority in the next 
Senate, or even any majority whatever, 
will be the preparation of a Tariff bill much 
more conservative than would have been 
prepared if it was assured to the Republic- 
ans that they would have a majority willing 
and anxious to pass a bill drawn closely on 
the lines of the McKinley bill of 1890. Mr. 
Dingley, to whom it is believed the Presi- 
dent-elect gave the advice that he should 
devote some of the time during this session 
to the preparation of a draft of a bill, is 
enough of a politician to know that he can- 
not always have all he wants. He is famil- 
iar with the prejudices and interests that 
control men from different sections of the 
country, and none could undertake the work 
of preparation with a better-informed un- 
derstanding of what is practicable. 

It is not probable that any calculation 
will be based upon the hope of securing a 
large Democratic vote for a tariff bill. But 
it is not disputed here that a:number. of 
Democrats will vote for a tariff bill with 
protective features, or even based upon a 
protective plan throughout, provided .the 
rates be not too high on wool and woolen 
goods and not tao low on those articles 
which are alluded to as luxuries. Then the 
opposition vote will be critical of rates that 
may seem to be provided to foster trusts. 
The opposition to combined capital, unrea- 
sonable as it sometimes unquestionably is, 
in the opinion of many Republicans, is in- 
fiuential with many Republicans, and al- 
most unanimously controls the Democratie 
vote to oppose any measure that appears to 
offer advantage to those who enjoy the ad- 
vantages of association of capital. 

There is one thing very apparent, and 
that is that there is no possibility of pass- 
ing a McKinley bill unless the Administra- 
tion, in its opening days, shall prove to be 
more influential than it is understood to be 
with the Senate. As its influence with the 
expectant will diminish every day after the 
distribution of the patronage has begun, the 
importance to the Administration of getting 
a tariff bill at the very outset of McKinley’s 
Presidential career will be obvious to all.

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A PREACHER IN TROUBLE. 








Mis Wife Found Dead in a Pond, and 
He Is Arrested. 


WEST CHESTER, Penn., Dec. 10.—School 
children to-day found the body of a wo- 
man in a pond in this town. The body was 
identified as that of the wife of the Rey. 
Samuel Bailey, an Evangelist, who has 
been living here since last spring. Inquiries 
were made by the police, and the preacher 
was arrested, and is held to await the re- 
sult of the Coroner’s inquest. 

The woman, it is generally believed, was 
murdered. For some time there had been 
trouble between the couple. Bailey’s income 
as a preacher was not large, and they kept 
@ small store, Mrs. Bailey furnishing the 
money for its purchase. She also owned 
property at Media. Last week Mrs. Bailey 
ran to a neighbor’s house and told now her 
husband had attacked her with a butcher 
knife. She had escaped him after a dese 
perate struggle. Later he asked her fore 
giveness, and she returned to her home. 

The neighbors had not noticed Mrs. Bai- 
ley about since Saturday. The body ‘had 
been in the water for at least twenty-four 
hours. The accused preacher acknowledged 
that he and his wife had been living un- 
happily, and said that she frequently threat- 
en to commit suicide. He declared that 
she arose about 4 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing and left the house. did not see her 
again, but on Tuesday night received a 
letter from her, which had been mailed 
at Media, and in which she said she was 
going to stab herself. Bailey says he went 
o Media last evening to see if she ha 
carried out her threat, but learned nothin, 
of her whereabouts. 





Department of Commerce Wanted. 


MILWAUKEE, Dee. 10.—The Board of 
Directors of the Chamber of Commerce has 
adopted a resolution petitioning Congress to 
create a Department of Commerce, with the 
chief thereof as a member of the Cabinet; 
such department to be charged with the 
duty of collecting and disseminating infor-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Pardons have 
been denied by the President in the cases of 
Thomas A. Dunlap, convicted in Tennessee 
of violating the pension laws, and sentenced 
in April last to thirteen months in the 
Kings County Penitentiary, New York, and 


Ovagin Bedoian, convicted in Massachusetts 
of counterfeiting and sentenced in Novem- 
ber, 1896, to two months at hard labor. 





Robert G. Clarke Killed in a Mine. 


ST. ELMO, Col., Dec. 10.—Robert G. 
Clarke of Chicago, one of the best-known 
mining men in the United States, was 
killed in the Gold Cup Mine in the settle- 


ment of Tin Cup yesterday. He slipped on 
an incline coated with ice and was precipi- 
tated down the ghaft of the mine eighty 
feet. Death resulted instantly.

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WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—On motion of 
Mr. Aldrich, GRep., R. L.,) it was agreed that 
when the Senate adjourns to-day, it de 
until Monday. 

The Vice President appointed J. C. Ban- 
eroft Davis and Librarian Spofford mem- 
bers of the Memorial Association of the 
District of Columbia. 

A bill to authorize the Judges of United 
States District Courts to appoint sten- 
ographers, was introduced by Mr. Allen, 
(Pop., Neb.,) and was referred to the Ju- 
diciary Committee. 

A resolution was offercd by Mr. Sherman, 
Rep., Ohio,) and was adopted, for the ap- 
pointment of three Senators to make the 
necessary arrangements for the inaugura- 
tion of the President-elect on the fourth of 
March next. 

Cuban Matter Taken Up. 


At the close of the morning business Mr. 
Cullom addressed the Senate on the sub- 
ject of Cuban independence. He prefaced 
his speech with the introduction of a joint 
resolution declaring that ‘‘ the extinction of 
Spanish title, and the termination of -Span- 
ish control in the islands at the gateway of 
the Gulf of Mexico are necessary to the 
Welfare of those islands and of the people 
of the United States.”’ 

(Mr. Cullom’s speech will be found in 
another column.) 

Mr. Cullom was followed on the same 
subject by Mr. Call, (Dem., Fla.,) who called 
up the joint resolution introduced by him 
yesterday recognizing the independence of 
Cuba. He sent to the Clerk’s desk and had 
read several] official communications in re- 
gard to the case of Oscar Cespedes, an 
American citizen. He said that there was 


no better argument than this Cespedes 
case to show how impotent the Spanish au- 
thorities in Cuba were to defend the rights 
of American citizens. He could see no rea- 
son whatever for failing to make prompt 
recognition of an existing fact—the inde- 
cece wee of Cuba—and to give to the Cu- 
ans the same rights as are given to Spain 
in the ports and jurisdiction of the United 
States. Spain would have in this no legiti- 
mate cause of offense. It really would be 
to her interest that this action should be 
taken and that the war should be terminat- 
ed without further destruction of life and 
property, and without further excitement 
of the people of the United States. Mr. 
Call’s joint resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, 


Discussion on Immigration. 


The bill to amend the immigration laws 
Was taken up as the unfinished business. 
Mr. Gibson (Dem.,, Md.) favored postpone- 
tment of consideration of the bill till after 
the holidays. 

Mr. Lodge, (Rep., Mass.,) in charge of the 
bill, opposed any postponement, saying that 
the message was extremely moderate, and 
that the only opposition to it came from 
certain steamship companies interested in 
the immigration business. 

Mr, Gibson made the formal motion that 
the bill be postponed till the first Monday 
in January. He did not know, he said, 
what might be the interests of the steam- 
ship companies. He did not represent them. 
But the State of Maryland was never in its 
history more oppos; 1_than it is now to re- 
strictions on imaumueration, believing that 
those in the existing law were prejudicial 
to her interests. 

Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) also opposed 
the motion to postpone, and argued in favor 
of immediate action on the bill. 


Mr. Elkins’s Amendment, 


Mr. Elkins of West Virginia offered the 
following amendment: 

“That, in addition to the restriction im- 
posed by law on immigrants coming to 
the United States, there shall be imposed 


and collected a fee of $10 on each immigrant 
coming into the United States not on Amer- 
ican ships. 

“This law shali repeal and abrogate all 
laws and treaties in contravention thereof.” 
A colloquy arose between Senators Gibson 
and Lodge on the subject of the latest re- 
port of the Commissioner of Immigration— 
Mr. Gibson having read a paragraph in 
which the Commissioner says that immi- 
grants who are not able to read and write 
are not always the most undesirable, and 
Mr. Lodge having intimated that the word 
. always”’ had been omitted in the read- 
ng. 

The motion to postpone the bill was 
megatived—Yeas 13, nays 37. 

The Senate substitute for the House bill 
Was agreed to; and then the substitute was 
open for independent amendments. 


The Question of Llliteracy. 


Mr. Sewell (Rep., N. J.,) moved to amend 
the first paragraph so as to make it ex- 
clude ‘“‘all persons over fourteen years of 
age who cannot read and write the language 
of their native country, or some other lan- 
guage, except that an aged or minor person, 
not so able to read and write, who is the 
parent, grandparent, child, or wife of an ad- 


®missible immigrant may accompany or be 
sent for by such immigrant.” 

Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo.,) protested against 
the application of the test off illiteracy to 
women and girls, and offered an amendment 
exempting them. He assumed that really, 
at the bottom of the whole question, was 
the restriction of immigrant voters. He did 
not see how the workmanship or labor of a 
™an who could not read or write debased 
the labor or workmanship of anybody else. 
But certainly the argument against illiter- 
ate immigration could not apply to domestic 
servants. 

Mr. Lodge replied to Mr. Vest’s com- 
ments. There was no question, he said, 
that all the workingmen of the cities were 
to-day united in feeling that the unre- 
Btricted competition of the unemployed 
of other lands should be prevented. Some- 
thing should be done to check it. The 

mendment offered by the Senator from 

ew Jersey he had no objection to; but the 
Amendment offered by the Senator from 
Missouri should not be adopted, as it would 
take away from the force and scope of the 
bill, none too great. 

Mr. Chandler, (Rep., N. H.,) also opposed 
Mr. Vest’s amendment, and said that there 
Was greater danger in the illiteracy of wo- 
men than in the illiteracy of men. He re- 
minded the Senate that the National Con- 
ventions of both political parties had de- 
clared in favor of the restriction of immi- 
gration. If he was wrong in that state- 
ment, no one was more competent to cor- 
Tect him than the present occupant of the 
ehair—Mr. Hill, (Dem., N. Y.,)—who was 
thoroughly familiar with those platforms. 
{Laughter.] 

Without action on either of the pending 
amendments, the Senate proceeded to the 
consideration of executive business, and at 
3:55 adjourned till Monday. 





HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—C. J. Boatner, 
(Dem., La.,) elected from the Fifth Louisi- 
ana District to fill the vacancy caused by 
his being unseated at the last session of 
Congress, appeared at the bar of the House 
and was eworn in by Speaker Reed. 

Under the call of committees, Mr. Scran- 
ton, (Rep., Penn.,) from the Committee on 


Territories, called up the bill to restrict the 
Ownership of lands in the Territories to 
American citizens, holders of present titles 
to be protected. 


A Political Discussion, 


This apparently harmless proposition pre- 
cipitated a breezy political discussion, 
greatly to the entertainment of the House. 

Mr. Hepburn, (Rep., Iowa,) called atten- 
tion to the purport and scope of the bill, 
sayings “ The Populist platform, Mr. Speak- 
er, has time and again declared in opposi- 
tion to the acquirement of lands in the coun- 
try by aliens. The Territories, which, as I 
understand, are clamoring for the changes 

roposed in this bill, approved that plat- 

orm at the last election. I should like to 
know what right a delegate from one of 
these Territories, (Mr. Catron,) in view of 
the action of his people, has to make a 
grodification of the laws that are now in 
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this subject, and yet this bill, I undertake 
to say, Wipes out, practically, the provisions 
of the law as now existing—prohibiting 
alien ownership of lands in the Territories 
—for under the forms of foreclosure of mort- 
gage provided in this bill the provisions of 
ihe present law are wiped out.” 

Mr. Cutron'’s Reply: 


Mr. Catron (Rep., N. M.,) replied that the 
gentleman was mistaken. Every party in 
New Mexico, Republican with the others, 
had indorsed and approved the biil under 
discussion. It was intended to secure to the 
Territories the benefits of foreign capital, 
which, under the present conditions, could 
not be procured. ‘The bill did not change 
the law regarding alien ownership; it simply 
permitted fereigners to invest money on 
mortgage, and, if compeiled to buy in the 
security, they might hold it ten years, and 
no longer, in witch to dispose of it. 

Mr. Flynn (Rep., Oklahoma,) drifted into 
a discussion of what Populism was, speak- 
ing, he said, as an expert, having recently 
had considerabie experience with Populists. 
{Laughter.] A Populist, he said, was an 
Ishmaelite, with his hand against every 
man who ha@ been enabled*to secure a com- 
petency for himself. Populism could not 
thrive on success or prosperity, but where 
nothing else could exist, there the Popu- 
list Party could be found in its strength 
and glory. As evidence upon this matter 
Mr. Flynn had read a copy of a handbpill 
which was circulated at Baxter Springs, 
Kan., on the occasion of the appearance 
there of Thomas E. Watson, Populist candi- 
date for Vice President. 

This brought Mr. Bell (Pop., Col.,) to his 
feet. He propounded a series of questions to 
Mr. Flynn, to the amusement of the House. 
They indicated Mr. Bell’s belief that the 
handbill was the production of Paul Van- 
dervoort, who, he asserted, was working 
under the pay and direction of the Repub- 
lican Committee. 

Mr. Flynn disclaimed all knowledge of 
Vandervoort, adding that he knew the 
author of that particular handbill, and 
that the Populists in the vicinity took great 
pride in it as representing their principles. 

“‘ May I state a fact?’’ asked Mr. Beil. 

“Oh, I must protest, Mr. Speaker,” said 
Mr. Flynn; “‘ the gentleman is proposing an 
impossibility from a Populist standpoint.” 
[Laughter.] 

Mr. Bell then asked if Mr. Flynn did not 
know the handbiN emanated from what 
were known as “‘ Middle of the Road Pop- 
tga who opposed the regular organiza- 
tion. 

Mr. Flynn—I believe that the only honest 
Populists are the “ Middle of the Road” 
Populists; they alone put principle above 
place. All the leaders were ready at any 
time to trade away the honest rank and file 
for office. 


Grosvenor Wants Information. 


Mr. Grosvenor, (Rep., Ohio.)—There seems 
to be considerable doubt here as to what 
Populism really means. In such cases I be- 
lieve in going to the head for information. 
The Populist Party, I believe, was organ- 


ized at Ocala, and I see here a gentleman 
who was at that convention and took a 
prominent part. In view of that, I ask the 
gentleman from Oklahoma if he won’t kind- 
ly give way to the gentleman from Georgia, 
Mr. Livingston, to explain to the House just 
what Populism does mean? [Laughter.] 
Mr, Flynn did not surprise Mr. Grosvenor 
by acceding to his request, but sent to the 
Clerk’s desk to have read, as further evi- 
dence, Mr. Watscn’s last letter to “enator 
Butler, denouncing him for his conduct of 
the campaign as Chairman of the National 
Populist Committee. This was interrupted 
by Mr. Johnson, (Rep., Cal.,) who made the 
point of order that under the rules read- 
ing the article was out of order. It was an 
attack, he said, upon a member of the Sen- 
ate who could not defend himself, and it 
peewee to him mighty poor taste to read it 
ere, 
Speaker Reed sustained the point of order. 
The previous question was asked on the 
engrossment and third reading of the bill, 
but was refused—60 to 73. e 


No More Liquor at the Capitol. 


Mr. Morse (Rep., Mass.,) calléd up the bill 
unanimously reported from the Committee 
on Public Buildings and Grounds, prohibit- 
ing the sale of intoxicating liquors in the 
Capitol. He denounced the existence of a 
bar in the building as a National disgrace 
and an offense to a great body of citizens. 
The bill was passed—104 to 7. 

The Senate bill defining the rights of pur- 
chasers of the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, 
under foreclosure of mortgages authorized 
by Act of Congress, approved April 20, 1871, 
was called up, but went over without ac- 
tion until Monady next. 

The Senate bill to prevent piratical per- 
formances of musical or dramatic produc- 
tions was taken up. It authorizes injunc- 
tions by any Federal Circuit Court to be 
enforced in any other circuit. 

The legal features of the bill were mildly 
criticised by Mr. Hopkins (Rep., IH.) and 
Mr. Hulick, (Rep., Ohio,) and Mr. Cum- 
mings (Dem., N. Y.) advocated the passage 
of the bill as a measure of protection to 
American authors. He said it was a dis- 
grace to Congress that the production of 
the brains of American dramatic authors 
and musical composers were not protected 
as it had protected the property of the cabi- 
netmaker or brickmaker. 

Mr. Hulick moved an amendment except- 
ing reproductions for charitable or benevo- 
— purposes from the operations of the 
act. 

Mr. Cummings--Allow me to suggest that 
if it be wrong to reb a man at all, it is 
particularly wrong for a church to do so, 
ga would be adding hypocrisy to 
theft. 

The amendment was lost. 

An amendment proposed .by Mr. Lacey 
(Rep., Iowa) relieving ‘the bill of its criminal 
features and making the offering for sale 
of the production a sufficient public dedi- 
cation to warrant its reproduction led to a 
long argument of the legal proposition in- 
volved, but it was finally rejected. The bill 
then passed without division. 


Regulating District Liquor Licenses. 


From the Committee on the Alcoholic 
Liquor Traffic Mr. Morse (Rep., Mass.) 
called up the bil to amend the law regu- 
lating the issue of liquor licenses in. the 
District of Columbia, making the regula- 
tions regarding saloons still more stringent. 

Mr. Powers (Rep., Vt.) offered an amend- 
ment prohibiting the sale of liquor in the 
district by any person, his clerk, or agent, 
sarept at his private residence. Lost—1l to 


On the engrossment of the bill the vote 
was: Yeas, 95; nays, 15, and Mr. Mahany 
(Rep., N. Y.) made the point of no quorum. 
Speaker Reed-counted 157 members present— 
not a quorum—and the House at 4:10 P. M. 
adjourned until to-morrow. 





TO PREVENT BALLOT FRAUDS. 


A, Bill to Punish Offences by Elec- 


tion Officers. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Representative 
Gibson (Rep., Penn.,) introduced a bill to- 
day designed to prevent and punish frauds 
in the election of representatives and dele- 
gates to Congress. 

It provides punishment for all acts by reg- 
isters that tend to defeat fair registration 
or deprive a voter of the benefits of regis- 
tration. It prohibits the officer who pre- 
pares the official ballots from so printing 
the names of the candidates as to mislead 
the voters. It provides punishment for all 
frauds committed by officers of election 
either in holding elections or in making a 


proper return of results. It also provides 
punishment for all persons who in any way 
aid or abet registers or officers of election 
in perpetrating those frauds. Conviction 
for these offenses is punishable by fine of 
not more than $1,000 or imprisonment not 
exceeding three years, or both. 

In speaking of his bill Mr. Gibson said: 
“I do not desire an enactment of the old 
Force bill. We Repubiicans of the South 
are satisfied with the present methods, but 
we want them honestly enforced. My “I 
simply requires that the State laws sh 
be properly enforced. Under present condi- 
tions it is impossible to put the criminal 
machinery of our laws in operation without 
prosecutors and a public sentiment back of 
the prosecutors. If we can carry the cases 
to the United States courts, their trial will 
be an easy matter. I am satisfied that in 
the last election gross frauds were com- 
mitted in Maryland, West Virgin Dela- 
ware, Kentucky, and Tennessee, have 
the authority of a distinguished Southern 
Democrat that McKinley carried Tennessee 
and was counted out.” 





BARRETT’S CABINET PLAN. 


Would Require the President to Se- 
lect His Advisers from Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Representative 
Barrett (Rep., Mass.,) introduced a bill to- 
day which requires the President to select 
the members of his Cabinet from either the 
House of Representatives or the Senate, 
with the exception that the Secretary of 
the Treasu shall be a member of the 
House, and the Secretary of State shall be 
a member of the Senate.

MONEY CONFERENCE COMMITTEE. 


Senc-ter Sherman Selects Men to De- 
vise Legis!tation. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—In accordance 
with the instructions of the Republican cau- 
cus, Senator Sherman this morning riamed 
the following Senators as the special com- 
mittee of five to devise legislation for action 
by thi# session looking to an international 
monetary conference: Senators Wolcott of 
Colorado, Chairman; Hoar of Massachusetts, 
Chandler of New Hampshire, Carter of 
Montana, and Gear of towa. 

This is considered a conservative com- 
mittee, with a majority friendly to inter- 
national bimetallism. 

Acanvass has been made among the Defho- 
crats, and Republicans. say they have 
enough votes in sight to pass a bill in the 
interest of international bimétallism. 


New Mexico’s Statehood, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—At the meeting 
of the House Territories Committee this 
morning Mr, Catron, the Delegate from 
New Mexico, endeavored to secure the con- 
sent ‘of the committee to amend the Néw 
Mexico Statehood bill so as to provide for 
its admission two years hence. The com- 
mittee, however, was so obviously opposed 
to considering any of the Statehood bills 


that the matter went over without discus- 
sion. Mr. Catron then endeavored to secure 
the adoption of a resolution to hold meetings 
weekly, but this was defekted, and it was 
decided that no more meetings should be 
held until Jan. 7. 


Mexican Boundary Treaty Ratified. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The Senate this 
afternoon, in executive session ratified the 


treaty with Mexico, extending for one year 
the treaty providing for the marking of the 
boundary line between the two countries. 





TO IMPROVE OUR HARBORS. 


Recommendations of the Army Engi- 
meer Regarding New York, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The Secretary 
of War sent to the House to-day reports 
from the Chief Engineer of the Army as 
follows: 

“Recommending a survey of Nyack Har- 
bor, which, in the opinion of Col. Gillespie, 
is worthy of improvement to the extent of 
opening, by dredging, a channel from the 
town docks eastward 200 feet wide and 12 
feet deep at mean low water to connect 
with the channel of the river., 

* Recommending a survey of Catskill 
Creek, New York, at a cost of $350, as the 
creek is deemed worthy of improvement, 
by providing a channel 200 feet wide and 10 
feet deep at mean low water from the en- 


trance to the railway bridges, a distance of 
one and a half miles. 

** Recommending a survey of Coney Isl- 
and channel, New York, at a cost of $250, 
the opinion of the engineer officers being 
that it is worthy of improvement by in- 
creasing the depth to 16 feet mean low 
water.”’

MR. CHOATE FOR SENATOR. 


The Union League Club Will Make a 
Fight for Him, 


The Union League Club last night made 
Joseph H. Choate its candidate for the 
United States Senate. It passed resolutions 
indorsing him. and appealing to members 
of the Legislature to support him. It fur- 
ther determined to make an organized fight 
in his behalf among the members of the 
Legislature. 

This action was taken at the regular 
monthly meeting. Between 500 and 600 
members were present. 4 The unusually 
large attendance was due, it was said, to 
thé fact that the Committee on Nominations 
was to be chosen, rather than to any notice 
that the Senatorial candidate was to be 
considered. 

Gen. Horace Porter presided. After the 
routine business, W. D. Guthrie presented 
the resolution indorsing Mr. Choate. The 


resolutions were applauded when Mr. Guth- 
rie read them, and were passed unanimous- 
ly. They are as follows: 

*“* Resolved, That the Union League Club, 
recognizing the eminent talents and char- 
acter of the Hon. Joseph H. Choate, and 
his fitness to represent the State of New 
York in the Senate of the United States, 
earnestly appeal to the members of the 
Legislature to elect him to that office; 

‘Resolved, Further, that a committee 
of fifty be appointed by the Chair with in- 
structions to visit Albany, and to urge upon 
the Legislature the nomination and elec- 
tion of Mr. Choate to the United States 
Senate; 

** Resolved, Further, that a copy of the 
above resolutions ve sent to each member 
of the Legislature.”’ 

Mr. Guthrie made a speech, in which he 
eulogized Mr. Choate. He compared him to 
Daniel Webster, and appealed to the mem- 
bers of the club to bestir themselves in an 
effort to arouse public opinion in Mr. 
Choate’s behalf. ‘‘ There is no one in this 
room,”’ he said, “‘ who will be bold enough 
to assert that the Republican majority will 
be deaf to the voice of the people or defiant 
to their instructions. Who shall say that 
that majority is now pledged in some ob- 
scure or secret or/’corrupt way to any man? 
Who can draw such an indictment?”’ 

Some portions of Mr. Guthrie’s speech 
were applauded. He is prominent in the 
McKinley League, which is hostile to Mr. 
Platt. Paul D. Cravath, who is also a mem- 
ber of the league, seconded the resolutions. 

The club elected Frederick D. Tappen, 
Francis H. Leggett, Thomas H. Wood, 
Frederick T. Brown, Henry Wilson, Charles 
H. Webb, and Harry W. Watrous, Commit- 
tee on Nominations. Thirty-five new meni- 
bers were elected.

GOLD DEMOCRACY’S FUTURE. 


Discussion at the Meeting of the 
Execative Committee. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 10.—The Executive 
Committee of the National Democratic 
Party held its first meeting since the elec- 
tion this afternoon, and in the evening had 
Henry Watterson as the guest of honor at 
a little supper. 

The business of the afternoon was audit- 
ing the accounts of the committee and dis- 
cussing the question of organization during 
the next four years. The accounts were 
found to be correct, with a balance left in 
the treasury—not a large one, but sufficient 
to send out a good deal of literature before 
the next Presidential election comes around. 

It was decided to hold the organization 
intact, and to make an effort to extend it 
into States where it had no footing in the 
last campaign. a 

Various sub-committees were appointed, 
and resolutions were adopted on the death 
of John R. Fellows of New York and C. A. 
Ewing of Ilinois. 

The supper this evening resolved itself 
into a discussion of the future of the Na- 


tional Democracy. Chairman Bynum intro- 
duced the speechmaking. He said: 

“In glancing over the events of the past 
few months, it seems almost incredible 
that so much history could have been made 
in so short a space of time. The organiza- 
tion of a great National- party, the meeting 
of a convention composed of 900 delegates, 
representing more than forty States of the 
Union, and the prosecution of a campaign 
unsurpassed in its educational influence 
within the short space of three and a half 
months, is certainly an achievement which 
will occupy a conspicuous page in the po- 
litical history of our country. 

“We are warned by the self-constituted 
leaders of the so-called regular combina- 
tion of ‘isms’ that we will never be per- 
mitted to occupy any other than pack seats 
in their temple. ong before we _ shall 
apply to them for admission. they will be 
begging for some one with a smattering 
of political sagacity and sincerity to direct 
the movements of their etuesling forces.”’ 

Mr. Bynum introduced Henry atterson, 
who spoke at considerable length. 

After a little general talk, the commit- 
tee went into executive session, and the 
sub-committees reported. 





Flames at W. H. Payne’s House. 


Burning curtains in‘the library of Will- 
iam H. Payne’s home, 98 Park Avenue, yes- 
terday morning, caused the servants to ex- 
ecute a fire drill and brought a detachment 
of firemen to the house. The servants used 
fire extinguishers freely, and the missiles 
did more harm than the flames. The fire 
was soon extinguished, but many of the 
books in the library were badly damaged.

FIRE IN MILLS BUILDING. 


Started by an Electric Wire—Damage 
Estimated at $1,600. 


An electric wire caused a fire in the Mills 
Building, in Broad Street, last evening at 
8:15, when the down-town district was de- 
serted. 

When the firemen arrived it was found 
that in the offices of EH: A. Adams, Chair- 
man of the Northern Paeific Railway, on 
the fifth floor, the woodwork, carpets, and 
furniture were ablaze. Before the flames 
in the rooms were subdued another tre 
started in the office or Clapp & Co., brokers, 
on the third floor, and made its way to the 
fleor above. The flames here were also 
caused by the electric wire. 

The fire in the Northern Pacific offices 
burned briskly, and much of the woodwork 
was torn off and threwn into the street, to- 
gether with the window shadés and a few 
light pieces of furniture, containing business 


records, correspondence, circulars, and 
other documents. These documents were 
afterward secured and found to be unin- 
jured, except for the water. 

The fire on the third and fourth floors was 
more easily subdued, and did not extend be- 
yond the offices of Clapp & Co. on the third 
and the Pullman Palace Car Company’s 
rooms on the fourth floor. On the sixth 
floor, above the offices of the Northern Pa- 
cific Company, smoke and water slightly 
damaged the woodwork and furniture in 
the offices of Burrill, Zabriskie & Burrill, 
lawyers. 

The damage is estimated as follows: Third 
Floor—Offices of Clapp &, Co., bankers and 
brokers, Room 2, building, $350; furniture, 
$200. Fourth Floor—Pullman Palace Car 
Company, Rooms 4 and 5, building, $100; 
furniture, $50. Fifth Floor—Northern Pacific 
Railway Company, Rooms 4 and 5, building, 
$250; furniture, $500. Sixth Floor—Burrill, 
Zabriskie & Burrill, lawyers, Roms & to 9, 
building, $200; furniture, $50. Total, $1,600. 

The aggregate loss on the building may be 
increased by later estimates, when the effect 
of the water on the haH woodwork and 
walls is known. The plate glass in the doors 
of the Burlington, Cedar Rapids and North- 
ern offices, on the ground floor, was broken. 

Frank R. Jones, well dressed, who said he 
was an insurance broker and lived at 201 
Carroll Street, Brooklyn, was arrested at 
the fire line on Broad Street for disorderly 
conduct. Jones attempted to pass through 
the line, and it was said he became abusive 
when prevented by th¢ police. He declared 
at the Old Slip Station that he had been un- 
justly treated, and said he would make com- 
plaint against the policeman.

FIGHTING THE QUIGG BILL. 


Produce Exchange Officers Make Pro- 
test to Chairman Milliken, 


Henry D. McCord, President of the Prod- 
uce Exchange, and Frank Brainard, Vice 
President and Chairman of the Committee 
on Custom House Site, have addressed a 
letter to Congressman Seth L. Milliken, 
Chairman of the Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds, strongly opposing 
a favorable report of the committee to the 
House on the Quigg bill. 

While representatives of the Exchange 
were given a brief hearing, they say, a fair 
opportunity was not offered to present all 
of the objections to the bill. Involving, as 
it does, the erection of a customs building 
in the greatest port of the country, where 
three-fifths of the customs revenues are 
collected, the question is an important one, 
they say, and a mistake now made as to 
location will seriously affect the interests 
of the Government and of the people. 

The bill reverses the uniform policy of 
Congress and of the Treasury Department, 
they say, in transferring from the de- 
partment and the Supervising Architect to 
a Board of Commissioners responsibility for 
plans and supervision of the work. It is 
also a radical departure from the principle 
of the act of Feb. 20, 1893; which was con- 
sidered a great reform in the matter of 
public building, and no good reason, it is 
averred, has been advanced for this radical 
departure. 

Objection is made also to the provision 
for renting premises for customs purposes 
while the new buiiding is in course of con- 
struction on the old Custom House site, The 
$250,000 allowed for rent is wholly’ inade- 
quate, they say, and recent inquiries dem- 
onstrate that no suitable building in that lo- 
eality is available. The plan involving rent 
for eight or ten ycars would add to the ex- 
poses not less than $2,000,000, which would 

e saved if another site was chosen and 
the Government should continue to occupy 
the present Custom House until the new one 
is ready for occupancy. 

Objection is also made to the bill on the 
ground that no restriction is made as to 
the employment of clerical or other aSsist- 
ance, and attention is called to the section 
which provides for the suspension of Sec- 
tion 3,736, R. S., which is as follows: 

‘““No land shall be purchased on account 
of the United States, except under a law 
authorizing such purchase.” 

“This is evidently intended,’ the letter 
says, ‘to pave the way for the purchase of 
additional ground, to be connected, prob- 
ably, with the new Custom House, by a 
bridge across the street, it being evident 
even to the author of this bill that | the 
area of the present site is insufficient. 

It is urged that the House Committee, or 
a sub-committee, should visit New York and 
make a pérsonal inspection. 

The belief is expressed that a majority of 
the members of the Chamber of Commerce 
favor the Bowling Green site, notwithstand- 
ing the presentation of a memorial to Con- 
gress from that body. adopted at a special 
meeting, attended by only ninety of the 
Chamber’s 1,000 members. 





Police Commissioner Resigns.

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THE RECOGNITION OF CUBAN INDE- 


PENDENCE. 

If the course we adopt toward the Cu- 
ban insurgents is to be dictated by blind 
impulse, and if we are to enter upon it 
heedless of precedent and indifferent to 
consequences, it would be no serious mat- 
ter if the joint resolutions introduced in 
the Senat® by Mr. CamMERON, Mr. MILLs, 
and Mr. CaLu should be passed and made 
effective without prolonged debate. If, 
however, the people of the country, shar- 
ing the President’s view as expressed in 
his message that “ the United States has, 
nevertheless, a character to maintain as 
a Nation, which plainly dictates that 
right and not might should be the rule 
of its conduct,” some examination of our 
Wational policy in the past and a sober 
inquiry about the consequences of the 
step proposed by these Senators will be 
appropriate. 

Only the Cameron and the Call reso- 
lutions, recognizing the independence of 
the Republic of Cuba, need be consid- 
ered. Senator MILLs’s proposition, that 
we declare war against Spain by taking 
forcible possession of the Island of Cuba, 
is not one that comes within the range 
of serious discussion, 

The question of recognizing the inde- 
pendence of the Government set up by 
the insurgents is separable into two 
parts. It is a question of right and a 
question of policy. The right to accord 
such recognition is one of the incontesta- 
ble attributes of National sovereignty 
which we may exercise subject to the 
usual moral and material risks. But if 
we are to have regard to our character 
as a Nation, we shail adhere pretiy close- 
ly to the policy we have pursued in the 
past as exemplified in numerous prece- 
dents. As a matter of international 
morals, the course these precedenis de- 
termine for us is right. Any course we 
adopt departing from tie policies of the 
past mfist be justifiei by potent consid- 
erations either of National interest or of 
general humanity, it wili not be 
right. 

WHEATON lays down the doctrine of in- 
ternational law in respect to the recogni- 
tion of a revolted province or colony in 
these words: 7 


“The only test required is that the new 
State shall be in fact what the recognizing 
State assumes it to be; for it may be con- 
ceded, once for all, that it is among the 
necessities of nations to have treaties and 
diplomatic intercourse with existing States. 
The practice of nations furnishes the best 
definitions and limitations of the condition 
of things in the new State which will jus- 
tify such a recognition. It is not necessary 
that the parent State or deposed dynasty 
should have' ceased from all efforts to re- 
tain its power. On the other hand it is 
necessary that the contest should have been 
Virtually decided.” 


A precedent peculiarly applicable to 
the case of Cuba is that established by 
our procedure toward the revolted colo- 
nies of Spain in South America eighty 
years ago. Henry Cuay, then a Repre- 
Sentative in Congress, began in 1818 to’ 
urge upon the Government the recogni- 
tion of the new South American repub- 
lics. In Congressional debates, and in 

' the correspondence of the State Depart- 
ment and in the messages of the Presi- 
Gent, our policy and procedure may be 

_ Clearly traced. In his message to the 
' first session of the Sixteentn Congress, 
President MONROE said that the progress 
of the war between Spain and the prov- 
inees had operated in favor of the colo- 
nies. The President informed the Sev- 
enteenth Congress at the opening of its 

‘first session that the Spanish colonies 

‘had had “great success” during the 
year just past. “It has long been mani- 

fest,” he continued, “that it would be 

: dmpossibie for Spain to reduce these colo- 

mies by force, and equally so that no 


else 


Coed eee 
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would be satisfactory to them”; and ‘he 
expressed the earnest hope that Spain 
would magnanimously terminate the ex- 
hausting controversy. In obedience to a 
request from the House, President Mon- 
ROE, on the 8th of March, 1822, laid be- 
fore Congress the correspondence of the 
State Department with its agents in the 
Seuth American reyublics, and trausmit- 


ted a message, in which he said: 


“This contest has now reached such a 
Stage and has been attended by such de- 
Cisive success on the part of the provinces 
that it merits the most profound considera- 
tion whether thefrright to the rank of in- 
dependent nations % all the advantages 
incident to it in théir intercourse with the 
Uni States is not complete. Buenos 
Ayres assumed that rank by a fo 
rayon in 1816, and has enjoyed it since 
1810. e provinces composing the Repub- 
lie of Colombia, after having separately de- 
clared their independence, were united by a 
fundamental law of the 17th of December, 
1819. Chile. declared independence in 1818 
and has since enjoyed it undisturbed, and 
of late, by the assistance of Chile and 
Buenos Ayres, the revolution has extended 
to Peru. Of the movement in Mexico our 
information is less authentic, but it is nev- 
ertheless distinctly understood that the 
new Government has declared its independ- 
ence, and that there is now no opposition 
to it there, nor a force to make it. Thus 
it is manifest that all those provinces are 
not only in the full enjoyment of their in- 
dependence, but, considering the state of 
the war and other circumstances, that there 
is not the mostremote prospect of their being 
deprived of it. Of the views of the Spanish 
Government on this subject no particular 
information has been recently received. A 
sincere desire has been cherishéd to act in 
concert with them in the proposed recogni- 
tion. In proposing this measure it is not 
contemplated to change thereby in the 
slightest manner our friendly relations with 
either of the parties, but to observe in all 
respects, as heretofore, the most perfect 
neutrality between them.’’ 


Contrast the deliberation and prudence 
of President Monron’s procedure, his 
careful regard for our friendly obliga- 
tions toward Spain, end his expressions 
regarding our “ perfect neutrality,” with 
the precipitate action now advised by 
the Senators from Pennsylvania, from 
Texas, and from Florida. It was on the 
4th of May, 1822, that the independence 
of the Spanish republics was formally 
acknowledged by an act of Congress ap- 
propriating money to pay the expenses 
of our Ministers those countries. 
Fourteen years later Mr. Cuiay, then 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations, submitted a report 
from that committee in respect to the 
recognition of Texas, then struggling to 
free herself from Mexico, which is de- 
serving of careful study at this time. 
We quote from this report a passage 
pertinent to the case of Cuba: 


“The policy which has hitherto guided 
the Government of the United States in re- 
spect to new powers has been to act on the 
fact of their existence without regard to 
their origin, whether that has been 
by the subversion of a pre-existing Gov- 
ernment, or by the violent or voluntary sep- 
aration of one from another part of a com- 
mon nation. * * * With respect to new 
powers the recognition comprehends first 
an acknowledgment of their ability to ex- 
ist as independent States and second the 
capacity of their particular Governments to 
perform the duties and fulfill the obliga- 
tion toward foreign wers incident to 
their new condition. ence more caution 
and deliberation are necessary in consider- 
ing and determining the question of the ac- 
knowledgment of a new power than that 
of a new Government of an old power.” 


It is interesting to note that in this 
report Mr. Cuay, while acknowledging 
that “regularly”’ the President ought 
to take the initiative in acknowledging 
the independence of any new power, yet, 
“if in any instance the President should 
be tardy, he may be quickened in the 
exercise of his power’”’ by the expressions 
or acts of Congress, “as was done in 
relation to the republics formed out of 
Spanish America.’”’ The tommittee ex- 
pressed its conclusions in the following 
resolution: 


’ 

“Resolved, That the independence of 
Texas ought to be acknowledged by the 
United States whenever satisfactory infor- 
mation shall be received that it has in suc- 
cessful operation a civil Government capa- 
ble of aareye 3 the duties and fulfilling 
the obligations of an independent power.” 


President ANDREW JACKSON, less eager 
than some of the Senators and Congress- 
men to assume the responsibiiities of rec- 
ognizing Texan independence, sent to 
Congress in December, 1836, a special 
message recommending delay. We quote 
at some length from this message, be- 
cause it is a careful presentation of our 
National policy in respect to the civil 
conflicts of other powers: 


to 


_ The acknowledgment of a new State as 
independent and entitled to a place in the 
family of nations is at all times an act of 
great delicacy and responsibility, but more 
especially so when such State has forcibiy 
separated itself from another of which it 
had formed an integral part and which still 
claims dominion over it. A premature rec- 
ognition under these circumstances, if not 
looked upon as justifiable cause of war, is 
always liable to be regarded as a proof of 
an unfriendly spirit to one of the contend- 
ing parties. All questions relative to the 
government of foreign nations have been 
treated a4 the United States as questions 
of fact only, and our predecessors have cau- 
tiously abstained from deciding upon them 
until the clearest evidence was in their 
possession to enable them not only to de- 
cide correctly, but to shield their decisions 
from evéry unworthy imputation. In the 
contests between Spain and her revolted 
colonies we stood aloof and waited not only 
until the ability of the new States to protect 
themselves was fully established, but until 
the danger of their being again subjugated 
had entirely passed away. Then, and not 
until then, were they recognized. Such was 
our course in regard to Mexico herself. 
* * * It is true with regard to Texas that 
the civil authority of Mexico has been ex- 
pelled, its invading army defeated, the Chief 
of the republic himself captured, and all 
present power to control the newly organ- 
ized Government of Texas annihilated with- 
in its confines. But, on the other hand, 
there is, in appearance at least, an im- 
mense disparity of physical force on the 
side of Texas. The exican Government 
under another Executive is rallying its force 
under a new leader and menacing a fresh 
invasion to recover its lost dominfen. Upon 
the issue of this threatened invasion the in- 
dependence of Texas may be considered as 
suspended, and were there nothing peculiar 
in the relative situation of the United States 
and Texas, our acknowledgment of its inde- 
pendence at such a crisis could scarcely be 
regarded as consistent with that prudent 
reserve with which we have hitherto held ' 
ourselves bound to treat all similar ques- 
tions. * * * Prudence, therefore, seems 
to dictate that we should still stand aloof 
and maintain our present attitude, * * * 
at least until the lapse of time or the course 
of events shall have proved beyond cavil or 
dispute the ability of the people of that 
country to maintain their separate sover- 
elgnty and to uphold the Government es- 
tablished by them.” 


The same deliberation and regard for 
the National reputation which actuated 
the policy of Monroe toward the South 
American republics restrained Jackson 
from a too hasty recognition of the Re- 
public of Texas. It was not until March, 
1837, after Mexico had .given up the 
fight, that we acknowledged Texan in- 
dependence. The conditions existing in 
Cuba to-day only remotely resemble the 
state of facts that had already long ex- 
isted in the South American republics 
and in Texas when we recognized their 
independence. It can by no means be 


asserted that the insurgents are certain | can expect that such a concession would 





to win their cause; that all “danger of | 
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be made again, it is 


ud 


away,” and Spain is very far from. hav- 
ing desisted from her attempt to put’ 
them down. 

For recognition of Cuban independence 
as a fact, then, there is no argument to 
be made. The fact is non-existent. It 
must be clearly understood, not only by 
Senators passionately devoted to the 
cause of human liberty, but by the peo- 
ple, that this step, if taken now, would 
be wholly at variance with the policy we 
have uniformly ptrsued in the past and 
contrary to the counsels and convictions 
of some of the ablest and safest men 
who have assisted in building up our 
character as a Nation. 

Recognition of Cuban independence, not 
as an achieved fact, but upon the ground 
of National policy, must be based upon a 
clear understanding of the objects at 
which we aim. If we accord recognition 
in the interests of our own people, that 
is one thing. If we act upon grounds of 
humanity alone, that is another. Our 
Government owes it to the people of 
the country to keep open commercial in- 
tercourse with all the world, Cuba in- 
cluded, and to protect the rights of our 
citizens having property in that island 
or sojourning or traveling there. But 
some interruption of these privileges 
must be borne with. Spain has a right 
to put down the insurrection if she can. 
She cannot put it down in a day or a 
month. We owe to her as a friendly 
nation to give her reasonable time. 
President CLEVELAND has intimated in 
grave words that we cannot wait iin- 
definitely upon her convenience. But it 
is plain that intervention just now to 
reopen Cuba to our traders and travel- 
ers might be far more costly than to 
wait yet a time until the problem has 
solved.itself, or will be far easier for us 
to solve. Save as preliminary to an act 
of conquest for the possession of the 
island, we can have no present justifiable 
case for recognition; at this time that 
act would be construed as a most un- 
friendly one toward Spain. 

To take this step upon grounds of hu- 
manity would involve considerations of 
still greater delicacy. The great historic 
precedent for an act of this nature is the 
intervention of Great Britain, France, and 
Russia to put a stop to the futile efforts 
of Turkey to suppress the Greek insurrec- 
tion. Their ships attacked the Turkish 
fleet at Navarino and gave to” Greece 
her freedom, afterward guaranteed by a 
treaty of protection. Sir Witt1aAM Har- 
COURT’s comment upon the action of the 
three powers is true and comprehensive. 
“The emancipation of Greece,’”’ he wrote, 
“was a high act of policy above and be- 
yond the domain of law.” It was a hos- 
tile act, as any intervention in Cuba 
would be an act of hostility toward Spain. 
The question to be decided is whether in 
the case of Cuba the demands of human- 
ity upon us are powerful enough to make 
it advisable for us to depart from the safe 
policies of the past and to establish a 
new and far-reaching precedent. Presi- 
dent TAYLOR was moved by the generous 
promptings of humanity and by a natural 
sympathy for the Magyar patriots to 
send Mr. DupLey MANN to Europe in 
1849 to inquire and report to him con- 
cerning the progress the Hungarians were 
making in their attempt to free them- 
selves from Austrian dominion. To ex- 
plain this simple act to the satisfaction 
of Austria afterward demanded all the 
diplomatic skill of DANIEL WEBSTER, then 
our Secretary of State; and he was fain 
to turn aside from the real question, that 
of an unwarrantable interference in the 
civil concerns of a friendly State, while 
he read Austria a solemn lecture on the 
advantages of popular institutions as 
compared with a monarchy. 

The danger that some rash and unwise 
course may be entered upon by Congress, 
forcing the President’s hand or acting in- 
dependently of his sanction, is visibly 
enhanced by the well-nigh unanimous 
sentiment of warm sympathy for the 
Cubans which prevails here. A states- 
man will venture much who knows that 
popular feeling is with him. It may seem 
to the casual reader of Congressional re- 
ports that the resolutions of Senators 
CAMERON and CALL are mere buncombe 
and will not be again heard from. We 
fear they will be heard from. It is for 
that reason that we have attempted to 
make clear that there is nothing in the 
present condition of Cuba which justifies 
the recognition of her independence un- 
less we are willing to break abruptly with 
the uniform traditions of our National 
history. 








MAKING A SENATE MAJORITY. 


The Republican Party is by no means 
sure of a majority for its tariff projects 
in the.

“The situation in the States of North 
Carolina, South Dakota, Kentucky, and 
Washington, with respect to the election of 
Senators, was discussed, and it was de- 
cided that every honorable method should 


employed to elect Senators there if pos- 


be 
sible.” 

According to other reports; it is sug- 
gested by Senators that the Republican 
National Committee should “ go into cer- 
tain States where Senatorial elections are 
about to be held, and secure the election 
of men upon whom the party can de- 
pend.”’ 

But even if it should be practicable 
without scandal and by strictly honora- 
ble methods to procure the defeat of cer- 
tain obnoxious Senators whose terms are 
about to expire, and to bring about the 
election of men who will vote for the 
projected revision of the tariff, would 
there not still be serious objections to 
the enactment of a tariff bill by a ma- 
jority so obtained? 

The enactment of the McKinley tariff 
was procured only by the passage of the 
Silver Purchase act, and while no one

complish—the 


party must rely this time 
upon the votes of oid Silver Senators or 
of new Senators from States which Sil- 
ver Senators now represent. If it should 
not be practicable to pass a tariff bill 
next Summer without their aid, their in- 
fluence would be powerful. If conces- 
sions should be made, with respect to 
other legislation, to meet their demands, 
would those concessions promote the wel- 
fare of the country? Probably not. 








CHEAP GAS. 


-The one explanation and excuse given 
by members of the Board of Aldermen 
for voting with such impatient haste to 
grant to the Consumers’ Company the 
franchise for supplying fuel gas in this 
city is that “the people want cheap gas”’ 
or that they obeyed the wishés of their 
constituents, who, as one of them said, 
“want cheap fuel gas.” 

That there is a demand for cheaper gas 
is undoubtedly true, and that fuel gas 
can and should be furnished at a lower 
rate than illuminating gas is beyond 
question. But that is no answer to the 
charge that the board showed too much 
eagerness to pass an ordinance giving a 
monopoly to one company for an inade- 
quate compensation when others had of- 
fered better terms, and that it refused to 
listen to argument or to consider amend- 
ments. 

The people of this city do want cheaper 
gas and ought to have it. In former 
times they were the victims of corpora- 
tions which charged $2.25 per thousand 
cubic feet. These consolidated and re- 
duced the price to $1.75, and an investi- 
gation followed which showed that the 
stock was enormously inflated and that 
inordinate profits were derived from what 
amounted to a private tax upon the light 
of the people. The limit of pri¢e was put 
down to $1.25 by legislative enactment. 

Even at that rate the profits have been 
enormous upon a capital several times 
greater than the cost or the value of the 
actual investment, and several new com- 
panies have been allowed to grow up 
under the pretense of competition, but 
there has been little or no real competi- 
tion and no lasting reduction of price. 
Now it is proposed to effect a new con- 
solidation and re-establish a monopoly 
to maintain a price that is at least equal 
to three times the cost of producing gas 
and nearly twice as great as that charged 
in some foreign cities. Besides, only illu- 
minating gas is supplied, and when used 
for heating purposes it has to be paid for 
at an inordinate rate. 

We want cheaper gas for lighting and 
we want gas for heating which may be 
made cheaper yet, but that is no reason 
for throwing franchises away in a reck- 
less or improvident manner. Moreover, 
there is a question that should be seri- 
ously considered, whether private cor- 
porations ought any longer to be allowed 
to tear up streets and lay pipes and to 
tax the people for one of the prime ne- 
cessities of life in a large city. It is a 
question whether the municipality should 
not furnish the material of light and heat, 
whether gas or electricity, as it supplies 
water, thereby putting an end to these 
corporate monopolies and their exactions. 
This question should be settle before any 
more franchises for.such purposes are 
voted away. 








UNSAFE BUILDINGS. 


That is a startling statement which 
Superintendent ConsTABLE made to the 
Mayor on Wednesday, that there were 
3,200 unsafe buildings in New York. 
And yet, when we come to consider how 
inefficient the administration of the de- 
partment has been in the past and how 
inefficient it still is, by the confession, 
though not at all, we believe, by the fault, 
of Mr. CONSTABLE, the statement will not 
seem incredible or even excessive. 

Without doubt the skyscraper has add- 
ed a new peril to its neighbors. This may 
be seen wherever a skyscraper is in course 
of construction. The first step, as a rule, 
in that construction is to excavate much 
below the cellar of the building to be re- 
placed and much below the excavations 
of the adjoining buildings. Thereby these 
buildings are deprived of their natural 
foundations, the soil, that is to say, over 
which the pressure of their foundations 
is distributed. Of course, the builder of 
the new structure is responsible for any 
damage that may ensue. He endeavors 
to discharge this responsibility by “‘ shor- 
ing up” the old building during the con- 
struction of the new. But obviously this 
is but a makeshift. When the foundations 
for the new building are put in, the tem- 
porary supports of the old are withdrawn. 
In the meantime its equilibrium has been 
disturbed. The effects of this disturbance 
do not show at once, except in extreme 
cases, but are disclosed as time passes. 
Mr. CONSTABLE says that fissures have 
appeared, to his knowledge, in seven 
buildings thus weakened, and that these 
buildings have to be kept constantly 
under inspection. 

Without doubt where the collapse of a 
building can be traced to the act of the 
adjoining owner the adjoining owner is 
liable for whatever damages he may 
have caused. .These damages include the 
amount necessary to repair the building 
to as good a condition as it was in before, 
even though the necessary repairs may 
amount to a complete reconstruction. In 
the case of skyscrapers, injured abutting 
owners will have no difficulty in tracing 
the injury to their own buildings to the 
true source and establishing the liability 
of the excavator who has withdrawn 
their foundations. Meanwhile the busi- 
ness of the Superintendent of Buildings 
is to see that the mischief does not go so 
far as to render unsafe the buildings of 
which the more recent builder has tam- 


-pered with the foundations. 


This is one of many considerations 
‘which show the necessity of some legal 
regulation of the skyscraper. It is as | 


-existing buildings were not erected and 





brought ‘within the reign of law. Our 


our streets were not planned in contem- 
plation of any such extravagant erec- 
tions. The necessity of some legal regu- 
lation-is denied, we believe, by scarcely 
anybody practically concerned with build- 
ing, though there are very wide differ- 
ences as to what the regulation ought to 
be. That is a matter upon which the 
architects and builders and engineers 
ought to come to some agreement, and 
such an agreement would doubiless be 
accepted by the public. 








THE MONEY POWER IN PUGILISM. 


The news that the fight between SHARK- 
EY and FirzsIMMONs was decided without 
reference to its merits by an iniquitous 
decision of the referee must be depressing 
to those, if any there be, who may have 
imagined that purity has fled from poli- 
tics to take refuge in pugilism. There 
must be such people, because when the 
freak press has excited the curiosity of 
the freak public about a forthcoming 
prizefight there are always people who 
are ready to back their opinions of the 
comparative merits of the fighters. This 
disposition implies a belief that the fight 
is to be decided on its merits and shows 
how verdant innocence may remain in 
spite of an experience of the basest side 
of human nature. 

In this case it seems that the fight was 
“ fixed’? beforehand. The amount at 
stake was $10,000. It was an amount 
sufficient to eXcite the cupidity of any 
man of the “sporting’’ variety and to 
set the wits of such a man to work in 
rascally schemes to gain possession of so 
much money without the risk of an act- 
ual and honest fight for it. The story 
that is told, and which is supported by 
the evidence of two of the ‘ winner’s” 
trainers, is that a referee was selected 
on account of satisfactory assurances 
that he was venal. It was arranged that 
he should decide the fight in favor of the 
pugilist in whose behalf he was retained 
as soon as the other brute should strike a 
blow which could possibly be ‘stretched 
into a foul,” and that for this judicial as- 
sistance the referee should receive $2,500, 
being one-third of the amount that would 
be left to be divided among the other ras- 
cals. The fight was, in fact, awarded by 
the referee on a foul blow. It is alleged, 
and confessed by the practitioner of the 
alleged fraud, that he busied himself for 
some time after the fight in producing 
upon his principal’s person a plausible 
imitation of the results of a foul blow 
“below the belt.” 

There is no reason why this story 
should be viewed with any suspicion, 
excepting the character of those who tell 
it, who necessarily have no character, 
like everybody else concerned. When we 
find men who by education and position 
are considerably above the grade of ref- 
erees in prizefights deceiving their asso- 
ciates in lawful and reputable business 
for the sake of cheating them out of no 
more money than was at stake in this 
case, why should anybody suppose that 
the character of this poor wretch of a 
“sporting man” would be proof against 
such a temptation? It is to be feared 
that the money power is as potent in 
pugilism as the good Senator Quay de- 
plores that it has become in politics. 








Gov. MoRTON deserves the gratitude of 
all good citizens for the revision of the 
civil service rules. Its purpose is right- 
ly stated by him—to provide the com- 
pletest possible system for the applica- 
tion of the Constitutional principle re- 
quiring competitive examinations to test 
fitness for appointment whenever prac- 
ticable. His action in this direction has 
been persistently opposed by “the or- 
ganization” in his party, which he has 
disregarded solely in the interest of the 
people, and from a high and honorable 
sense of public duty. In connection with 
this triumpa of good government, we cali 
attention to the address of Mr. CARL 
Scuurz, President of the National Civil 
Service Reform League, at Philadelphia, 
of which we publish that important por- 
tion reviewing the signal progiess of the 
year, and also pointing out the fight 
which the people must make in this State 
to save what has so honorably been 
achieved. 








We had hoped that the Rapid Transit 
Commission would fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Mr. STEINWayY by choos- 
ing a younger and more active man who 
had devoted special study to the prob- 
lem, and was prepared to give his time 
to further study and to zealous effort 
to push the great municipal enterprise. 
We had understood that such a man was 
urged for the place in the person of Mr. 
CHARLES B. STOVER, and we were con- 
vinced by inquiry that he would be an 
ideal Commissioner. But the board has 
seen fit to choose Mr, CHARLES STEWART 
SmitTH, who is better known, but for dif- 
ferent qualities. Mr. SMITH is a public- 
spirited citizen of wealth and position, 
and, we believe, of adequate leisure since 
his retirement from commercial business. 
We presume that he will co-operate ear- 
nestly with his colleagues in pushing the 
plan for a system of underground rail- 
roads, and we hope that he will add to 
the energy of the board in its future 
actions. 








At the recent election only 10,278 votes 
were cast in the so-called State of Ne- 
vada, and of these Mr. Bryan received 
8,359. Since 1876 the total for Nevada 
has been reduced by almost 50 per cent.. 
In that year nearly 20,000 votes were 
polled, and the Republican ticket had a 
majority of them. But the 10,278 men 
who went to the polls in Nevada this 
year are represented in the Dlectoral Col- 
lege by three votes, and in the United 
States Senate by as many Senators as 
represent there the 1,858,000 men who 
voted in New York ; 
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——A single order for 1,000,000 pounds of 
smoking tobacco was a new record in that 
line of business recently achieved by a4 
Virginia tobacco manufacturing firm. 


—Recent attempted prosecutions of vio- 
lators of the game laws in Kansas have re- 
vealed a singular state of affairs. During 
the annual tinkering of the game laws 
certain sections were first repealed. The 
intelligent granger legislators of the State 
then neglected to enact laws which had 
been proposed to take the place of the re- 
pealed sections, these having been pigeon- 
holed in committee rooms, presumably 
through oversight. The result is that there 
are practically no laws there to prevent 
the wholesale slaughter of game, in or out 
of season. The pot-hunters are, therefore, 
reveling in their opportunity to kill every- 
thing of the feathered or furred sort, and 
the sportsmen who believe in the preserva- 
tion of game are at their wits’ end to pre- 
vent the destruction now in progress. 


—Rochester has discovered that ‘the flag 
of New York State as flown over its public 
buildings, when the foundation color is of 
blue or white is all wrong. To be in ac- 
cordance with State laws the foundation 
color must be buff. The blue-bodied flag has 
been taken from the Court House in Roch- 
ester and stored away, after an excited dis- 
cussion as to what was the best course to 
be pursued. A flag with the buff foundation 
color, on which thé State coat of arms 
is to be charged, has been ordered. As 
this flag will certainly be mistaken for an 
orange-colored flag, there is liable to be a 
still greater commotion in Monroe County 
when the Irish-American citizens see that 
hated color flying over the city and county 
buildings. Such a flag would certainly have 
to be housed on St. Patrick’s Day or a riot 
would ensue, 


—Massachusetts has, according to de- 
tails of the census of 1895, just made pub- 
lic, 547,885 families, of 2,500,183 persons, 
an average of 5.47 to the family. This large 
average is largely due to the fact that all 
occupants of a hotel, a charitable institu- 
tion, a penal institution, or other buildings 
of that sort are considered as of one family 
with the proprietor or superintendent, as 
the case may be, counted as the head of the 
family. The normal size of a family in its 
commonly accepted sense is a fraction over 
8%. The largest average size of the fami- 
lies is in Suffolk County, where it reaches 
4.97, and the lowest in Nantucket, where 
it falls to 3.07. In the cities of the State 
the average number of rooms to the family 
is 6.02, and in the towns 7.06. The total 
number of buildings in the State intended 
for human occupancy is 428,494, containing 
8,693,985 rooms. Each person in the State 
would have an average of 89,650 square feet 
of the superficial area of the State to move 
about in if the property were cut up and 
distributed pro rata. 


—Farmers of “bleeding Kansas” will 
sympathize with their brother agricultur- 
ists of Buenos Ayres, if they happen to 
have any superfluous sympathy. Locusts 
have come as a plague to the farmers there, 
and the local authorities have gone to the 
éxtent of making a forced collection of 
money to raise means to exterminate the 
pests. To add to‘the troubles of the dis- 
trict the grasshoppers came in force last 
month, and young wheat and other crops 
have been practically ruined. During late 
October and early November hundreds of 
laborers armed with sticks were sent 
through the fresh-infected districts beat- 
ing the locusts to death and destroying 
the eggs. No other means of extinction 
has proved so successful as this. A prac- 
tical use for the generally useless army of 
Buenos Ayres has been found throught this 
invasion. In one district, Santa Fé, seven 
hundred soldiers provided with cudgels 
were sent into the flelds to assist the farm- 
ers in the destruction of locusts. Latest 
advices from the provinces infected are 


that the Government is considering the ad- 


visability of calling out the soldiers of the 
National Guard, arming them with beating- 
sticks, and setting them at the work of ex- 
termination. This because the outlook 
for crops is so poor that famine is feared 
unless every possible means for securing 
relief is resorted to. 


——Here is a marvel in the history of the 
construction of public buildings: The report 
of BARNARD R. GREEN, in charge of the 
construction of the Congressional Library, 
in Washington, shows that the total cost 
will be less by $140,000 than the limit fixed 
by Congress. The average political con- 
structor will possibly look upon this as a 
lost opportunity. For years the Capitol 
Building at Hartford, Conn., had been 
pointed out to travelers over the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad as one 
of the wonders of modern times because it 
had been erected well within the limits of 
the original appropriation. For this rea- 
son, without referring to any of an archi- 
tectural character, the building was wholly 
unique. Now Connecticut’s Capitol seems 
to have lost its principal reason for dis- 
tinction. The Congressional Library is 
unique in another direction. A published 
description of the building reminds one of 
that parvenu who, stepping into a pub- 
lisher’s office, ordered ‘‘ 112 yards of books, 
with plenty of red and gold in the binding, 
to fit my library.” The vast mausoleum 
for books at the Nation’s capital is referred 
to as having in its finished portion ‘ about 
forty-four running miles of shelving, which 
will accommodate 2,085,120 volumes of 
books, reckoning nine to the foot. The ul- 
timate capacity of the building for books is 
upward of 4,500,000 volumes, or something 
less than 100 miles of shelving.”

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~ BOSTON ORCHESTRA. — 


Becond Concert of Its Season at the 
Metropolitan Opera House. 


It is not necessary at this late day to say 
that the Boston Symphony Orchestra is 
always welcome in New York. It is quite 
as much liked by the musical public here as 
it is at home, but because of our opera and 
our other musica! attractions it does not 
fill so important a want in the aesthetic life 
of this community as in that of Boston. Of 
course, that must be the reason why the 
Metropolitan Opera House is not packed at 
every concert ot this organization. It eught 
to be, no maiter whether the personality 
and methods of the conductor, Emil Paur, 
are liked or not. The playing of the orches- 
tra is always worth hearing, even when it 
is carrying out a conception that lacks ele- 
gance or grace. 

Last night the most important work ‘of 
the orchestra, in the second concert of its 
current season, was the performance of 
Schumann’s symphony in C major. The 
composition wears like a work of genius, 
and its purely musical beauties make a 
strong impression upon even these who 
have not sufficiently acquainted themselves 
with Schumann’s romantic ideals, his meth- 
ods of self-expression, and the bearing of 
his personal history upon his compositions 
to appreciate its emotional content. It is 
true that this ought to be so, for an art- 
nvork to be successful must not. stand by the 
prop of explanation. But there are strength. 
beauty, and the vigor of a very masculine 
Vitality in every measure of this poetic 
composition, and such an orchestra as the 
Boston Symphony is essentially a Schu- 
mann orchestra. 

It is a pity that Mr, Paur is not so well 
adapted to the task of Schumann interpre- 
tation as his instrumental company. He 
read the symphony sympathetically, indeed, 
and with splendid vigor; but there are grace 
and poetry in it which he did not always 
touch, though he certainly was successful 
fwith the crescendo of the strings in the 
flow movement. The orchestra covered itself 
with glory by the grand solidity and homo- 
geneity of its tone, by its unanimity, its pre- 
cision, and its opulence of color. The strings 
continue to be unequalled in purity and 
nobility of tone, while the wood choir has 
gained in smoothness, mellowness, and flex- 
ibility. The virtuosity of the orchestra was 
beautifully displayed in Liszt’s “‘ Mephisto 
Waltz,” which was brilliantly delivered. 
The solos were admirably performed, and 
there was even a thrill of individuality in 
Mr. Schnecker’s glissandi on the harp. The 
Berlioz *‘ Carneval Romain ’’ overture opened 
the concert, and that, too, was played well, 
though by no means as satisfactorily as the 
©ther two numbers. 

The soloist of the entertainment was Carl 
Halir, the violinist, who essayed to dis- 
Play his romanticism through the medium 
of Tschaikowsky’s second concerto, a very 
lovely work, which might be heard oftener 
Without weariness. Mr, Halir’s tone sound- 
ed larger last night than it hag before, 
Probably because of the greater intensity 
of his style. His performance was admira- 
ble in every way, and fully fixed his posi- 
ftion as one of the most excellent violinists 
who have visited us. His intellectual grasp 
of the composition was masterful, and his 


emotional force all that could be desired. 
There was noticeable oniy a lack of relief 
to the continued intensity of bis utterance, 
which kept the hearer constantly at full 
heart. But it was invigorating to listen 
to his performance of the last movement, 
which he played with a tremendous sweep 
of energy and a confidence that was com- 
manding. His technics were notable. His 
staccato bowing fairly scintillated, and he 
rolled out difficult scale passages, double 
stopping, and dizzy leaps with consummate 
ekill. Mr. Halir is a genuine artist, and he 
will be heard again with pleasure. He 
aroused the audience to enthusiasm last 
night, and after several recalls added to 
the programme a familiar gavotte of Bach, 
which he played at a rather unwise tempo, 
but with fine tone and spirit. ’ 





THE BRADLEY-AVERILL RECITAL. 


@ Singer and a Pianist Undertake a 
Difficult Task. 


If it is true that few men can sing Schu- 
mann’s “ Dichterliebe,’’ and there is no rea- 
s0n to think otherwise, it is equally true 
that fewer can play the piano part. The 
word *“‘ accompaniment’ cannot be applied 
to the share of the instrument in this won- 
derful little drama of songs. Schumann’s 
use of the piano as an accessory to vocal 
performance was something new in its 
day; and it has remained the model and 
the despair of his successors, because song 
writers, as a rule, are not great compos- 
ers for the piano, and cannot, therefore, 
gmake the instrument speak as Schumann 
could. 

Schumann used the piano in his songs pre- 
cisely as Wagner used the orchestra in his 
music dramas, not simply to accompany, but 
to illustrate and intensify, to voice emo- 
tions not to be uttered in mere words, and 
often to follow to their artistic conclusion 
ideas merely suggested by the text. In no 
songs does this employment of the piano 
impress itself more forcibly upon the 
thoughtful hearer than in the cycle of 
Heine’s poems called *‘ Dichterliebe,”’ which 
fwas the chief number of the recital of Perry 
‘Averill, baritone, and Orton Bradley, pian- 
ist, at Mendelssohn Glee Club Hall yester- 
Gay afternoon. To haye given an adequate 
performance of this work, one of Schu- 
mMann’s most generous outpourings of ge- 
hius, would have been a triumph. But it 
meeded a more flexible voice than that of 
Mr. Averill and very much. better piano 
playing than that of Mr. Bradley. There is 
the widest possible difference between the 
treatment of the piano part in “ Das ist ein 
Fliten und Geigen” and in ‘‘Ich hab’ im 
Traum geweinet.” In the former it is an 
independent and complete composition illus- 
trating the wedding dance, which ir itself 
is a contrast to the emotions of the song. 
In the latter it consists of a few muffled 
chords, which, rightly treated, lend gloom 


and vagueness—in other words, atmosphere 
to the song. It requires great skill on the 
part of the pianist and the most profound 
artistic sympathy between him and the 
éinger to make a successful performance of 
such works. 

Mr. Orton Bradley’s piano playing yester- 
day was altogether too subservient to the 
voice, and furthermore it was without 
poetic insight or technical ‘beauty. Mr. 
Averill, on the other hand, showed that he 
had studied the “ Dichterliebe” long and 
lovingly. His lower register is, indeed, 
hard and harsh, and his yoice is not in any 

rtion of a quality that woos the ear. 
But it is always a delight to hear a man 
Bing Schumann with understanding and 
with emotional warmth. Mr. Averill de- 
Serves praise tor his work, which was 
genuinely artistic in the best sense of that 
abused adjective. He rose admirably to the 
demands of the most exacting songs, and 
‘Was most successful in “Aus Meinem 
Thrinen Spriessen,” ‘Ich Grolle Nicht,” 
and *“‘Ich Hab’ Im Traum Geweinet.” ‘ Die 
Alten, Bésen Lieder” proved to be a little 
too severe a strain for both singer and pi- 
anist. On the whole, however, air. Averill 
acquitted himself well, and his enunciation 
of the German text was very good, 

He sang also “Le Bonheur et Amour,” 
by Goring Thomas; ‘ Cimetiere de Cam- 
pagne,”’ by Reynaldo Hahn; ‘“‘ The Ballad” 
and “The Danza,”’ by G. W. Chadwick, and 
some old ballads of the Isle of Man. Mr. 
Bradley contributed the following piano 
solos: Prelude and fugue in C major, (No. 
1,) Bach; ‘ Rondo capriccioso,” Mendels- 
sohn; nocturne, opus 9, No. 1, and valse, 
opus 34, No. 1, Chopin, and sonata in D 
major, opus 28, Beethoven. It cannot be 
said that they added interest to the pro- 
gramme, and the sonata, indeed, served 
only to make it too long. 





TWO BENEFIT PERFORMANCES. 


A Netable Programme Presented at 
the Empire Theatre. 


The receipts at the Empire Theatre yes- 
terday afternoon, when a performance 
was given for the benefit of the Orth- 
‘@pacdic Hospital, were $2,200. The most 





notable feature of the programme was 
Charles Mathews’s 014 farce, ‘Cool as a 
Cucumber,” in which Mr. John Drew played 
with exquisite ease and audacity the char- 
acter of Plumper. This is the réle in which 
he made his first appearance on the stage 
at the Arch Street Theatre, Philadelphia, 
in 1874. He was supported yesterday by 
Harry Harwood as Barker, Arthur Byron 
as Frederick, Ethe! Barrymore as Jessy, 
and Daisy Moller as Wiggin.

“Kitty Clive, Actress.” 


Before the performance of “ The Queen's 
Proctor” at the Bijou Theatre last night a 
one-act comedy by Frank Frankfort Moore, 
the novelist, called “ Kitty Clive, Actress,” 
Was presented. Persons who were familiar 
with the quality of most uf Moore’s novels, 
which are frequently mystical and over- 
wrought, were surprised at the simplicity, 
clearness, and theatrical expertness mani- 
fested in this trifle. Kitty Clive, in the day 
of Garrick’s early triumphs, is on her way 
to London from a visit to her home in the 
country, and stops at an inn in Thatcham. 
The honest landlord endeavors to secure to 
her private use the solitary parlor, but a 
lady-killing provincial actor, quite ignorant 
of Miss Clive’s identity, forces his way in 
and passes a half hour with the great 
London actress. It is, on the whole, an un- 
happy half hour for him, The lady, whom 
he supposes to be a humble rustic lass, and 
whom he is bent upon fascinating, cajoles 
him delightfully. 

Kitty Clive would be a fine role for 
a competent actress to make up by the 
way. Such an actress is not Miss Irene 
Vanbrugh, who is the younger sister of 
Mrs. Bourchier, and as such, presumably, 
the second favorite godchild of Baroness 
Burdette-Cvutts, and, withal, as tall, large- 
boned, big-eyed, and vociferous as her sister. 
But Miss Vanbrugh understands the rdéle, 
and works at it with a will. She scarcely 
creates an illusion, because of her imperfect 
execution, in her description of Garrick's 
Hamlet, but the performance she gives, in 
spite of its utter crudity, is sufficiently vi- 
vacious,

LONDON, Dec. 10.—The condition of Fred- 
erick Kast, co-defendant with y Tina 
Scott, John Cockerton, and William Aylott 
in the action for criminal libel brought 
against them by Earl Russell, who is ill 
with pneumonia, is now regarded as hope- 
less. He has suffered a relapse, and his 
physicians say there is no likelihood of his 
recovery. Lady Scott is also ill with fever, 
and is in a critical condition. . 

LONDON, Dec. 10.—The St. James's Ga- 
zette says it has the highest authority for 
the statement that the army estimates for 
the ensuing year, which will be presented 
to Parliament upon its reassembling, will be 
greatly increased. According to the state- 
ment of The Gazette, cight new battalions 
of infantry and eighteen new batteries of 
artillery, with four guns each, will be 
formed, and the cavalry service will be 
reorganized.

FREE LUNCHES AND CASH RE- 
WARDS FOR THE CLERKS. 


An Elaborate System by Which Faith- 
ful and Polite Service Is Ob- 
tained—Some Peculiar In- 
structions to Clerks. 


It is the custom of some of the large 
banks to provide luncheon for their clerks 
on the premises gratis, in order to save 
time, and alsé to keep the men free from 
contact with outside influences during busi- 
ness hours. Experience has demonstrated 


that the time thus saved is worth far more 
to a large and busy financial institution 
than the amount spent in preparing the 
meals. Furthermore, the practice of lunch- 
ing together promotes a better feeling 
among the employes of the bank and awak- 
ens on the part of the officers and heads of 
departments a deeper and kindlier interest 
in their subordinates. 

The dispensing of free luncheons to em- 
ployes is but one of several admirable feat- 
ures that gerve to enhance the esprit du 
corps and the efficiency of the clerical serv- 
ice in the principal banks of this city. The 
President of one of the largest down-town 
banks was asked one day: ‘“‘ How is it that 
you manage to get such good work out of 
your clerks? Everything about the bank 
runs like clockwork.” | 

‘‘ We take an interest in our employes and 
treat them well,” replied the President. 
“We observe scrupulously the principle of 
graduated promotions. If a man is capable 
and attends to ‘this business he knows that 
he is certain of being advanced to the next 
higher place as soon as there is a vacancy. 
No Director in our ‘board hag influence 
enough to bring in an outsider and put him 
over the head of a faithful and competent 
clerk.” 

There are more than 100 employes in this 
particular bank, and, with very few excep- 
tions, each man owes his present position 
to merited promotion from a lower station. 
Whenever a new man or boy is taken on, 
he is put at the foot of the line, as a col- 
lector, and is obliged to await his chance 
of promotion, The entire service, from col- 
lector up to cashier, has been carefully 
graded, and each place has a fixed salary. 
The only opportunity that a clerk has of 
obtaining an increase of pay, therefore, is 
to gain a promotion. To clerks who com- 
plete a continuous service of twenty-five 
years the bank makes a present of $250, 
and heads of departments completing a 
similar service receive $500. ° 

Prompt and constant attendance of ‘all 
employes, beth high and low, is stimulated 
in more ways than one. In the first place, 
each man knows that if, through the year, 
he does not miss a business day, (excepting 


his regular vacation,) he will receive a 
New Year's present of a twenty-dollar gold 
iece. He also knows that a summary of 

is personal record, as to attendance and 
merit, is laid before the Board of Directors 
every six months. Hach man’s errors of 
addition, or in striking balances, are charged 
against him, and the record is posted where 
all the employes can see it. his method 
of posting errors operates effectively as a 
check on carelessness.

The quality of the luncheon served t 
clerks is the same as that Bay to the 
President, Vice President, and cashier. 
Each subordinate is allowed half an hour 
for his meal, and it is customary for the 
men to take their luncheon at stated hours 
in squads of twenty-five each. Whenever a 
clerk is detained at the bank after 7 o’clock 
P. M. he is allowed $1 for his dinner. The 
room in which the meals are served is large, 
well ventilated, and attractive. 

Upon entering the service of this bank 
each employe is furnished with a circular of 
instructions, containing such admonitions 
as the following: 

Do not become filled with the idea that you 
now hold a great and responsible position to the 
extent that you must make a show of yourself 
in manners and dress. Keep yourself neat and 
clean and in your manners be unassuming. 

Be prompt in arriving at the bank at the 
proper hour, and in doing all work assigned to 
you. Be attentive to the little conveniences and 
comforts of the other employes of the bank, and 
treat them with respect as your superiors rather 
than your equals. 

Do not discuss the bank’s affairs with any one, 
and, above all things, do not speak of any 
customer’s business with the bank. 

Be polite with the bank customers, and all who 
may have business with the bank. A messenger 
can do the bank great harm among business men 
by rude manners and impolite treatment. 

Aim to improve in your writing and manage- 
ment of figures. 

One of the s ial instructions to mes- 
sengers and collectors reads substantially 
like this: “In case you are attacked on 
the street at any time, the thing to do is 
to shout long and loud, and endeavor to at- 
tract a crowd, and consequently assistance. 
one on to your pocketbook and other valu- 
ables.’’ 

The President of the bank in question is 
a stickler for correct habits, and he has no 
patience whatever with intemperance. Some 
time ago he wrote with his own hand a 
notice to the employes, something as fol- 
lows: “It is considered detrimental to the 
business of the bank for any employe to 
frequent lager beer saloons, liquor saloons, 
or any low, questionable places of amuse- 
ment, and any employe found guilty of any 
me offense will be dismissed from the sery- 
ce.”’ 

This notice was passed around among the 
employes of the bank, and each individual 
wrote his name under it in token of his 
willingness to abide by its terms. There 
was in no instance any feeling of coercion 
on the part of the clerks. They were, with 

rhaps three or four exceptions, able to 
ive up to the requirements set forth with- 
out any departure from their usual habits. 

The first thing that a person is required 
to do upon entering the service of the bank 
is to study carefully the rules of the insti- 
tution, and the special instructions. If he 
fails to understand any point he must go 
to the chief clerk for an explanation. e 
excuse, “‘I didn’t know,” is not accepted 
for any infringement of these rules and in- 
structions. The chief clerk never fails to 
eall the attention of the new employe 
particularly to this paragraph in the spectal 
instructions: ‘‘ Should your habits become 
basely involved, ali avenues of promotion 
will surely be ciosed to you, and your prés- 
ent position will be given to some one else.”

DRUGGISTS’ GRIEVANCES. 


No Commissions on Postage Stamps 
and People Tear Their Directories. 


“An impression rests in the minds of 
many persons that druggists receive a com- 
mission on the sale of postage stamps,”’ said 
an up-town druggist recently. “We do 
not get a cent of commission, and we lose 
about a quarter of 1 per cent. in tear and 
waste. In my opinion nine out of every ten 
retail druggists in the city would be glad 
to give ap the sale of postage stamps. It 
is a nuisance, but of course if one druggist 
keeps stamps to accommodate customers 
his neighbor must do likewise.”’ 

Many druggists have difficulty in con- 
cealing their irritation whenever they are 
called upon to sell a postage stamp. Unless 
the buyer of the stamp is an old customer, 
or has just bought some other articles, the 
demand for postage stamps is coldly re- 
ceived. The thing that irritates the phar- 
macist most is the impudent manner in 
which postage-stamp buyers make their de- 
mands. 

** People do not seem to comprehend that 
they are asking for a favor when they come 
in here for stamps,’ remarked the same 
Broadway druggist with asperity. ‘“ They 
demand instant attention with as much as- 
surance as if they were ordering a five- 
dollar prescription. Women are no worse 
than the men in this respect, although they 
constitute four-fifths of our postage-stamp 
customers.” 

Another fretting grievance of the retail 
druggist in the matter-of-course public 
idea that they must keep City Directories 
for the benefit of whoever may choose to 
ask for one. In the opinion of some phar- 
macists the City Directory habit, like the 
postage-stamp traffic, is regarded as com- 
pensatory because it draws people to the 
store. This opinion, however, is not unan- 
imous, and alréady some of the more pros- 
perous druggists are rebelling against the 
pro bono publico Directory idea. One drug- 
gist, who does a flourishing business on 
Columbus Avenue, keeps his Directory in 
a penny-in-the-slot box, and just above the 
box is a little nickel-plated sign reading: 
‘“A penny for your thoughts.” Three or 
four dollars are dropped into this box in 
the course of a month, and the money is 
given to a poor relief society in the neigh- 
borhood. ; 

A large part of the resentful feeling that 
druggists have with regard to exposing City 
Directories for common usage is due to the 
inconsiderate—and often malicious—way in 
which people treat the books. A druggist, 
who buys not less than four City Directories 
each year, showed the writer two of them 
from which several leaves had been torn, 
or cut out. ‘‘ Some persons are too lazy to 
copy an address, so they tear out the 
page,” commented he. “Of course we 
never can catch any one at it.”

Dr. James B, Gilbert died at his residence, 
23 West Thirty-seventh Street, Wednesday.

LAW DEPARTMENT APFAIRS 


ANNUAL REPORT OF ATTORNEY 
’ ‘GENERAL HARMON. 


Amendments to the Anti-Trust Law 
and a New Crimes Act Are Needed 
—Prugress of Government 
Litigation. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. i0.—The annual re- 
port of Judson Harmon, Attorney General 
of the United States, was sent to Congress 


to-day. 


Concerning the’ anti-trust law, he. says 


that the restricted scope of its provisions, 
as construed by the courts, makes amend- 
ments necessary, if any effective action is 
expected from the Department of Justice. 
Besides, he adds, the fund at the disposal of 
the Attorney General which can be applied 
to the investigation, preparation, and pros- 
ecution of cases under this law ig wholly 
inadequate. 

Of the case of The United States versus 
the Trans-Missouri Freight Association, now 
pending in the United States Supreme 
Court, and the claim that the act does not 
apply to railroads, the Attorney General 
Bays: 

“While I maintain the opposite view and 
feel confident of its correctness, the fact 
that such a question can be raised sand 
has already been raised successfully in one 
eourt, affords an instance of the indefinite- 
ness of the terms of this law which is a 
serious obstacle in the way of its prompt 
enforcement.”’ 

Union Pacific Litigation. 


The report of George Hoadly, special 
counsel for the United States, which is 
affixed to the report, shows that there is 
no substantial change in the state of the 
litigation about the Union Pacific Railway 
and its branches and concerning the sub- 
ject, the Attorney General says: 

“‘T have graye doubts as to the ability of 
the Government to preserve the present sit- 
uation much longer. I am advised that an 
attempt will be made to enforce the Gov- 
ernment’s appearance in the foreclosure 
case, with a view of giving a complete 
title to the purchaser at the foreclosure 
sale. While I believe the position hereto- 
fore taken and still maintained for the 
Government is the true one, namely, that 
its appearamce cannot be compelled, it 
must be confessed that the contention of 
opposing counsel] is at least debatable, viz., 
that while the Government cannot be sued 
with a view to recovery against it, it may 
properly be made a party to a suit in 
equity brought by the holders of boftds 
issued by its express consent upon property 
upon which it has itself reserved a lien. 

* As the only object of steadfastly keep- 
ing the Government out of the cases so 
far has been to secure some fayorable so- 
lution of the difficult problem presented by 
its ownership of a subordinate security 
upon property whose value is generally 
believed to be insufficient to pay in full 
any but the first mortgage liens, I think 
that, unless the pending funding bill be 
passed and accepted, the Government 
should endeavor to secure terms for its ap- 
pearance in court in the way of an assur- 
ance of such a bid on the property, in case 
of judicial sale, as will secure to it a fair 
realization of the value of its Men. If this 
be not done and the Government should be 
compelled to sue to protecet its own in- 
terests, or required to appear and set up 
its claim in the pending cases, the benefit of 
the position so long maintained may ke 
largely lost.” 

New Crimes Act Needed, 


A new crimes act is one of the things 
the Attorney-General thinks is needed. 
Further defects in the criminal laws were 
discovered during the past year. Criminal 
legislation is hopelessly corfifused, says the 
Attorney-General. He points out that there 
is a general statute punishing embezzle- 
ment, but there are also many special stat- 
utes punishing embezzlement in particular 
cases, and he is not aware that it has yet 
been settled whether the general statute ap- 
plies to such cases or not. There are stat- 
utes punishing frauds on the United States 
in many specific cases, and there is a gen- 
eral statute punishing conspiracy to defraud 
the United States in ail cases, but there is 
no general statute punishing frauds against 
the United States when committed by one 
man alone. 

“TI think,” says the Attorney General, 
“that a new crimes act should be passed 
as speedily as possible, which should con- 
tain provisions simple, easily understood, 
and general in their scope, covering such 
crimes as those above stated; that a uniform 
system of punishments should thus be pro- 
vided, and that, as to cases arising in the 
future, the present laws relating to these 
crimes should be repealed. This work could 
easily and quickly be performed by a com- 
mission. 

“The increasing repugnance on the part 
of juries to inflict the death penalty, in con- 
nection with the fact that the law makes 
no degrees in murder, constantly leads to 
the entire acquittal of persons charged with 
capital crimes in cases where the facts 
proved not only warrant conviction for mur- 
der, but oblige the court to charge that 
they do not permit a conyiction for mere 
manslaughter. ‘this danger to society can 
be at least mitigated by*the establishment 
by statute of different degrees of murder, 
with corresponding appropriate grades of 
punishment. Juries will not then be con- 
fronted with the alternative of a verdict 
which carries the death penalty or a ver- 
dict of acquittal in cases where they think 
the accused guilty of murder, but not de- 
Serving of the extreme punishment.” 


Landing of Foreign Cables. 


Concerning the attempts of foreign cable 
companies to secure landing on the shores 
of the United States, Mr. Harmon has this 
to say: 

* Knowing that Congress at its last ses- 
sion. had under consideration a bill to reg- 
ulate the landing of foreign cables, and 
believing that the general sentiment favors 
the exclusion of companies organized in 
countries which refuse like privileges to 
American companies, I deemed it my duty 
to direct a suit to be brought in the South- 
ern District of New York to enjoin the con- 
summation of the plan above mentioned. 
My chief design was to afford Congress an 
spportunity to act upon the matter before 
this cable should be laid. i ae for a 
restraining order was filed, but on the 
showing which the Government was able to 
make in the brief time it had to procure 
evidence, the motion was denied.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 





Earnings ef the Companies for the 
Last Year, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The inter-State 
Commerce Commission has just issued a 
preliminary report on the incomes and ex- 
penditures of the railways in the United 
States for the year ended June 30, 1806, 
prepared by its statistician. Under the-.ex- 
isting order of the commission, carriers are 
allowed until the 15th of September to file 
their annual reports, and the commission 
says: ‘*‘ Were it not for the remissness of 
carriers in filing such reports, a preliminary 
statement of the incomes and expenditures 
of railways could be presented to the public 
within ten days thereafter.” 

The report submitted presents the chief 
items of an income account by ten territori- 
al groups for 652 roads, representing ‘an 
operated mileage of 172,369 miles of line, or 
about 96 per cent. of the total mileage op- 
erated in the United States. The gross 
earnings upon this mileage were $1,123,646,- 
562, of which $323,468,891 were from the 
passenger service and $772,011,374 were from 
the freight service. As the operating ex- 
penses were $754,971,515, it appears that the 
income from operation was $368,675,047. 

The figures given in this preliminary state- 
ment indicate at ieast a turning toward 
prosperity. The earnings of the passenger 
service are shown to be $1,877 per mile of 
line, being an increase of $113 as compared 
with the previous year. The earnings of the 
freight service also show an increase over 
last year of $349 per mile of line. *The 
gress earnings per mile of line were $6,519 
for 1896, and the operating expenses $4,380, 
leaving a net income per mile of line of 
$2,139, which is in excess of that for the 
fiscal years 1895 and 1894, and compares 
fairly well with the net income per mile of 
line for 1893 and 1892. 

The net earnings of the 172,369 miles of 
line represented in this income report were 
$368,675,047, against $341,298,047 for the cor- 
responding roads in 1895. This is the item 
(increased by income from investments) 
from which fixed charges and dividends 
must be paid before a surplus is declared. 

The increase in net earnings is fairly well 
distributed throughout the United States. 
The surplus from the operations of the year 
ended June 30, 1896, was $6,328,667. The 
fiscal year 1895 closed with a deficit of $31,- 
075,030. In the case of every group in 1895, 
except Group ¥, (mainly Texas and Louisi- 
ana,) which had a smaller deficit in that 
year, there was either a similar surplus or 
a greater deficit than in 1896. The divi- 
dends declared by the roads covered by this 
advance statement were $54,988,732, being 
almost the same as the amount of dividends 
declared by the corresponding roads the 
previous year. It should be understood that 
the amount stated does not include all of 
the dividends paid, since a considerable por- 


tion of the dividends paid during the year 
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on. railway stocks is declared from rentals 
received by leased roads from the companies 
that operate them, such rentals being re- 
turned by the lessors as fixed charges. 

The report closes with a brief argument 
to the effect that Congress should so amend 
the act to regulate commerce as to secure 
the enforcement of its provisions. 


Plans for New Stations. 


A handsome station for freight and pas- 
senger traffic is to be erected in Rochester, 
N. ¥., by the Lehigh Valley Railroad. Plans 
for the new building have just been com- 
pleted by Architect J. F. Warner of that 
city. It is said to be the intention of the 
Lehigh Valley managers to build other new 
stations along its lines early next Spring. 

President Ingalls of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio system has given orders for the con- 
struction of a ecommodious freight station 
in Huntington, W. Va., and he is consid- 
ering a proposition to put a $40,000 pas- 
senger station in the same place. 

A suggestion is under consideration by the 
city authorities of Paterson, N. J., to pe- 
tition President E. B. Thomas of the Erie 
Railway to provide a new passenger and 
freight station at that place. 


Wants the Railroads Taxed. 


DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 10.—Governor- 
elect Pingree, in his inaugural message to 
the Legislature, will recommend, among 
other things, the repeal of the present law 
under which railroad property is liable for 
a percentage tax on gross earnings only. 
In place of this he will ask the enactment 
of a law taxing railroad property for local 
purposes the same as all other kinds of 
property are taxed. In the matter of fare 
ne will recommend the immediate passage 
of a bill fixing the maximum rate at 2 
cents per mile, at least in the lower penin- 
sula, and perhaps in the whole State, 


New Electric Roads. 


Plans have been prepared hy direction of 
the managers of the North Shore Railroad 
in Pennsylvania, for a new electric rail- 
way from the City of Beaver Falls, Penn., 
to Rochester, and up the Ohio River to 
Conway. The estimated cost of this new 
road is $500,000. J. W. Patterson of Pitts- 
burg, is the engineer of the road. 

Arrangements have practically been com- 
pleted by the Elmira and Seneca Electric 
Railroad to begin the construction, in the 
Spring, of an electric road between Wat- 
kins and Horseheads in this State. 


A Good Chance for Farmers. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 10.—The Seaboard Air 
Line has decided to establish 100 small 
experimental farms along the line of its 
road, giving one experimental farm to every 
ten miles of its system. The object is to 
show what can be done in the diversifica- 
tion of farm interests, and for the growing 
of field crops now raised in the South.

THE AQUARIUM NOW OPEN. 
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It Is Estimated that 30,000 Persons 
Saw the Exhibit Yesterday. 


The doors of the aquarium, in Battery 
Park, were thrown open to the public at 
10 o’clock yesterday ‘morning without for- 
mality. After many months of waiting, in 
which the old building—once Fort Clinton 
and later Castle Garden—has been trans- 
formed into what is believed to be one of 
the best-equipped aquariums of the world, 
the people had an opportunity to see what 
has been done, and they were eager to 
avail themselves of it. 

A crowd awaited the opening, and a dozen 
policemen were stationed inside to preserve 
order and to direct the lines of sightseers 
as they moved past the tanks and pools. 

Nearly 5,000 persons passed through the 
door during the first hour, and during the 
rest of the day a stream equally compact 
passed in and out. Thirty thousand wag 
therefore the number estimated ‘of those 
who visited the aquarium on the first day. 

The visitors were duly impressed with the 
Roman arches and dome, and the submarine 
effect produced by the massiveness of pillar 
and walls, combined with dim light and the 
surrounding tanks. They were guided into 
a line to the right around the outer wall 
tanks first, and kept moving, though many 
would have liked to remain long enough to 
study the finny occupants and to have ob- 
served the labels. The policemen, however, 
were obdurate, and the ‘‘ Step lively!” so 
painfully familiar to New Yorkers, was the 
order of the day. 

It was impossible for the graycoats to 
preserve the line formation among the vis- 
itors about the large pools on the floor, and 
the crowd seemed to care for itself just as 
well and with much more satisfaction. 

The tanks about the gallery are not yet 
ready, and the exhibits were confined to the 


first floor pools and tanks, the denizens of 
which have been described in THe NEW 
York Times. The crowd was most inter- 
ested in the seals, the large fish, and the 
game fish. The seals were in their usual 
Sportive mood, and from the zest of their 
frolic, seemed pleased to have the sight- 
seers present. The sharks were a disap- 
pointment to those who expected monsters, 
The largest, four feet long, looks to be less 
than a yard, in the water. 

The specimens of land-locked salmon, of 
striped bass, black bass, cod, sculpin, tur- 
tles, drumfish, and Mississippi croppy, are 
—, and the trout exhibit is remarkably 
ine, embracing in its variety, Swiss lake, 
European lake, Tato, Golden, rainbow, and 
New Hampshire brook trout. 

The aquarium will be open from 10 A. M. 
to 4 P. M. every day, except sSunday and 
Monday.

PARL SCHURZ REVIEWS THE 
WORK ACCOMPLISHED. 


ry Speech at the Annual Session of 
the National League in Phila- 
delphia—Eminent Persons 
‘s Present. 


! 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 10.—The annual 
convention of the National Civil Service 
League’ opened in this city to-day, and the 
attendence was very large. Delegates were 
present from the principal cities in the 


United States, those best known being 
Carl Schurz, Dorman B. Eaton, Everett P. 
Wheeler, Theodore Roosevelt, Richard Wat- 
son Gilder, Henry Villard, Silas W. Burt, 
William Potts, Charles Collins, George Mc- 
Aneny, S. P. Avery, A. S. Frissell, R. 8. 
Minturn, and H. C. Nevius, all of New York; 
Moorfield Story and Arthur Hobart of Bos- 
ton, William’G. Low and J. Warren Greene 
of Brooklyn, Sherman 8S. Rogers and Henry 
A. Richmond of Buffalo, R. Francis Wood 
of Philadelphia, John R. Proctor, J. J. Ed- 
son, Francis E. Leupp, and F. L. Siddons 
of Washington, William D. Foulke of Rich- 
mond, George A. Pope of Baltimore, Will- 
fam A. Aiken of Norwich, Conn., and E. 
M. Moore of Rochester, N. Y. 

The headquarters of the league for this 
meeting are at the Hotel Walton, and there 
the Executive Committee held a business 
session just before noon. Mr. George Mc- 
Aneny of New York was elected Secretary 
and Mr. A..S. Frissell, also of New York, 
was chosen Treasurer. The usual commit- 
tees were appointed, and a recess was taken 
for luncheon. 

A public meeting was held in the hotel 
parlors this afternoon, at which addresses 
‘were delivered by ex-Naval Officer Silas W. 
Burt of New York on the topic “The New 
System in New York’; by R. R. Bowker, 
read by Horace Deming of New York, on 
“The Self-Organizing Power of the Ameri- 
can People,’”’ and by Charles Richardson of 
Philadelphia on “‘ Civil Service Reform in 
Philadelphia.”’ 

Several addresses will be delivered to- 
morrow afternoon. Police Commissioner 
Theodore Roosevelt of New York is on the 
official programme for an address on “ Re- 


Bults of Reform in the New York City Police 
Department ”’; Francis E. Leupp is to speak 
on “Lo! the Poor Spoilsman! His Days 
Numbered in the Indian Department,” and 
Mrs. Charles Russell Lowell of New York 
is announced to address the convention on 

‘The Relation of Women to the Civil 
Service Reform Movement.” 

The special business session of the league 
will be held in the Walton Hotel parlors 
to-morrow forenoon. A President and Vice 
President will then be elected and reports 
and resolutions will be presented. In the 
evening a banquet will be tendered the 
visiting delegates by the Pennsylvania Civil 
Service Reform Association. 





CARL SCHURZ’S ADDRESS. 


The Work of the Civil Service Reform 
League Reviewed by Its President. 
The annual address of Carl Schurz, the 

President of the National league, was de- 

livered this evening before a large audience 

in Musical Fund Hall, in Locust Street. 

With the preface that the year just closing 

has been one of extraordinary prosperity 

to the cause of civil service reform in va- 
rious ways, the distinguished speaker said: 

“How persistently have the adherents of 
the spoils system been telling us that the 
reform of the civil service we proposed, was 
incompatible with democratic institutions, 
because without the organization of regular 
party troops on the spoils basis, and without 
the incentive of the spoils of office in pros- 
pect, it would be impossible to keep alive 

“the popular interest in public affairs! And 
how completely and conclusively has since 
the introduction of the merit system each 
successive Presidential election refuted that 
slander upon the character of the American 
peopie! In no Instance, however, has this 
refutation been more striking than it was in 
the election just behind us. A campaign 
more earnest we have never had. The num- 
ber of citizens with whose earnestness the 
possession of office or the hope of spoil had 
anything to do, was no doubt unprecedent- 
ly small. But I shall hardly be contradict- 
ed when I say that the party most earnest 
in its work and most active and enthusiastic 
in its efforts was the one which fought 
without any prospect of a partisan victory 
and into whose hopes the winning of office 
or other selfish advantage did not enter in 
the slightest degree. 

“I mean the sound-money Democrats, for 
whom the struggle had no victory but the 
victory of the cause which they believed to 
be the cause of the National honor and wel- 
fare. Truly,, the slanderers who asserted 
that it requires the promise of reward in 
the shape of official spoil to inspire Ameri- 
cans with an earnest interest in the affairs 
of their country and to stimulate them to 
patriotic exertion have never more impress- 
ively been put to shame, and their dis- 
graceful pretense ought not to be heard of 
again. It is a significant fact that those 
whose zeal in the late campaign was most 
conspicuously unselfish put forth the most 
emphatic pronouncement in favor of civil 
service reform, while the party whose cause 
Was condemned by the verdict of the Ameri- 
can people was the only one which sought 
to inspirit the efforts of its adherents by 
opening to them the prospect of unlimited 
official plunder. 

Spoils Politics Defeated. 


“I am, of course, very far from asserting 
that civil service reform played an impor- 
tant part in the late campaign as a politi- 
cal issue. The popular mind was absorbed 
with other things. But I do say that spoils 


polities suffered a double defeat in the elec- 
tion. The party to whose cause and to 
whose prospects the spoils idea was most 
foreign proved itself in political action the 
most enthusiastic and efficient, while the 
party which invoked the spoils spirit to its 
aid found the promise of spoils utterly im- 
potent to avert its discomfiture. 

“This moral triumph, however, is by no 
means the only auspicious event upon which 
Wwe may congratulate ourselves. The hope 
expressed a year ago that President Cleve- 
land would, as to the extension of the 
classified service so far as it could be 
effected by Executive aetion alone, leave 
to his successors but little to do, has been 
fully justified. The Executive order promul- 
gated by him on May 6, 1896, marks one 
of the greatest and most important onward 
strides in the history of the reform move- 
ment. This order added to the classified 
service and subjected to the merit system 
at one stroke of the pen more than 40,000 

laces, so that the number of positions 
n the National service placed under the 
civil service rules, which was 15,000 under 
President Arthur twelve years ago, has 
now risen to nearly £0,000, while the number 
of excepted places in the branches of the 
service covered is reduced to less than 800. 
That order provided for promotion exam- 
inations in all the departments. It put an 
end to the old controversies as to whether 
such positions as those of chiefs of divis- 
fon in the Government departments, an 
of deputies of various sorts, could or should 
be entirely withdrawn from the reach of 
perty, litics, and it dispersed the charm 

y which certain places of a very ordinary 
sort were sought to be consecrated to the 
spoils idea by simply calling them “ con- 
fidential."’ That order condensed the large 
and somewhat confused aggregation of civil 
service rules which in the course of time 
had accumuiated into a simple, clear, and 
ractical code. And—more than all this— 
hat order established the general prin- 

‘ciple that it is the natural and normal 
status of persons serving under the Execu- 
tive departments of the National Govern-

nuity displayed by the spoils politicians in 
conjuring up difficulties to every extension 
of the merit system, and the tricks d 
stratagems employed in changing the names 
and in mixing up the duties of various of- 
fices, and in other disreputable ways. to 
steal places already classified from _ the 
realm of the merit system for the benefit of 
the spoilsmen. 


Merit System Now the Rule. 
“All this is now over in the National 
service; the merit system is unequivocally 
recognized as the general rule, and I am 
sure I am speaking the sentiment of every 
member of this league and of every sincere 


frind of good government in the country 
when I say that had he never done any- 
thing else to advance it, the name of Presi- 
dent Cleveland would for this order of May 
6 alone forever stand pre-eminent in the 
annals of the civil service reform move- 
ment. 

“Nor should we fail gratefully to remem- 
ber the valuable services rendered by the 
National Civil Service Commission, which 
has proved itself conspicuously faithful, ju- 
dicious, and efficient, and the loyal enforce- 
ment of the law in the several Government 
departments, especially that of the Post Of- 
fice, which has resolutely sought to rescue 
the country Postmaster from the reach of 
spoils politics, and that of Agriculture, 
which has carried the domain of the com- 
—", rule to the very top of its organiza- 
tion, 

In New York State. 


“It is not in the National service alone 
that we find evidence of gratifying progress, 
The establishment and maintenance of the 
merit system in the various State and mu- 
nicipal governments is next in importance. 


The complete expulsion of the spoils spirit 
from the National service can hardly be 
expected so long as that spirit is kept 
alive and fostered in the services of our 
States and municipalities. As you are 
aware, the Constitution of the State of 
New York contains a clause making the 
introduction of the competitive merit sys- 
tem in the service of the State and mu- 
nicipalities obligatory. That the genius of 
the spoils politicians in New York—for there 
are such in that community—should at 
once have applied itself to the task Of cir- 
cumventing that Constitutional provision 
you will readily believe without the pro- 
duction of affidavits. But there are judges 
in Israel, and the Court of Appeals, the 
highest tribunal in the State of New York, 
has construed the civil service section of 
the Constitution according to its meaning 
and intent, holding that the Constitutional 
provision is self-executing, and that, while 
the existing civil service statutes may be 
used so far as they go in enforcing it, 
the courts would be obliged, even in the 
absence of such statutes, to pronounce all 
appointments made without competitive ex- 
aminations to positions for which com- 
petitive examinations are practicable to be 
illegal. This decision has been practically 


.enforced by the competent authorities re- 


fusing pay to persons who had, according 
to the Court of Appeals, been illegally ap- 
pointed. The spoilsmen, finding this to be 
serious business—for their favorites for 
whom they attempted to steal places dis- 
like as much to serve for nothing as their 
patrons are loath to pay salaries out of 
their own pockets—have now conceived a 
new plan of campaign, of which I shall 
speak li‘er 

‘“*In the meantime Mr. Morton, the Gov- 
ernor of New York, mindful of his Con- 
stitutional obligations, and having learned 
from practical experience the value of 
the merit system, instructed the State Civil 
Service Commission to prepare for his con- 
Sideration a revision of the classification 
and of the rules that would carry into 
full effect the Constitutional mandate as 
construed by the courts. The new classi- 
fication and the revised rules have recently 
been promulgated by the Governor, who 
by this act entitled himself to that honor 
which a public duty well performed de- 
serves. It is no exaggeration to say that 
this is the completest embodiment of the 
civil service reform idea so far attempted 
in any State. 

“In the City of New York, too, the Mayor, 
Mr. William L. Strong, has greatly ex- 
tended the operation of the civil service 
rules, excepting only 75 positions in a total 
number of about 15,000, and confining the 
exceptions to deputies, private secretaries, 
and a few professional places. 


Insidious Assaults. 


“The dangers threatening civil service 
reform come no longer from open assault 
upon the merit system, but from insidious 
attempts to destroy its substance, while 
preserving its forms. You may hear many 


a politician who all his life has trained 
with the old spoils guard now deliver him- 
self in this wise: ‘Civil service reform? 
Certainly. An excellent thing. But it 
should be practical civil service reform. 
Examinations? Certainly. But they should 
be sensible, practical examinations. The 
trouble is, these professional civil service 
reformers do not know how to manage this 
business. They are mere theorists, one- 
sided, unpractical, unreasonable fanatics. 
In one word, whether they call themselves 
Republicans or. Democrats, they are Mug- 
wumps. They ought to be reformed them- 
selves. And we can doit. We are the,men 
to give the country the reform it wants. 
Let us have an opportunity to try our 
hands at it.’ And with this preface vari- 
ous schemes are proposed that may appear 
plausible to the unwary. But when the 
Greeks come bearing gifts, it behooves us 
to keep our eyes open, 

“In order clearly to gauge and to appre- 
ciate the character of such designs, it is 
expedient that we should at all times keep 
before Our eyes the essential principles, 
without the observance of which no true 
reform of the civil service is possible. 
There are certain things which cannot be 
repeated too often. The object of civil 
service reform is twofold: To improve the 
character and efficiency of the public serv- 
ice, and, by the abolition of the spoils sys- 
tem, to elevate the intellectual and moral 
character of our political life. To attain 
either part of this object, the very first and 
absolutely imperative requirement is that 
office cease to be an article of patronage, a 
thing to be bestowed by way of arbitrary 
personal or political favor, and therefore 
that appointments to office be made ex- 
clusively upon the ground of impartially as- 
certained fitness for the discharge of of- 
ficial duty. 

“The competitive principle is the very 
soul of: civil service reform. Without it 
there can be no true merit system on a 
large scale. Without it every reformatory 
attempt of a general nature will eventually 
become a sham and result in failure. I am 
sure I am not going too far in saying that 
whenever you find a man who presents him- 
self as a friend of civil service reform, but 
who stops short of 'the competitive principle 
as a general rule admitting but few ex- 
ceptions, you have before you one who is 
either ignorant of the fundamental princi- 
ple or a pretender with evil designs. And 
whenever political parties or politicians 
speak of reforming the civil service and of- 
fer to that end a general measure of legis- 
lation not containing the competitive rule, 
you may set them down as either deceiving 
ner or as seeking to deceive the peo- 
ple. ! 

Examiners Must Be Impartial. 


“There is another essential point which 
must never be lost sight of. The conduct 
of the competitive examinations should 
present every possible guarantee of impar- 
tiality and should therefore be independent 
of the appointing officers, that is to say, 


out of the reach of the pressure of lit- 
ical influence to which the appointing officers 
are exposed. In other words, while the 
President of the United States, or the 
Governor of a State, or the Mayor of a 
city may exercise the power of determin- 
ing or of revising the rules under which 
the competitive examinations are to be 
conducted, and of appointing the persons 
who are, to conduct them, those persons, 
when so appointed, should, in conducting 
those examinations, not be subject to be 
directed or influenced by the officers A 
whom, or for whose departments of e 
service, the appointments are to be made. 
For, if they were, the impartiality of their 
action would in many cases be gravely en- 
.dangered, and in many more cases be gen- 
erally suspected. 

“The ostensible reason for such a trans- 
fer will undoubtedly be that the heads of 
departments know best what qualifications 
are required for the positions under them, 
and that they are therefore best fitted to 
adapt the examinations to those require- 
ments. This is plausible, but futile under 
our circumstances. It is a matter of uni- 
versal experience that the heads of depart- 
ments are most areery subjected to pres- 
sure for changes in their force immediately 
after their accession to office; that is to 
say, when in an overwhelming majority of 
cases they are least acquainted with their 
own duties and least fitted to form a clear 
judgment of the qualifications their sub- 
ordinates should have. I speak here from 
my own experience, for have gone 
through it all. Another one of my per- 
sonal observations may be of equal inter- 
est. 


Experience Makes Converts. 
“T have known several heads of public 


_departments who were indifferent, or even 


hostile, to civil service reform when they 
went into office, but became thorough con- 
verts to it before they had been there 


long. Some of them frankly confessed to 
me that, had they had their way at the 
administra- 
tions, they would have freely used their 
power of appointment to take cere of their 
sup oblige their friends, and 

k out for their party; that they would 

ve yielded to the pressure for place, some-

times willingly, sometimes because they 
could not resist it; that they chafed at the 
civil Service rules restraining them; that, 
had they been permitted, they would gladly 
have disregarded them; but that as they 
gained better knowledge of their duties and 
of the requirements of the service under 
them, they became aware how discreditable 
to themselves and how hurtful to the pub- 
lic interest would have been the things 
they had at first wished to do, and that 
they could never be too grateful to the 
civil service rules for having saved them 
from ignorantly or improvidently falling in- 
to errors, the consequences of which would 
have plagued them throughout their whole 
administration. 

“The rapid progress of our cause during 
the last few years has not only gladdened 
its friends, but also exasperated its ene- 
mies. Until a recent period the spoils poli- 
ticians have looked upon the Civil Service 
Reform movement as a mere whimsey of 
theorists, which would have its day and 
then pass by. They have at last become 
aware that it is a substantial force, seri- 
ously threatening to annihilate their trade, 
unless effectively checked. They will be in- 
cessantly busy, if they cannot hope to over- 
throw it by open assault, to destroy it by 
a warfare of underground sapping and min- 
ing. And this warfare will not cease until 
the victory of Civil Service Reform is com- 
plete—that is to say, until the whole public 
service, National, State, and municipal, ex- 
cepting only the few distinctly political 
offices, has been taken out of politics by 
being brought under the merit system, and 
until this general rule of the merit system 
has become so fully identified with the 
political habits and ways of thinking of the 
American people as to exclude altogether 
the old idea of public office as the spoil of 
party victory from our party contests. 





A Large Programme. 


“True, this is a large programme. But 
why should not that which has been actu- 
ally accomplished elsewhere be possible 
here? As a result uf feudalism, as a mon- 
archical and aristocratic institution, the dis- 
tribution of public offices as mere patron- 
age, the spoils system. flourished in Eng- 
land as much as here. Owing.to the prog- 
ress of the democratic idea in Government 
in England the patronage abuse has _ been 
completely supplanted there by the demo- 
cratic merit system, as it is gradually be- 
ing supplanted here. In consequence of 
this, the idea of public office being a matter 
of patronage or spoil—aye, almost the very 
memory of that idea—has completely disap- 
peared from politics in England, while 
party struggles are there as vigorous as 
ever, Thus, the consummation has actu- 
ally reached there, proving that it can be 
done. Let us measure the distance which 
still separates us from the goal, 


Honest Enforcement Pledged. 


“The party which was victorious in the 
late National election stands upon this plat- 
form: ‘The civil service law was placed 
upon the statute books by the Republican 
Party, which has always sustained it, and 
we renew our repeated declaration that it 
shall be thoroughly and honestly enforced 
and extended wherever practicable.’ The 
Republican candidate, Mr. McKinley, in his 
letter of acceptance, spoke thus: ‘The 
pledge of the Republican National Conven- 
tion that our civil service laws shall be sus- 
tained and thoroughly and honestly en- 


forced, and extended wherever practicable, 
is in keeping with the position of the party 
for the last twenty-four years, and will be 
faithfully observed. Our opponents decry 
these reforms. They appear willing to 
abandon all the advantages gained after so 
many years of agitation and effort. They 
encourage a return to methods of party 
favoritism, which both parties have often 
denounced, which experience has con- 
demned, and which the people have repeat- 
edly disapproved. The Republican Party 
earnestly opposes this reactionary and en- 
tirely unjustifiable policy. It will take no 
backward step upon this question. It will 
seek to improve, but never degrade the 
public service.’ 

‘“‘Nor is this clear and emphatic declara- 
tion a mere perfunctory indorsement of the 
party platform. It expresses Mr. McKin- 
ley’s own honest sentiments, for, to his 
honor be it said, he has never failed as a 
member of Congress to give the civil service 
law a hearty and effective support. It was 
he who, in 1890, when some members of his 
own party sought to overthrow it, indig- 
nantly exclaimed on the floor of the House 
of Representatives: ‘If the Republican 
Party of this country is pledged to any 
one thing more than another, it is the main- 
tenance of the civil service law and its 
efficient execution—not only that, but to its 
enlargement and its further application to 
the public service. The merit system is 
here, and it is here to stay.’ And nobody 
who knows him doubts that Mr. McKinley 
meant what he said and that he is honestly 
determined to act as President. according to 
that meaning. 

“Thus the party in power and the new 
President have both solemnly promised, 
not merely to maintain the merit system as 
now embodied in the civil service law, but 
to extend it. How are they to extend it? 
As to the strictly ministerial part of the 
National service President Cleveland has 
left them little to do. It is true, the ex- 
cepted list may still be somewhat reduced 
by classifying the Assistant Postmasters, 
the Deputy Collectors, and so on. Also the 
employes of the District of Columbia may, 
and should, be brought under: civil service 
rules. Likewise would the two Houses of 
Congress do themselves, and by way of re- 
ducing expenses also to the people, a val- 
uable service by putting their own em- 
ployes, excepting perhaps the private sec- 
retaries, under the merit system; nor would 
the judicial branch be injured in dignity or 
in comfort by having its employes classified 
too. 

“ But these are comparatively small mat- 
ters compared with what has been done, 
and with what is still to be done. Every 
Administration since the enactment of the 
civil service law has signalized itself by 
some.conspicuous advance of the merit sys- 
tem. If the incoming Administration wishes 
to follow this rule, its ambition cannot per- 
mit itself to be satisfied with merely adding 
to the competitive schedule a few more 
hundreds, or thousands of clerks. It will 
have to aim much higher. 


The Postmaster Problem. 


“It will have at least to accomplish the 
solution of the Postmaster problem, which 
is the next in order. Indeed, supported by 
a strong public opinion in favor of thor- 
ough administrative reform, it will have the 
power, and it may consicer it its duty, to 
complete the work of eliminating the spoils 
virus from the whole of the National serv- 
ice altogether. Only then will it fully equal 
the precedents set by its predecessors, who 
one after another advanced the merit sys- 
tem in constantly increasing progression. 
And when the National service stands there 
purged of the spoils blemish, a living proof 
of the beneficent effects of civil service re- 
form, we may expect its example presently 
to become irresistible to those of the State 
and municipal Governments that e now 
lagging behind in the onward march. 

“What I said of the dangers still be- 
setting our cause may have shown you that 
I underestimate neither the strength nor 
the cunning of our opponents. But I am, 
nevertheless, convin that their. striving 
will be in vain. They may fight skillful] 
and stubbornly, but already their cause {s 
morally lost. The question is only, if they 
fight on, how many dead and wounded they 
will leave on the field, and how many capt- 
ives in our lines. Civil service reform has 
carried position after post, 
against apparently overwhelming odds, and 
with each advance its force has grown 
stronger and the resistance weaker. But 
yesterday we were only a handful, ridiculed 
and neglected. To-day we count well nigh 
the whole intelligence and moral sense of 
the Nation as an earnest ally of our cause. 
I do not that the contest is already 
end but do say that it is no longer 
doubtful. were nearly two years ‘bee 
tween and Appomattox.

LEGAL NOTES. 


In a suit by Gustave Volckers for dam- 
ages for conversion of property embraced 
in a chattel mortgage which he held, judg- 
ment was given, in a district eourt, for the 
defendant, Richard Sturke, on the ground 
that the plaintiff's mortgage, not having 
been filed until twenty-five days after its 
delivery, on Feb. 3, 1896, was void as to 
defendant, an existing creditor, he having 
on March 19 received a bill of sale of the 
property from the same party, a Mrs. 
Elbe, and under that and a mortgage dated 
Feb. 5, 1896, which was assigned to_ him, 
sold-it at auction. The Appellate Term, 
Justice McAdam giving the opinion, has 
reversed the judgment, holding that the 
plaintiff’s mortgage, though not filed until 
twenty-five days after it was made, took 
effect against the mortgagor from the time 
of its delivery, and against subsequent pur- 
chasers from the time of filing, and was at 
all times a valid obligation as against her 
or them.

A petition by one of the employes of the 
James Chambers Company, Limited, which 
is insolvent, who was discharged by the 
receiver appointed by the court, to have 
the receiver directed to pay his wages, has 
been denied by Justice Truax, in Supreme 
Court, Special Term. The application was 
made under the law of 1885, which provides 
that “ where a receiver of a corporation 
created or organized under the laws of this 
State, and doing business therein, other 
than isurante and moneyed corporations, 
shall be appointed, the wages of the em- 
ployes, operatives, and laborers thereof 
shall be preferred to every other debt or 
claim against such corporation, and shall 
be paid by the receiver from the moneys 
of such corporation which shall first come 
into his hands.’’. Justice Truax holds that 
this employe having been discharged by the 
receiver upon the latter’s appointment, his 
claim for wages which he alleges became 
due him after that time is not within the 
provisions of the statute. The law, the 
Court says, was made to secure the wages 
of workmen, and was not meant to do more 
than that.’ In fact, the claim of the peti- 
tioner was for damages for breach of con- 
tract of employment, and not for wages. 

+,* 

The extent of a tenant’s right to remove 
fixtures from demised premises at the end 
of his term is a question frequently in con- 
troversy in the courts in this city. In a 
suit by Mary Talbot against Stephen Van 
Rensselaer Cruger and others, decided last 
week, considerable light was thrown upon 
the subject by the Court of Appeals. The 
plaintiff claimed damages from the agents 
of the former owner of the land, and a 


purchaser at a judicial sale, for ‘their 
fraud and deceit in procuring from her a 
surrender of her house by falsely repre- 
senting to her that the paper they pre- 
sented to her for execution, which she 
signed, was a lease of the land on which 
the house stood.’’ The Court of Appeals 
holds, Justice Gray giving the opinion, that 
the right of @ tenant to remove fixtures 
erected for trade is conceded to him for 
reasons of public policy, and, being in the 
nature of a privilege, it must be exercised 
before the expiration of the term or before 
he quits possession. If the right to remove 
other fixtures exists by virtue of some 
agreement, then it must be exercised in 
like manner. By entering upon a new lease, 
in which the tenant’s right to remove such 
fixtures is not reserved, although it ex- 
isted under the former tenancy, the right 
is determined; and this is true, even where 
there is a continuous holding. Unless the 
reservation is made in the new lease, the 
right will be deemed to. have been aban- 
doned, and the fixtures will become the 
property of the landlord. 
s,* 

From the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of Minnesota, sustaining the milk and 
dairy ordinance of the City of Minneapolis 
providing for the inspection of dairy herds 
outside of the city, and the use of the 
tuberculin test, it would appear that that 
State is in advance of New York in pro- 
viding safeguards against impure and adul- 


terated milk. Although our recently amend- 
ed agricultural law has done much in that 
direction, it apparently needs further 
amendment to be entirely effective. Many 
of the suits brought in the district courts 
to recover the prescribed penalties, as well 
as the criminal prosecutions in the Special 
Sessions, often fail, from the difficulty 
under the law of proving the -offenses 
charged. The,City of Minneapolis, under 
the State law of 1895, giving authority to 
pass ordinances on ‘the subject, provided 
for licensing and regulating the sale of milk 
in the city, and the Supreme Court holds 
that it was competent for the City 
Council by ordinance to require that 
an applicant for a license to sell milk 
within the city should consent that the 
dairy herd from which he obtained his 
milk be inspected by the Commissioner of 
Health of the city, although such dairy 
herd was kept outside the city limits. The 
requirement that he should consent, as a 
condition precedent to  obtainin such 
license, that the animals from which he 
obtained the milk should be subjected to 
the ‘‘ tuberculin test,” was held not to be 
unreasonable.

GATHERED ABOUT TOWN. 





The Catholic Church of St. Benedict the 
Moor, in Bleecker Street, which has made 
some changes in its property recenily, 
transferring a home for colored children at 
Rye to another mission of the church, is ta 
move up town. It is an interesting church, 
both as to building and people. The former 
is a pdain, quaint structure, and the latter 
is made up of various classes of colored 
people, including the West Indian negroes, 
who hold themselves to be a little superior 
to the others of their race. The varioug 
classes are harmonized by the pastor, Fa- 
ther John E. Burke, the only white man in 
charge of any of the thirteen ‘colored 
churches in New York. It was thirteen 
years ago when Father Burke bought the 
church and began his work among the 
colored people in New York. His was then 
the only colored Roman Catholic church in 
the North. When the church was opened the 
colored Roman Catholics, who were at- 
tending white churches, came to see about 
,the new church. They told Father Burke 
then that if there had not been a white 
man in charge they would not have be- 
come members. Now tthe colored population 
has moved away from Bleecker Street up 
town, and Father Burke is going after 
them, The colored Methodist Church, which 
was in the vicinity, sold its property, which 
is now occupied by an Italian congrega- 
tion, and moved up town some time ago. 
The colored Episcopal Church, on Mulberry 
Street, is now San Salvatore, another Ital- 
jan church, and that body has also gone 
further up in the city. 

“TIT would like to have a church on 
wheels myself,’ says Father Burke, “‘ and 
follow the people around. I can’t expect 
them to send their children down here when 
they live up town. It means the expense of 
car fare. The Italians have taken their 
places in this part of the city now. The 
colored people are on the west side, from 
Twenty-sixth up to Sixtieth Street. On 
the east side they are congregated in 
Ninety-seventh and Ninety-eighth Streets 
around Second and Third Avenues, ani 
all the way up to One Hundred and Third 
Street. I want to start two missions as 
soon as we can sell the church down town 
—one on the west side first, and then one 
op the east side, ‘which will be a branch 
¢ +,* 
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There is a colored bootblack in City Hall 
Park who has solved the problem of keep- 
ing warm and having his arms free at the 
same time. He wears a flannel shirt, a 
vest and coat, the last named an ordinary 
garment in every way but one—it has no 
sleeves. The armhole is neatly bound, and 
though the flannel shirtsleeves are of blue, 
the tout ensemble is very satisfactory. 
There may have been economical reasons for 
the adoption of the sleeveless coat; the 
sleeves may have departed to a-great ex- 
tent from natural causes before they were 
faken out altogether. Anyway, the coat is 
minus these two accessories and the boot- 
black wears it with great satisfaction.

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MARIE BARBERI ACQUITTED 





THE JURY DECIDES THE CASE IN 
LESS THAN AN HOUR. 


Scenes of Excitement in Court at the 
Close of the Trial—The Woman 
Thanks the Jurors—Returns 


to Her Home. 


Marie Barberi is a free woman. She was 
acquitted at 5:45 o'clock yesterday after- 
moon of the charge of murder. The jury 
Was out less than an hour. 

An eager crowd filled the courtroom, 
awaiting the verdict. The attendants 


Warned the people that no demonstration 
should be made, under. penalty of being 
committed for contempt. , 

When the jury announced the verdict of 
not guilty most of those in court looked 
pleased. One man started to cheer, when 
an aitendant grabbed him by the shoulders, 
end he changed his mind. 

The women present smiled, as though de- 
lighted. Marie herself smiled. Otherwise 
her face was expressionless. 

When the jurymen were passing out Marie 
shook hands with each one, and thanked 
him in broken English. The jurors re- 
turned her greeting as though it had been 
# pleasure to acquit her. 

Her aged mother came over from among 
the spectators and threw her arms about 
Marie’s neck. The mother sobbed with joy 
and then cried in a subdued way as she 
clasped her daughter closely to her. 


Discharged from Custody. 


Marie was led to the bar and discharged. 

Mrs. Foster, a missionary, took the young 
Italian woman out into a private hall and 
led her up stairs from the crowd that wait- 
ed.to see how the acquitted woman would 
act. The two passed out from the building 
at another entrance and started for the 
Tombs, where Marie wanted to say good- 
bye to Mrs. Smith, the matron. Before the 
two had reached the entrance to the prison 
another crowd had gathered and stared at 
the missionary and her companion. They 
continued staring through the barred door 
after the two had passed in. 

Mrs. Foster said Marie would pass the 
might with her parents and to-day would go 
into the country for a rest. Marie remained 
at the Tombs but a few minutes. Then she 
went to the law offices of Friend, House 
& Grossman, where she greeted a large 
mumber of friends. She held communica- 
tion by telephone with her friend the Count- 
ess Di Braza, who had just returned to the 
city. Then she communicated the news of 
her acquittal to Mrs. Sage, the matron at 
Sing Sing, who had shown her the greatest 
kindness during her incarceration there. 


Mrs. Foster will probably get Marie some 
light employment after she has rested. 


Last of the Trial. 


When Judge Gildersleeve opened the 
Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court yes- 
terday, Fred B. House, senior counsel for 
Marie Barberi, began the closing argument. 
He made a powerful plea for his client, re- 
citing the wrongs which she had suffered, 
and dwelling with emphasis upon the evi- 
dence tending to show that the woman is an 
epileptic. 

He said that the defense had shown by 
medical testimony of the highest character 
that a person suffering from psychical-epi- 
lepsy could commit an act and be uncon- 
scious of it, and yet afterward have some 
recollection of it. The testimony of the 
witnesses showed that Marie Barberi was 
an epileptic of the psychical type. It came 
to her by inheritance from a family whose 
blood was tainted with the disease. Such 
an epileptic was no more legally or morally 
responsible for her acts than one suffering 
from other forms of mental aberration. 

Assistant District Attorney McIntyre be- 
gan his address to the jury immediately 
after recess. 


Charge to the Jury. 


After Mr. McIntyre had concluded sum- 
ming up for the prosecution, Justice Gil- 
dersleeve announced that a recess of ten 
minutes would be taken. He began his 
charge at 3:45 o’clock. In opening he com- 
plimented the jury warmly, saying that the 
patience they had shown throughout a long 
and tedious trial was indeed. praiseworthy. 


The Justice recited the allegations against 
the prisoner, and told of the murder of 
Cataido. He then gave a short history of 
the defense—the alleged irresponsibility. 
The different degrees of murder were ex- 
plained to the jury. ‘ 

‘if Marie Barberi,” said the Judge, ‘‘ had 
will power enough to restrain her from 
doing the act alleged, or if you believe that 
the crime was premeditated, then she can- 
not be excused upon the plea of irresponsi- 
bility. If you believe she was of unsound 
mind, she is not responsible. The facts 
surrounding the act must determine fhe 
hea or absence of intent or premedita- 

Responsibility for Crime. 


“ According to our laws, a person who 
is insane cannot be convicted of a capital 
crime. But everybody who commits a 
crime is regarded sane, until proved other- 
wise. As to the expert testimony, you 
know that in many material facts the doc- 


tors did not agree. Which was right? 
That is what you, gentlemen of the jury, 
must determine.”’ 

The Judge paid Dr. Hamilton a warm 
compliment, saying that he alone was the 
ene whose testimony was not attacked by 
either side. The jurymen were cautioned 
not to lay too much stress upon the views 
of experts. 

Just 1 hour and 2 minutes was taken up 
with the Justice’s charge. Before retiring, 
the foreman of the jury asked to have a 
portion of the testimony of Mrs. Van Brunt, 
a station-house matron, read, relating to 
the condition of Marie’s physical health at 
the time of her arrest. The request was 

ranted. The jury retired at 4:56, and at 

+45 returned the verdict of not guilty. 





HISTORY OF THE CASE. 


The Killing of Cataldo and the 


Woman’s Two Trials. 


The crime for which Marie Barberi un- 
derwent two trials was the murder of her 
lover, Dominico Cataldo, April 26, 1895. Ca- 
taldo had promised to marry her, but in 
spite of repeated solicitation. refused to 
keep the promise. 

On the day of the murder Marie went to 
@ saloon at 428 Bast Thirteenth Street, 
where Cataldo was playing cards. Here she 
asked him to fulfill his promise. Cataldo 
said sneeringly: “‘Only hogs marry.” He 
was sitting in a chair at the time. Marie 
crept slowly behind him and made a mo- 
tion as if to put her arms around his neck. 
Instead of doing this she drew his head 
back and cut his throat from ear to ear 
a old razor she had concealed in her 

an 

Her first trial was before Recorder Goff, 
and waa begun July $ of last year. The 
trial lasted two days and resulted in a 
verdict of guilty. She was then sentenced 
to be executed Aug. 19. Immediately after 
the trial the Countess di Braza and a num- 
ber of epee Italians ‘interested them- 
selves in the girl. Petitions for pardon 
were presented to Gov. Morton. He would 
do nothing further than to respite the girl, 

The attorney for the defense in the first 
trial withdrew soon after the respite, and 
Friend & House took up the case, free of 
charge. They first took out an appeal from 
the verdict of the first tral. This was 
argued April 8 of this year, ang resulted in 
a new trial being granted May 1. 

After the decision, of the higher court 
Was announced Marie was brought from 
Sing Sing Prison, where she had been 
confined a condemned prisoner, to the 
Tombs. The second trial began Nov. 16, be- 
f Justice Gildersleeve, in the Criminal 

h of the Suvreme Court. - 
nt District Attorney McIntyre ap: 
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was assisted by Frederick B. Hymes, a 
medico-legal expert. The defense in the 
second trial was insanity. An effort was 
made to prove that by reason of inherited 
spilepsy Marie was not responsible for her 
gt. After seventeen days of actual trial 
work, the jury agreed with this theory, and 
to-day Marie is free.

Distribution of the Deceased Manu- 
facturer’s Estate of $2,500,000. ~ 


The will 6f William Steinway was filed by 
Charles H, Steinway yesterday. It gives 
the value of the estate as $2,500,000. Of 
this, $2,000,000 is in personal property and 
$500,000 in real estate. 

The following charitable bequests were 
made by the decedent: To the German La- 
dies’ Society for Widows and Orphans, the 
German Hospital, the German Society of 
No. 13 Broadway, to the trustees of the 


Corporation of Steinway & Sons, for the’ 


benefit of the Steinway Free Circulating 
Library and Free Kindergarten of Stein- 
way, L. IL. and to the Union Church of 
Long Island City, $3,000 each. These be- 
quests are then made to Mrs. LouisasKrusi 
of 276 Madison Street, and her four daugh- 
ters, Wilhelmina, Annie, Louise, and 
Adolphine, $2,000 each. 

To Louis Von Bernuth, son-in-law of the 
decedent, $5,000. To Julia Dorathea Casse- 
beer, a grand niece, $5,000. To Lilly Hen- 
rietta Toussaint, daughter of J. Otto Tous- 
saint, “‘the dear friend of my wife,” is be- 
queathed the interest on $5,000, to be paid 
semi-annually for five years, at the end of 
which time she is to receive the principal. 
The decedent ditects that the income of 
$10,000 be paid to his two grandchildren, 
Meta Elizabeth and William Steinway Von 
Bernuth. When they attain their majority 
they are to receive the principal. 

Dr. Alfred T. Roos, a nephew, who lives 
at Munich, Bavaria, is given $25,008. To 
his native town of seesen, on the Hartz 
Mountains, Germany, Mr. Steinway be- 
queaths 5,000 German reichsmarks, one-half 
to go to the poor of the town and the bal- 
ance to be expended on the improvement 
of Steinway Park of the town. The residue 
of the estate is to be so divided that one- 
fifth shall be given to his daughter, Paula 
Theoda Von Bernuth, and one-fifth to 
Ottilie Marie Clara teatrice Steinway and 
Gertrude Margarita Steinway, infant daugh- 
ters of George Augustus Steinway, the only 


son of the testator by his first wife, to 
share equally. This one-fifth is made sub- 
ject to an annuity of $6,000, to be paid dur- 
ing his life, to George Augustus Steinway. 
The other three-fifths is to be divided 
equally between the testator’s three infant 
children by his second wife, namely, Will- 
iam Richard, Theodore Edwin, and Maud 
Emily Louisa Steinway, each of whom is 
to receive one-fifth of this portion. 

“Tf any of the beneficiaries contest the 
probate of this will then his or -her share 
shall be regarded as not devised or be- 
queathed, and he or she shall have no in- 
terest or inheritance in the property.” 

The executors and trustees are Charles 
H. and Frederick T. Steinway, Louis Von 
Bernuth, and Paula Theoda Von Bernuth. 





DUTY ON IMPORTED RICE. 


Long Controversy Results in a De- 
cision for the Government. 


The long controversy in the Federal 
courts between importers and the United 
States Government concerning the proper 
rate of duty on imported ‘“ Patna’”’ rice 
has resulted in a decision by Judge Wheeler 
of the United States Circuit Court in favor 
of the Government, represented in the par- 
ticular suit at issue by Assistant United 
States District Attorney Henry C. Platt. 

The importation wds made by Dan Tal- 
mage’s Sons of this city after the Wilson 
Tariff act of 1894. This bill altered the rice 
paragraph in the act of 1890 and defined un- 
cleaned rice as rice free of outer hull and 
still having the inner cuticle on. The rice 
in controversy was free of outer hull and 
also had the inner cuticle taken out. 

The Government claimed that the rice 
paragraph of 1894 was intended to cover all 
imported rice in any and every condition, 
and that the rice in controversy .was cleaned 
rice within the meaning of the statute. 


The importers claimed that it was not the 
cleaned rice of commerce. 

The Court held that the specific descrip- 
tion of rice in the act of 1894 was intended 
to cover all imported rice, and that the 
commercia] understanding as to rice must 
give way to the statutory definition, and 
judgment was accordingly rendered for the 
Government, 





PAPER MAKERS CONFERRING. 


They Are Trying to Find a Way to 


Stop Ruinous Competition, 


There is a possibility that the print paper 
manufacturers—that is, the manufacturers 
of paper generally used by newspapers and 
in that class of work—will soon come to an 
agreement that will put an end to the pres- 
ent ruinous competition. There are be- 
tween thirty and forty of these mills in 
the country, and their representatives have 
been conferring since Oct. 1, and something 
definite may be accomplished at a general 
meeting which it is proposed to hold after 
Christmas. 

While the plans are yet embryonic, they 
embrace the general idea of dividing the 
country into territorial districts, wherein 
certain manufacturers will have the right 
to make and sell their especial kind of pa- 
per. A general agency may be formed to 
take charge of export trade. 

Among the parties interested are Warner 
Miller of the Herkimer Paper Company, the 


Messrs. Fullerton and Brockelbank of the 
Manufacturers’, A, Pagensticher of the Fall 
Mountain, W. W. Brown of the Berlin

SWEPT UNDER A FERRYBOAT. 


Unknown Man Drowned in the North 
River Yesterday. 


The ferryboat Newburg was crossing from 
Weehawken to the Harrison Street slip at 
about 4:30 yesterday morning when Capt. 
Frantz saw a man astride a capsized boat 
floating down stream. He was in about 
the middle of the river. 

The ferryboat was sent as near the skiff 
as possible. The man shouted “‘ Save me” 
and James Higgins, a deckhand, threw him 
a life-preserver. As he did not grasp it, 
though it went within easy reach, Higgins 
tied the rope around his waist and swam 
out. The rope, however, was not long 


enough to allow him to reach the man, who 
would not swim the few feet between them 
nor answer Higgins’s peals to him. 

The water was so cold that Higgins did 
not dare attempt a rescue without the rope.

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GREATER CITY'S FINANCES 


PROBLEMS THE CHARTER MEN 
MUST CONSIDER. 





It Is Thought that Much of the 
Present System in Force in This 
City Will Be Adopted—The 
Taxation Plan. 


The Draft Committee of the Greater New 
York Commission will meet to-morrow at 
Columbia College to continue its labors. 
The members of this committee have been 
working so hard of late that a few days’ 
rest was found necessary. The chapter re- 
garding the Health Department was so long 
that the business of making a critical re- 
view of it was divided among the members 
with instructions to report to-morrow. 

The chapters which will define the finan- 
cial part of the charter have also been under 
consideration this week, and they are among 
the most important parts of the work. It 
is proposed, as already stated in THE NEW 
YorK TIMEs, that the present financial 
system, with some slight changes, now in 
force in New York City, shall be applied to 


|. the Greater New York. 


It is proposed that the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, which is at present the 
important part of the city’s financial sys- 
tem, shall be continued in its present form 
with the exception that the President of 
the proposed Municipal Assembly shall have 
the seat in the board which is now occupied 
by the President of the Board of Aldermen. 

In the discussion of the proposed finan- 
cial system of the greater city it has been 
inevitable that the matter of adjusting mat- 
ters,so that the city should spend only the 
monies that have been collected from taxes 
should be considered. This is the old rev- 
enue-bond question. At present the ex- 
penditures for any given year begin with 
Jan, 1, but the taxes which meet those ex- 
penditures do not fall due until Oct. 1 fol- 
lowing. The money to meet the current in- 
debtedness between January and June is 
raised by the issue of revenue bonds. This 
disparity between the time a tax budget 
goes into effect and the ‘time at which the 
taxes begin to flow into the City Treasury 
is one of the ancient woes of this city. It 
is a cause of expense for which various 
remedies have been suggested and none ever 
adopted. It is estimated that these revenue 
bonds cost the city from $250,000 to $350,000 
a@ year, according to-the condition of the 
money market. 


Problem Respecting Expense. 


Among the methods suggested to obviate 
this expense during the past few years has 
been one that proposed an issue of bonds 
under authority of the Legislature to pro- 
vide for the forty or forty-five million dol- 
lars necessary to meet the emergency. It 
has been proposed that these bonds should 
run for a period of forty or fifty years, and 
that a sinking fund should be created, into 
which an amount equal to the average in- 
terest on the revenue bonds and an addi- 
tional $400,000 or $500,000 per year should 
be placed. 

It has been calculated that the average 
interest and the apportionment of the $400,- 
600 or $500,000 annually by) the Board of 


Estimate would furnish a fund large enough 
at the end of the time for which these spe- 
cial bonds were issued to pay for the bonds. 
It has also been proposed that arrange- 
ments should be-made whereby one-fifth of 
the amount involved in the present system 
of revenue bonds should be added to the 
tax budget each year for the next five 
years, and that by this means the receipt 
of taxes could be made to conform to the 
time at which moneys received from these 
taxes could be paid ecut. In other words, 
the suggestions have been that the city 
should use its own money every year to pay 
its current debits, and that it should not be 
a borrower for the greater part of each 
fiscal year. 

The problern has always been regarded 
as a serious one, and it could not be learned 
yesterday that anything would be incor- 
porated in the new charter which would 
solve it. In fact, from the information 
obtained by a reporter for THE NEW YORK 
TIMES, it is probable and almost certain 
that this curious and expensive condition of 
affairs will be left as it is by the new 
charter, and that until some further legis- 
lation is had, the city ‘must still be a bor- 
rower in the money markets for the greater 
part of each year. 

Against the scheme of issufng bonds un- 
der legislative au hority has been advanced 
the argument that such a course might 
‘bring the city debt dangerously near the 
Constitutional limit. Against the plan of 
adjusting the matter by adding one-fifth 
each year for five years to the budget has 
been advanced the 2laim that this would 
make the tax rete for these five years so 
high that there would be a vigorous pro- 
test against it from the taxpayers. 

While it seems certain now that no reme- 
dial action will be taken in drawing the 
charter, it is very certain that the financial 
portion of the document will not be agreed 
on for days, if not weeks. 


Greater New York’s Taxation. 


The plan now is to adopt the N&w York 
City scheme of taxation for the Greater 
New York. There are now three Tax Com- 
missioners. It is proposed that the char- 
ter shall make the number four. 

As already told in THE NEW YorRK TIMEs, 
it is proposed to have five boroughs in the 
Greater New York—the borough of Manhat- 
tan, which shall be south of the Harlem; 


the borough of the Bronx, which shall be 
north of the Harlem; the borough of Brook- 
lyn, which shall include the present City of 
Brooklyn, and the boroughs of Queens and 
Richmond. 

The unicipal Assembly will consist of 
a Bo of Councilmen and a Board of Al- 
dermen. The Councilmen, who will form 
the upper house, will be elected from ten 
Council districts. Five of these Council dis- 
tricts will be in the present New York City, 
three in Brooklyn, and one each in Queens 
and Richmond. It is probable that the Coun- 
cil districts in the paces? New York City 
and in Brooklyn will each have four Coun- 
cilmen, and that those in Queens and Rich- 
mond will have two Councilmen each. There 
will be a President of the Council, making 
thirty-seven in all. The Aldermen will be 
elected from the Senate districts which are 
within the territory of Greater New York. 
There will be four or five Aldermen from 
each Assembly district. 

It has been practically decided by the 
Draft Committee to recommend the con- 
tinuance of the Bi-Partisan Police Com- 
mission for the Greater New York. 

The Board of Public Improvements will 
take the place of the Department of Public 
Works. The board will be made up of the 
Commissioners of Water, Street, Paving, 
Sewers, Gas and Electricity, and the other 
proposed departments which are to be made 
out of bureaus in the present Department 
of Public Works. All these proposed de- 
partments “will have branches in the 
boroughs, and each Commissioner will have 
his deputy in each borough, 

As already stated in these. columns, there 
will, as now proposed, be a Board of the 
Borough in each borough. This board will 
be made up of a President of the Borough, 
to be elected by the people, and of the 
Councilmen and Aldermen, within the con- 
fines of each borough. The public im- 
provements in the boroughs must originate 
with the Borough Boards, which can only 
recommend improvements to the Municipal 
Assembly. 





Vreeland Makes a Statement, 


Several rumors about the equipment of 
the Fourth, Sixth, and Eighth Avenue 
lines by the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company were disposed of yesterday in a 
statement by President H. H. Vreeland. No 
underground electric system has yet been 
adopted. The system, however, will be 
one which will not cost more than $40,000 


a mile of single track. The Lenox Avenue 
line cost $125,000 a mile of single track, be- 
cause the work had been completed for a 
eable line.

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NEEDS OF THE SUB-TREASURY. 


Assistant Treasurer Jordan Asks for 
More Money and More Help. 


Assistant United States Treasurer Con- 
rad N. Jordan has written a letter to the 
Treasury Department setting forth the ne- 
cessity of an immediate improvement in 
the conditions existing at the Sub-Treasury 
in New York. In asking for appropriations 
for the maintenance of the Sub-Treasury 
for 1897-98, Mr. Jordan requests that Con- 
gress make an increased ‘allowance if a 
serious breakdown in the machinery of the 
institution is to be avoided. 

The aggregate-of the estimate submitted 
by Assistant Treasurer Jordan is $206,000, 
which is $11,470 more than the appropria- 
tion for the current year. He asks for ad- 
ditional assistant tellers—two in the $1,000 
grade; three in the $900 grade, and three 
in the $800 grade. A request is also made 
for the allowance of two additional messen- 
gers, one at $900 and one at $850. This 
addition to the office staff is asked for in 
order that the present overworked force 
may be relieved, and also that annual vaca- 
tions may be allowed, as in other branches 
of the Government service. The constantly 
increasing volume of work at the New York 
Sub-Treasury has not only made the grant- 
ing of adequate vacations impossible, but 
it has required the employes to work an 
hour longer each day than is usual in other 
Federal offices. 

Attention is called in Mr. Jordan’s let- 
ter to the fact that, although two-thirds 
of all the business handled by United States 
Sub-Treasuries is done in New York, the 
annual appropriation for the New York 
Sub-Treasury is much less than that for 
the other offices. Fon the current year the 
New York office has less than $195,000, 
while the amount appropriated to carry on 
the other offices is about $228,000. Much of 
this disproportion is attributed to the ten- 
dency to maintain the stereotyped form 
without due regard to the changed condi- 
tions. Continued disregard of the growing 
needs of the New York office, Mr. Jordan 
declares, will inevitably work harm, as well 
as cast discredit upon the Federal money 
institutions. 

Mr. Jordan repeats his’ recommendation 
for an increase of the compensation of the 
Deupty Assistant Treasurer and the Cashier 


from $4,200 to $5,000. The last mentioned 
amount, he explains, will be but half as 
much as is paid by first-class private in- 
stitutions for similiar service, and it is 
the same as the present compensation of the 
cashier of the Custom House. ‘The Assist- 
ant ‘'lreasurer further asks that the com- 
pensation of the Assistant Cashier and 
Vault Clerk be increased from 33,200 to 
$3,400; that the pay of the engineer and 
assistant engineer be advanced $1lo0U0 and 
$80, respectively, and that two additional 
night watchmen be provided for at $/2U per 
annum each. 

Mr. Joraan says: ‘In order to have the 
building properiy guardeu { have been 
compelied to detail other employes for this 
service, in case of absence or illness of the 
regular watch force. This was limited to 
six, notwithstanding the repeated requests 
of my predecessors and myself. ‘This num- 
ber permits only two reliefs of three men 
each, which is manifestly insufficient for 
the proper protection of a building carry- 
ing trequently a balance of $200,000,000 and 
over in actual cash.’’ 





NO EXTRA SESSION WANTED. 


Col. Conger Tells of the Needs of the 
Business Men. 


“The business men of the country, so far 
as I have learned their sentiments, do not 
vant af extra session of Congress to re- 
vise the tariff. They want the present ses- 
sion to modify the Dingley bill, and pass it, 
or pass some other measure which will in- 
crease the country’s revenue, and thus con- 
sider the matter settled, so that business 
may be free from the disturbing influence 
of a tariff discussion.’’ 

This was the reply made by Col. A. L. 
Conger of Ohio, yesterday, to a question of 
a reporter for THE New York TiMEs. Col. 
Conger has been prominent as a Republican 
in Ohio politics for some years. He is a 
manufacturer of agricultural implements, 
and is interested in factories in Syracuse, 
Akron, Ohio; Pullman, Ill., and one in Can- 
ada, that employ at times from 10,000 to 
15,000 men. 

“I have recently been in Pennsylvania 
and through New England,” he _ said. 
‘* Business is improving to some extent, al- 
though slowly. The confidence of business 
men was restored by the result of the elec- 
tion. Many mills and factories have started 
up, but these are simply filling existing 
orders. So far as it goes, the increase in 
business is a good sign, but it will be a 
considerable time before what is known 
as general prosperity will return. 

“The United States Senators could do a 
great deal toward helping the return of 
prosperity if they would pay more atten- 
tion to the business of the country and less 
to the politics of their particular party. 
I believe it is possible for the present ses- 
sion of Congress to pass some revenue 
measure which will obviate the necessity 
for an extra session. The silver Senators 
who refuse to act with the Republicans 
come from States where business is small 
at best, and they seem to have little ap- 
preciation of the injury they may bring to 
the country by their action. They profess 
to be working in the interests of silver. 
They ought to know they stand absolutely 
no show of getting any concessions toward 
the free coinage of silver. 

‘I believe there are Democrats enough, 
who appreciate the demands of business, 
who would join with the Republicans in 
some changes of the Wilson bill, which would 
be approved by the President. One thing is 
needed in this country—more business men 
apd fewer professional politicians in the 
legislative and administrative departments 
of the Government.” 





S. A. DUTTON CONVICTED. 


The Testimony Showed Him Con- 
nected with Large Swindling Plans. 


Stephen A. Dutton, the alleged swindler, 
who has been on trial for the past three 
weeks charged with swindling Lily Alys 
Godfrey out of Washington real estate val- 
ued at $55,000, was convicted before Jus- 
tice Newburger, in Part II. of General Ses- 
sions, yesterday. 

The evidence brought out during the trial 
connected Dutton ‘with several gigantic at- 
tempts at swindling in the past. Among 
his intended victims had been Mrs. Hetty 
A. Green. Dutton’s connection with Charles 
H. McLaughlin was also established. 

Dutton was accused of inducing Miss God- 


frey and her mother to transfer the Wash- 
ington real estate to him in return for the 
property and plant of the Scott Ice and 
Coal Company at One Hundred and Thirty- 
seventh Street and the Harlem River. He 
represented the value of the property and 
plant at $155,000. It was proved that the 
ice and coal company was worthless, and 
that Dutton had no claim on the property. 

Dutton was remanded to the Tombs for 
sentence next week, Tuesday.

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/MOODY’S WAR SPIRIT RISES 


OBJECTS TO MUSIC HALLS AND 
LABOR ON THE SABBATH. 


Again States His Opposition to Sunday 
Newspapers—Punishment of Diso- 
bedience — Books for Sing 
Sing Prisoners. 


Evangelist Moody spoke again on “ The 
Ten Commandments” yesterday morning in 
Cooper Union to a large audience. He re- 
peated to some extent his remarks of the 
day before regarding Sunday newspapers, 
and then He assailed the surface railroads 


for working their employes seven days a 
week. He scored the music halls, too, and 
Said that some of the songs which they put 
before their audiences were worse than any- 
thing ever heard in the ancient city of 
Sodom. 

The entire congregation, under the lead of 
Mr. Sankey, sang the hymns ‘‘ When the 
Mists Have Rolled Away” and ‘‘ Saved by 
Grace ”’ at the opening of the exercises. Mr. 
Moody next offered prayer, and then he pro- 
ceeded to tell of some letters he had re- 
ceived. Qne was from a workingman, now 
unemployed, who wanted a special after- 
noon service held for men out of work. The 
evangelist said all such men would be wel- 
come at their regular afternoon meeting, 
and that they had all along been invited to 
come. Another correspondent. had received 
the book ‘“‘ The Way to God,” which Mr. 
Moody sent him. This man wrote: ‘I was 
unemployed when I accepted Christ in 
Cooper Union on Nov. 30. On that very 
day a Chicago firm wrote offering me a po- 
sition as traveling salesman, and I have 
been successful ever since.” 

His Idea of Newspapers. 


Mr. Moody started the preaching by ex- 
pressing his gladness at the newspapers 
printing what he said about the Sunday 
‘newspaper. ‘“‘It was very good of them,” 
he said, ‘“‘ but I suppose they will go for me 
in editorials. 

‘“*Some people say that I have been writ- 
ing for Sunday papers, but I never wrote a 
line for one of them. If the work,” he 
added, ‘‘of the Sunday paper can be done 
during the week, leaving very little to be 
done on the Sabbath, why can’t the work 
for Monday’s paper be done on Saturday? 
There is not a minister in the city who 
would not furnish the manuscript of his 
Sunday sermon on the day before.”’ . 

The preacher next referred to Sunday 
traveling. ‘‘I never use the horse cars,” 
said he. ‘‘ When a corporation makes a 
man work for seven days in the week, then 
I get out and foot it. ~ 

“I wish we had 1,000 Parkhursts and 

Comstocks to put an end to the music 
halls.”’ 
-Mr. Moody advised the ministers to go to 
these places and see if any of their con- 
gregation were present. ‘‘ Mothers, I am 
informed, bring their children to such 
places. Isn’t it dreadful! ”’ 

“I think the Church should stop such 
things. Any man who puts such things on 
the stage is doing the devil’s work.” 

Afiernoon Meeting. 


“As the afternoon nieetings draw to a 
close, crowding is becoming noticeable in 
all parts of the hall. Two-thirds of the 
audience consisted of women at yesterday's 
service. Some of them carried little infants 
in their arms. Among the sacred songs in 
which. the congregation joined, were, ‘* My 
Jesus as Thou Wilt” and ‘‘ Come Unto Me, 
Ye Weary.”’ Mr. Birkholz led the choir and 
Mr. Sankey sang alone the hymn, ‘“ Ninety- 
and-Nine.”’ 

At the taking up of the usual offering Mr. 
Moody made an appeal for liberal subscrip- 
tions, so that as many books as possible 


might be plaéed in the hands of the prison- 
ers when he went to Sing Sing next week. 
The sermon which Mr. Moody gave was on 
“ Obedience.”’ 

“Tf ,it is impossible to please God with- 
out faith, you will find it impossible to 
please God without obedience,” ne began. 

‘** Misery and sorrow in many a family to- 
day are on account of disobedience. We all 
remember that when we were children and 
obedient we were very happy; when diso- 
bedient we were unhappy. 

“That’s all there is to it after all. We 
are nothing now but big children. If we 
learn the lesson of obedience it will be 
peace and joy all the time. 

“There are hundreds of men of wealth 
and position whose lives are miserable be- 
cause they are going against the law of 
God. Others have been obedient to the 
heavenly vision, and the smile of Heaven is 
upon them. 

‘My friends, you can take your choice 
to-day. Is not the trouble of this Nation 
coming through disobedience and disloyalty 
to God? Are we not reaping what we have 
sown? Repent, come and obey the voice of 
God, and prosperity will come again. Mar- 
tin Luther said he would rather obey than 
work a miracle.”’ 





Funeral of a Centenarian. 


Nathan T. Webb, a veteran of the war of 
1812, who died at the residence of his 
daughter, Mrs. Etta Downward, 104 West 
Sixty-third Street, Tuesday, was buried yes- 
terday in the Flower Hill Cemetery. Sim- 
ple services were conducted in Mrs. Down- 
ward’s parlor at noon by the Rey. Leighton 
Williams, pastor of the Amity Baptist 
Church. Mention was made of the fact 
that the old soldier, who was 100 years and 
5 days old when he died, had recently lost 
a comrade who passed away at the age of 
ninety-three years. The veteran who was 


buried yesterday was a member of a Grand 
Army post in Elmira, this State, and, hav- 
ing resided in New York for less than a 
-year, he had formed no acquaintances 
among the Grand Army men_here, con- 
sequently there were not many Grand Army 
men at the funeral. 

The only relic which the centenarian left 
of his early military career was an old gun 
of the period of 1812. He bequeathed that 
interesting firearm to Mrs. Downward’s son.

Charles Stewart Smith Elected Rapid 
Transit Commissioner. 


The Board of Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners, at their meeting yesterday, adopted 
resolutions on the death of William Stein- 
way, and elected Charles Stewart Smith a 
member of the commission to succeed Mr. 
Steinway. 

The resolutions, in part, are as follows: 

“William Steinway, a member of this 


board, died at his home in this city Nov.’ 


30, 1896. In point of service upon boards 
charged with duties affecting the transit 
problem within the City of New York he 
was the senior member of this commission. 
Of earnest convictions, his diligence in the 
performance of his duties is well shown by 
the fact that, even stricken by his final ill- 
ness, he urged his colleagues to meet at his 
bedside to perform a duty which he deemed 
of importance to the community. Firmly 
imbued with the best tradition of the coun- 
try of his birth, and holding it in affection- 
ate remembrance, he was nevertheless a 
loyal and patriotic citizen of the country of 
his adoption. 

“A patron of arts and science; a founder 
of a great business; a generous supporter of 
many charities, a man of honest thoughts 


and outspoken convictions, he earned and 
deserved the affection and respect of the 
citizens of the City of New York.” 

There were a dozen candidates for the 
vacant position, presented either in person- 
al letters or by petition. The name of 
Charles B. StoVer was presented in a peti- 
tion signed by Bishop Henry C. Potter, 
Felix Adler, Jacob H. Schiff, Albert Shaw, 
R. Fulton Cutting, Oscar S. Straus, and 
mig Labor organizations also favored 
nim. 

Only two names, however, were placed in 
nomination. President Alexander E. Orr 
nominated Charles Stewart Smith. Mr. 
Starin presented the name of David F. 
Porter. Mr. Starin, however, gave the only 
vote for his candidate, and then, on his mo- 
tion, the vote for Mr. Smith was made 
unanimous, 

Secretary Delafield said, after the meet- 
ing, that the commission had spent over 
an hour discussing routes and general 
plans. When asked what was being done 
with the underground plans and routes 
prepared by Engineer Parsons some weeks 
ago, he said: “I can only say that due 
progress is being made on the subject, but 
I cannot say when the commission will be 
ready to make public their plans.” 

Charles Stewart Smith, the new Commis- 
sioner, is a well-known business man. He is 
a Director of the Fourth National Bank 
and of the United States Trust Company, 
and Chairman of thé Executive Committee 
of the Chamber cf Commerce, of which 
organization he has also served as Presi- 
dent. He was Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of Seventy. Mr. Smith was 
formerly in the dry goods business, but 
retired from active trade some y2ars ago. 





PURITAN IN COMMISSION. | 


Started 
Ago Will See 


Monitor Twenty-one Years 


Active Service. 


The monitor Puritan, the heaviest war- 
ship of her class in the United States Navy, 
was formally placed in commission at the 
navy yard, Brooklyn, at 1:30 P. M. yester- 
day. A large crowd of civilians witnessed 
the ceremony. 

The Puritan has been practically ready 
for cruising since Septémber, but it has 
been difficult to obtain a crew. Only 100 of 
her complement of 195 were on board yes- 
terday. They were taken from the Ver- 
mont to the Puritan on the tug Traffic. The 
officers and crew were drawn up on either 
side of the quarter deck at 1:30 P. M. F. 
J. Higginson, Captain of the yard; then 
turned the monitor over to her command- 
er, Capt. John Bartlett, who read his or- 
ders from the Secretary of the Navy and 
declared the Puritan to be in commission. 
Then the flags were run up, the band struck 
up ‘‘ America,’’. and the officers and crew 
saluted the flag. 

The officers of the Puritan are Capt. John 
R. Bartlett, Lieut. Commander J. R. Self- 
ridge, Lieuts. Knight, Cook,.and Whittle- 
sey, Ensign C. M. Stone, Chief Engineer 
George Cowie, and Paymaster R. Frazer. 
_The original Puritan was designed by 
Ericsson in 1864. She is of the same design 
as the Terror, Amphitrite, and Monterey. 
Experts consider her one of the most 
formidable vessels of the navy, either for 
offensive or defensive operations. She has 
been in process of construction for twenty- 
one years, and differs materially from the 
original designs. At one time she was in 
the hands of John Roach. 

The monitor’s length is 200 feet 3 inches; 
breadth, 60 feet 1% inches; displacement, 
6,000 tons; maximum indicated horse pow- 
er, 3,700. She has two steel barbette tur- 
rets. Her armor is 14 inches thick on her 
water line, belt, and barbettes. Her main 
battery consists of four twelve-inch guns, 
in two turrets. 

After coaling and taking on her ammuni- 
tion, stores, and full complement of men, 
the Puritan will join Admiral Bunce’s fleet, 
at aa tae Roads. This may take two 
weeks. 


HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS. 





Architects Giving Their Ideas as to 
Limits in Future, 


The Committee on High Buildings. of the 
Board of Trade and Transportation met 
yesterday afternoon to listen to the opin- 
ions of architects on the question of limit- 
ing the height of buildings. G. Waldo 
Smith presided. Among the architects pres- 
ent were George B. Post, President of the 
American Institute of Architects; John M. 
Carrere, Charles W. Clinton, James B. 
Baker, and G. Kramer Thompson. 

The architects agreed that the height of 
buildings should be limited, but they differed 
as to how the limit should-be placed. 

Bruce Price suggested that any build- 
ing higher than 100 feet above the curb 
level should have an unobstructed environ- 
ment on all sides of 10 feet for every addi- 
tional 50 feet or part thereof above the 100 
feet level, excepting that against buildings 


already existing and having a dead party 
wall, a new building might be erected 
against, and to the full height of, such 
party wall, provided that all the conditions 
as to environment should apply .on the re- 
maining boundaries. In no event should any 
structure be erected to a greater height 
above the curb than five times its narrowest 
facade. 

John M. Carrere presented some points in 
regard to engineering, sanitary, and other 
questions which. the committee would have 
to consider. The next meeting will be held 
next Tuesday, when Superintendent of 
Buildings Constable will be heard.

MONEY FOR THE MAYOR’S OF 
FICE AND PARK SYSTEM. 





Provision for Landscape Architect and 
More Funds to Look After the 
People’s Pleasure Grounds— , 
Allowance for Aldermen. 


The work of making the final financial 
budget for 1897 was begun yesterday by the 
Board of Estimate ané Apportionment in 
the Mayor’s office. 

Among the first things-considered was the 


estimate of the expenses.of the Mayor's of-. 
fice. This was fixed at $25,000, as follows: 
Mayor’s salary, $10,000; secretary, $5,000; 
confidential clerk, $3,000; warrant and bond 
clerk, $2,500; two stemographers, $2,400; 
messenger, $1,400; Contingent Fund, $700. 

To the Board of Aldermen was allowed 
$90,000, an increase of $1,200 for a stenog- 
rapher. Controller Fitch said the office of 
stenographer had been abolished, so that a 
place for Michael F. Blake, the former 
Chief Clerk of the board, whorwas a capa- 
ble official, could be established. Mr. Olcott 
favored the increase. 

The Park Department was nextétaken up. 
President McMillan asked that $3,000 be 
allowed for the salary of a landscape archi- 
tect. Park Commissioners Stiles amd Cruger 
asked that the amount be made $5,000. It 
was said there had not been a landscape 
architect in the department since:the death 
of Calvert Vaux, and that the board wags 
now searching for a competent man for'the 
place. 

The Mayor was of the opinion that if 
proper attention were paid‘’to the outlaying 
parks the city would gain by it. The amounF 
asked for was allowed. 

The Park Department applied for an ad- 
ditional $1,000 to be divided among the sai- 
aries of the purchasing agents of the de- 
partment. Col. ‘Cruger said in former yearer 
it had been a practice among some pufr- 
chasing agents to receive commissions 
from houses where they made purchases. 

“This practice,’ said Mr. Cruger, “ has 
been broken up, and now we want to make 
the salaries of our agents such that the 
temptation to accept such commissions will 
not be so strong. If there is, any suspicion 
attached to a man on this jaccount he is 
forced to leave the departmemt.” 

“If I knew a case where a. man received 
such commissions,” said the Controlier, “I 
would lay the matter before the Grand Jury, 
I am glad to know, however, that honesty. 
can be purchased for $1,000 in such mat- 
ters, so I will vote for the increase asked 
for.” 

It was allowed. The Park Board had 
asked for $450,000 for labor mmintenance, 
supplies, construction, and repairs, which 
was an increase in the total of these itema@ 
of $50,000 over last year. Col. Cruger point- 
ed out that the new small parks had to be 
cared for. The increase was allowed, as 
also was an increase of $10,000+for the new, 
parks above the Harlem River. 

The question of telephone charges created 


some discussion. The Controller said he une 
derstood that two of the Park Commiussion- 
ers had telephones in their residenees for 
which the city paid. Col. Cruger and Presie 
dent McMillan said that they had -tele-_ 
phones. 

“Don’t you think you should pay the 
telephone charges out of your salary? 
asked the’Controller of the President of the 
board. 

“JT don’t,” he replied; ‘it is used almost 
exclusively for the business of the depart- 
ment.” « 

Commissioner Stiles said that he paid his 
own telephone bills. 

It was decided that the President of the 
Park Board, being a salaried officer, should 
pay for his own telephone, but, as the other 
members of the board are not salaried, they, 
should be allowed telephones. 

The total allowance finally fixed for the 
Park Board for next year was $1,330,000, 
which is an increase of $1,525 over the 
amount asked for, imcluding the request 
for $5,000 for the landscape architect. 

The item for the Mayor’s Marshals’ office 
was fixed at $12,800, as formerly. 





STRANDED VESSEL WORKS OFF. 


The Mishap to the British Stenmes 
Radcliffe Not Serious, 


The British steamship Clarissa Radcliffe, 
bound from Penarth, England, Nov. 24, for 
this port, went ashore on Great South Beach 
about a mile east of Smith’s Point Life-Sav- 
ing Station, early yesterday morning. There 
was a strong southwest wind blowing, but 
the weather was clear. 

The life-savers got out their boat, and 
sent a line over the steamship, but no ate 
tention was paid to the line or to the lifes 
savers by those aboard the British tramp 
At daybreak it was noticed that the crew 
was engaged in throwing coal overboard to 
lighten her. 

When word reached the city of the ves- 
sel’s stranding, the Chapman Wrecking 
and Derrick Company dispatched the wreck- 
ing boat William E. Chapman to the scene, 
She left the city at 8 A, M., but before she 
reached Smith’s Point the Radcliffe had 
worked off and was proceeding toward San- 
dy Hook, where she arrived before dark 
yesterday afternoon and anchored for the 
mine Radcliffe is a small vessel, registering 
only 1,600 tons. She was built at New- 


castle in 1880 and hails from Cardiff, her 
owners being E. Thomas Radoliffe & Co.

NORTHWESTERN CONFIDENCE. 

Mr. R. R. Spencer of the National Bank 
of Commerce of Seattle, Washington, who 
is at present visiting this city, said yes- 
terday to a representative of THE New 
YorK Timms, regarding business conditions 
in the Northwest: 

“We are already feeling the good effects 
of the election. There is a noticeable im- 
provement in business which, although it is 
yet emall, gives were of spreading and 
increasing. 

“The one great result of the sound-money 
victory, the result that is everywhere to be 
found, is the better feeling that has sprung 
up in the minds of business men, An in- 
creased confidence is found on every aide.

the removal of doubt: and ‘ifidertalinty—es 
givén people ground on which to plan for 
the future, and there is a general belief in 
coming business improvement—in good 
times. 

“Money that has long been hoarded is 
rapidly and constantly reappearing and be- 
ing again Fést6rad ts its régiilar channels. 
The fear that existed préviotis to the eléc- 
tion is no longer in evidence, and mén aré 
becoming more and more willing to put out 
money in investments and in their own 
business. The release of tied-up capital 
during the past month has amounted to 
comparatively large figures, and there is 
still more to come. 

“T am fully convinced that from now on 
to sea improvement and 
growth in all lines of trade. It will be felt 
in all parts of the country, and the North- 
west will have aS much of it as any other 
section. We have a comparatively new 
country, and there is much to be developed 
and improved. With confidence and easy 
money new enterprises can be pushed for- 
ward and new lines of trade developed. 

“We do not expect to see any great im- 
mediate influx of Eastern capital into the 
Northwestern States. The Populistic char- 
acter of that territory will keep Eastern 
money away until we can show real and 
material improvement. But I think we can 
take care of ourselves, and in the early 
futuré show the East why that country of 
which Seattle is the’ centre is a place for 
profitable investment. 

“But I do not believe we are anywhere 
going to have rapid improvement in busi- 
ness. It must necessarily be slow, inas- 
much as it will come from natural condi- 
tions and not from artificial or sentimental 
causes. The betterment will gradually and 
steadily widen and increase. Business will 
continue to expand and improve. New en- 
terprises will be taken up and pushed. And 
industries of all kinds Will be developed. ‘ 

“Of ene thing I am very confident. In- 
vestments in Northwestern enterprises will 
in the coming few years show great #ppre- 
ciations in value. Things are now at the 
bottom. Money put into our section of the 
country now will not be money badly in- 
vested. The tendency from now on will be 
toward improvement. And there will be 
soon shown prosperity far beyond anything 
yet accomplished in the West.”’

LOCAL SECURITIES SCARCE. 


Mr. George H. Prentiss said yesterday to 
a representative of THE NEw-YoRK TIMES 
in speaking of the market for local invest- 
ment securities: 

“The demand for New York securities 
continues excellent. We are having none of 
the hesitation that is shown in the spec- 
ulative markets. The inquiry for local is- 
sues has not diminished in the least. The 
trouble is not to find buyers, but to find 
bonds. ‘ 

‘‘ Offerings are scarce, and there is actual 
difficulty in supplying the demand. Gas se- 
curities are in particular favor, and the is- 
sues of the leased surface railways are 
largely sought for. And it is in this latter 
class that we find the greatest difficulty 
in supplying our customers. The stocks and 
bonds of these roads are being closely held, 
and very few have come in the market. 

“Nor do I see any indications of a de- 
creased demand. There seems to be no lack 
of investors, and with prices advancing, as 
they must continue to do, I see no reason 
to look for any less activity in the mar- 
ket.”’ 





THE STOCK EXCHANGE AWAKE. 


Much sympathy is expressed in Wall 
Street for Broker Kirkner, whose refusal 
to exhibit his books to a Stock Exchange 
investigating committee has brought him a 
year’s suspension. Mr. Kirkner is one of 
the most popular men of the board. He has 
long been a conspicuous room trader, trad- 
ing with Louis Bell, Eddie Talcott, Louis 
Schepp, and others whose raps in the mar- 
ket furnish daily Wall Street gossip. 

Yet the action of the Governors of the 
Stock Exchange, despite Mr. Kirkner’s pop- 
ularity, is almost universally upheld by the 
rank and file of the institution. Discipline 
gets recognition in the Stock Exchange al- 
ways. 

What is most the comment of the brokers 
of the Stock Exchange is that the suspen- 
sion of Mr. Kirkner ought to be but an in- 
cident in a sustained campaign for the last- 


ing good of the Exchange. 
*,* 

It is fashionable for Wall Street to af- 
fect an air of jocularity over the conduct 
of financial affairs at Chicago. Yet, as a 
matter of fact, Chicago is far ahead of New 
York in proceedings against brokers who 
do off-color things. A case in point is ex- 
hibited in the following news paragraph 
from The Chicago Tribune: 

Discipline, for bucket shopping within the 
membership of the Board of Trade was ad- 
ministered yesterday. Of late the fight on 
bucket shops has been on the outside, but 
the inside crusade is now resumed. 

Robert H. Kelly was expelled from mem- 
bership on the charge of bucket-shopping 
trades and dishonorable conduct in sustain- 
ing the equivalent of partnership relations 
with people known to have been in the 
business. The prosecution was carried on 
by John Hill. To the satisfaction of the 
Directors it was proved that the concern 
known as Robert H. Kelly & Co. had re- 
fused to report to customers the names of 
Board of ade members with whom al- 
leged trades were made, which is consid- 
ered prima facie evidence of fictitious 
trades. It was also brought out that Kelly 
was associated in the business enterprise 
with L. C. Van Riper, formerly of Van 
Riper & Co., and members of the firm of 
McKenzie, Turner & Co., both of which 
firms are said to have been at one time un- 
der indictment for bucket shopping, the in- 
dictments having been quashed on condi- 
tion that the firms went out of business. 
The Directors concluded, in view of the eyi- 
dence, that these firms were Kelly’s real 
backers, and his board membership was 
used as a figurehead. 

The defendant claimed that these people 
were simply employed by him. Since the 
passage of the rule requiring firms using 
the Clearing House to have all members 
hold memberships in the board Robert H. 
Kelly & Co. have been trading through 
Lamson Bros. The concern is a stock com- 
pany. Chief interest in the case centres in 
the fact that it has advertised widely and 
done a big business. Kelly advertised as 
being a board nee of —— years’ 
experience. Several years ago he was a 
wetaber of a firm styled Kelly, Albright & 
Co. which failed. The firm of Robert H. 
Kelly & Co. was formed less than a’ year 
- *,*

" REPORT ON INDIAN WORK. 


Kew York Red Men Called a;\Disgrace 
to the Commonwealth. 


The session of the National Women’s In- 
dian Association in the Calvary Baptist 
Church yesterday was devoted largely to 
reports from State missions and heads of 
the departments. 

Mrs. M. C. Frye of Maine reported that 
the consent of the chiefs of several tribes 
had been obtained for the establishment of 
missions. For Massachusetts, Miss Mary 
B. Dewey reported; for Rhode Island, Mrs. 
W. W. Bliss; Connecticut, Mrs. Sarah T. 
Kinney; New York City, Mrs. A. S. Bick- 
more; Brooklyn, Mrs. F. Van Iberstine; 
New Jersey, Mrs. C. C. Hine; California, 
Miss E. W. Jones, and Florida, Miss Sarah 
Taylor. 

Miss Dewey said the association had just 
secured some land in Truxton Canton, Ari- 
zona, which will enable it to establish a 
mission there, 

Miss M. C. Haines of New York in the aft- 
ernoon talked about the condition of New 
York State Indians. 

“There are very few of them pure blood- 
ed,”’ she said, ‘‘and the present specimens 
have got with their white blood all the 
white man’s vices except one, they are not 
covetous, because they are too happy-go- 
lucky to care. The Indians, as they are, are 
a disgrace to our Commonwealth.” 

She said in this State are five reserva- 
tions—5,144 Indians, according to the last 
census; 1,388 children of school age, 39 
school districts, which cost the State $83,000 
a year. Yet only 329 children attend these 
schools. Out of 80,000 acres of land at their 
disposal, only 25,000 acres are tilled. There 
are 14 churches, with 800 members. Five 

er cent. of the State Indians can ‘speak 

Onglish, 

Ben Brave, a Hampton Institute Indian, 
made an address, and reports, on library 
work, by Mrs. F. C. Sparhawk, and temper- 
ance work, by Mrs. H. J. Bailey, followed. 

A set of resolutions was offered and 
adopted. They asked for adequate appro- 
priations by Congress for Indian education, 
and commended highly the work of the 
present Superintendent of Indian Educa- 
tion and asked that he be retained in office. 
The absolute prohibiticn of the sale of in- 
toxicants to Indians was advocated, and 
the liquor bill approved by Commissioner 
Browning was indorsed and Congress urged 
to pass it. 

The resolutions urged Congress to pass 
laws that will protect the red men from 
“land grabbers”? and “ Wild West shows,” 
and prohibit them from leaving home toys 
g0 with the shows. 

The Administration was thanked for ex- 
tending the civil service rules in the Indian 
service, and President Cleveland’s recom- 
mendation of a permanent commission on 
Indian affairs was gordially indorsed. 

A public meeting was held last evening, at 
which the Rev. Dr. MacArthur and the 
Rev. Dr. Harsha made speeches. A meet- 
ing of the board this morning will close the 
convention,
